PREFACE 


Bout a year ſince, when there was nothing 
further from my Thought than a Work of 
this Nature, the compiling hereof was pro- 
*. Poſed to me by a Friend of the Publiſher, as 
an Oſeful, Neceſſary, and not Onpleaſant Under- 
taking. And I was without great difficulty convinced 
of the two firſt, but I could eafily foreſee, whatever 
it would be to others when it was finiſhed, it would 
be a Task of great Labour to me3\ and that there would 
be very little to pleaſe or divert me in the doing of it : 
yet not being then preingaged, 1 was the more eaſily 
perſuaded to enter upon it, and draw up the Letter 
A, as a Specimen and Tryal, which abundantly con- 
vinced me of the difficulties F muſt run through ; bat 
then too it ſhewed me more clearly the Uſefulneſs, 
and Want of ſuch a Book in Engliſh, | 
It is true there had been a ſmall Piece in Engliſh 
of this Title, of about eight Sheets of Paper in Duo- 
ecimo, which had been four times Printed before, 
which is ſaid to have been drawn by Monficur du 
Vall, Geographer to the French King; but I ſuppoſe 
#t was only the Index of a larger Book turned into 
Engliſh, and ſome few Hiſtorical Notes added here 
and there ; for I never could procure a fight of the Ori- , ? 
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; was above the ſtrength of Human Faculties to c 
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ginal, though I took ſome pains to get it: But how. 


ever this may be, the Sale of four Impreſſions of that 


piece, was a good encouragement to go on with the de- 


fign, though T ſaw I could make little or no uſe of © 


that firſt Draught , but only as a kind of Common- 
Place Book. 

. Geography is an Art which from very ſmall be- 
ginnings, has in our days ſwelled into a vaſt bulk, and 


yet t is capable of great improvements, as 1 ſhall ſhew 


in its proper place. In ancient times Men knew little 


more of the World, than the Names of thoſe ſmall 


Countries, or Kingdoms, in which they lived, and the 
firſt Inhabitants, ( from which for the moſt part thoſe 
places took their Names) for ſome Ages enjoyed them, 
and then there was no need of Geographical Dittiona- 
ries. But when the Voyages of the Phanicians and 
Grecians, aud the Wars of the Greeks and Romans, 
had by degrees opened the way to the unknown parts of 
the World, and many Countries had changed their 
Maſters and Owners, and conſequently the Names of 
Places were altered, aud become more numerous; then 
#t became needful to have Works of this Nature, where- | 
in bY things were ſo placed as to be eafily and preſently 
found. | 
As the Ruin of the Roman Empire brought a great 
variation upon the Names aud Diviſions of this part 
of the World; ſo Navigation and Commerce has in 
latter Ages diſcovered vaſt Countries, which were 
wholly unknown to the Ancients, or at beſt but obſcure- 
by.” And when the Art of Printins had encouraged the 
Publiſhing of ſuch vaſt Bodies of Geography, that it 
arry 
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ſuch a number of Names of Places, or to know pre- 
ſently where to Jaok for them, though Books, and Maps 
too, were at Hand, then it became yer more. neceſſary. 
For what Man is able when he meets the Ancient 
Names of Places, to ſay preſently, this is not extant, 
and that is called ſo, or ſo now: and if he has the 
Name of a City or Town given, and knows, for exarg- 
ple, that it is in Spain or France, yet if he has no 


 Aireftion where to look for it, he may pore long enough 


wpon the Map before he find it, as I know too well. 
And beſides this, there is not the leaſt fimilitude, 


very often, between the Latin, and the Vulgar Nantes of 


Places, and the very Valgar Names in ſeveral Countries, 
are as different too/ Nor will the Geographical De- 


 ſeriptions or Maps, help this defect, which are yet too 


great to be carried about, or upon many occaſions to be 
turned over. 1 | 

And yet, without the knowledge of Times and 
Places, the belt Hiſtories are little better than Ro. 
mMances, at leaſt they leave faingg aud confuſed Notions 
own the Minds of the Readers, whereas theſe two 


_ Circumſtances fix and confirm things. 


And yet, it will not only be uſeful in the Reading 
of Hiſtory, but thoſe who Travel may carry it with 
them as a Companion, it being ſmall, and ſo contrived 
that it will give them great Light into many things, 
which will be Oſ:ful, or Delightful to them, whereas 
whatever has been hitherto done of this kind, is ei= * 
ther too little to be of any great uſe, or too big to be  : 
carried about. "Bi

Places is of abſolute neceſſity to prevent thoſe Ridicu- 
lous miſtakes Men muſt commonly make, who know no- 
thing, or very little of the World. 
In Order to ſerve all theſe Neceſſities of Men, TI 


have ſet down firſt the various. Names of all Places, 


the Bounds and Extents of Kingdoms, Provinces, Coun- 


fees, Principalities and Territories, their Fertility, 
and the Temperature of the Air ; with the Nature of 
the Soil, as whether they are Mountainous or Plain, 


Dry or Marſhy, open or overſpread with Woods and 


Foreſts. | 

PF have deſcribed the Riſe and Courſe of Rivers, 
the Countries they paſs through, and the Cities they 
water, and the more confiderable Rivers that fall in- 
to them, and where. And ſo as to the greater Chains 
of - Mountains, I have purſued the ſame methods as far 
as I could, | | 


As to Cities and Towns, I have ſhewn in what 
| Kingdoms, Provinces, or Counties, they ſtand; upon 
what Rivers, and af what diſtance from other com 
frderable Places, and to what Quarter of Heaven, and 


very often the Lengitudes and Latitudes of them 5, ſo 
that by theſe helps they may eaſily be found in a. Map, 


or be ſhewn whereabouts they ought to be placed, if 


they are not in it. 


Nor is this all, I have added p ſhort Chronolo- 


gical account of the Hiſtories of moſt Places: Who 
were the firſt Inhabitants, and when, and by whom 


they have been Conquered : and ſo for Cities, when, and 
by whom they were built ; what Fates have attended 
them, and in what State they now are, or anciently 
have beex, and what Rank they have in the Ecclefr. 
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aſtical, or Civil Government : under what Princes they 
are, and what Religion they embrace: and laſtly whe. 
ther they are Great or Small, Strong or Weak, Rich or 
Poor, &c. | 

1t 7s not poſſible that ſo great a Work as this is, 
ſhould be performed in ſo little time as T have had, 
without many miſtakes; ſometimes I may have miſtaken 
my Leader, and he may ſometimes have miſtaken bis, 


| and at other times the Preſs may have failed one or 


beth of us; for though I have taken very great care, 
yet I have not had time to meaſure all the diſtances, 
and to ſtate exattly all the Chronological Accounts, 
wot to fay that Chronologers do wery much differ one 
from another 5 and when I could not preciſely ſtate the 
Time, 1 have uſed Words which expreſs my diffidence 


. or uncertainty, which was better than to be poſitive 
without Evidence, or any Authority. 


Nor is the Reader to expett in ſo ſmall a Volume an 
account of all the Places in the World, or a full ac+ 


count of all the more conſiderable, No, 1 had two 


things in my Eye. The firſt was to raiſe a deſire in the 
Engliſh Nobiliry and Gentry, to have a fuller and 
larger Work of this Nature, though 1 confeſs I never: 
defire to do it the ſecond time. And the ſecond 
was to make this as General, and as Uſeful as was 
poffible. How far I have gainedeither of theſe Points, 
muſt be left to the Reader to determine; but I hope [ 
may modeſtly ſay it will always be an uſeful Book, 
though it ſhould never be enlarged, and that it will ever 
be fit to have one of this Bulk for common Uſe, though 
there were a larger Printed for Libraries and Stu- - 
dies ; for it is a great miſtake that all uſeful Books muſk _ 
MOL | be 
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be of the largeſt ſize, whereas ſome are the more uſe- 
ful becauſe cheap and ſmall. 

As to the Chronological Accounts I have added ; 
that is a new and a late Deſign, attempted by few, 
and therefore not eafie to be done. The firſt and Prin- 
cipal defign of a Work, of this Nature, is to be a kind 
of General Index to Geographical Books and Maps, 
zo fhew where any Place ſtands, but then the Deſcri- 
ption belongs to the Geographer, and the Fate of thoſe 


| Places to the Hiſtorian : but this being a dry and un- 


s by nk entertainment, the latter Writers have ad: 
ded ſomething of Hiſtory to entertain and fix the 
memory of the Reader, and I was defirons even in this, 
to give this ſmall Piece all the Advantages 7 could 
ou this account, though it was by far the moſt difficult 
part of my Task to find what I wanted, and reduce it 
into order, and expreſs it ſhortly, when Thad a plenty 
of Matter, and when all was done much more might have 
been added, if I had had time for it, more Books, 
and a greater Scope. 
But when all is done, no one Man can do it perfettly 
and fully in his life time, it being neceſſary to Read 
over all the Hiſtories that are extant, for this purpoſe, 
and all the Travels too, 

The firſt Perſon that attempted a Work of this Na- 


tare, was Stephanus Byzantius, who /zved after the 


times of Honorius and Arcadius,- about the year of 
Chriſt 400. and wrote a Voluminous Book of Cities, 


| Iſlands, Nations, People, and Places, &c. The. Prin- 


cipal defign of which was not ſo much Geographical, as 
Grammatical and Hiſtorical, to ſhew the Derivation, 
and Occafion of the Names of Places. This vaſt Work 


was 
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was epitomized by Hermolaus Barbarus,who lived in the 
next Century, wnnder Juſtinian the Emperor, to whoms 
he Dedicated this Abridgement, which proved the 
loſs of that great Work, though this latter is ſtill 
Extant, and ſome Fragments of the Greater, which © 
fhew how much it was damnified by this Author, 

The next, though at a waſt diſtance of time, was 
Abraham Ortelius, a Flandrian, who was bor in the 
year 1526. and died in the year 1598. He Publiſhed 
a very Learned and Laborious Work, which he ſtiled 
Theſaurus Geographicus, but then that almoſt wholly 
reſpefts the Ancient Geography, and has very little of 
the New, and is beſides ſq very ſhort, that it is of © 
werly little uſe to any, but Men of great Learning, 
and well acquainted with the Ancient Geography and 
hiſtory. | 

After this great Man followed Philip Ferrarius of 
Aleſſandria, in the Dukedom of Milan zn Italy, Pro- 
feſſor of the Mathematicks in the Univerſity of Paviaz + 
who left behind him when he died, a Book called Lexi- 
con Geographicum, which was Printed firſt at Milan 2 
in the year 1627. and was a Work of great perfetti. *' 
On, and very much eſteemed by all Learned Mn, but © 
being a Poſthumous Work, and perhaps never Reviſed : 
by its Author, it came into the World with great de- 
fefts, and many faults, which yet did not abate the * 
price, or hinder the inquiries of Learned Men after it. 

In the year 1657. Dr. William Dillingham, of 
Emanael Col/edge in Cambridge, as» Engliſh Man, 
reprinted this Work in a ſmall Folio, and took great 
care to ſupply the defefts, and corre the Errors" of * 
the Former, and certainly as to the Ancient Geozra- | 
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phy, which was all they aimed at, this was a Work 


of great Perfeftion and Exaftneſs, and will ever have 


an honourable place in the Studies of Learned Men. 

About ten years after, Michael Antonius Baudrand, 
« French Gentleman, reviewed, and inlarged this E- 
dition, chiefly by taking in the Modern or New Geo- 
graphy, and the Diviſion and Bounds of Kingdoms, 
as they now ſtand, which had not been at all confidered 
by the former Writers, and this improvement was ſo 
well received, that in the year 1677. his Book was 
Reprinted at Iſenach , a Cry of Thuringe 7» Ger- 
many. "4 ER 

The good entertainment this met with, encouraged 
him to give it a ſecond Review, aud to make great 
Additions to it, in which he ſaith he ſpent five years, 
' and in the year 1682. he Publiſhed this ſecond Im- 
preſſion, wholly under his own Name, ſuppreſſing the 
Name of Ferrarius, which he had retained in his firſt 


Edition, which as I cannot commend, jo I will not re- 


proach him for it, becauſe he has been one of my prin- 
cipal Guides in this Work; though I have not followed 
him blindfold neither, but have very frequently con- 
faulted the Maps, and the other Geographers, and 
ſome Travellers too, who had been in the Places : 
and as to his Hiſtorical Obſervations, I have made 
. waſt 4dditions, and reitified many miſtakes, made by 


him, or his Printer. 


In the year 1677. Joannes Jacobus Hofman, Pro- 


feſſor of the Greek Tongue at Baſil, Publiſhed a vaſt 
Work, Intituled Lexicon Uaiverſale, Hiſtorico-Geo- 
graphico-Chronologico-Poerico-Philologicum, in four 
Volumes in Folio, in which he has very much enlarged 

the 
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the Accounts given by 
Switzerland aud Germany : but then I was not ſo 
happy as to have the uſe of him in the two firſt Let- 


ters; but in all the reſt I have had frequent recourſe. 


to him, and his Hiſtorical Collefions are fuller, and. 
much more impartial than thoſe of Baudrand, who ſeems 
to think it makes for the Grandeur of France, to ſay 
nothing of thoſe Places where their Arms have been 
unfortunate, and their Deſigns have miſcarried. | 

The Table of Longitudes and Latitudes, which I 
have followed, was firſt Collefted by Ferrarius, and is. 
Printed at the end of Dillingham's mpreſſion , and 
continued by Baudrand in his firſt Impreſſion ; and 
as I doubt not but there may be many miſtakes in it, 
ſo when I found that Travellers aſſigned them other-. 
wiſe, Þ have taken notice of the variety, and over and 
befides, I have added in the end a new Table, Pub- 
liſhed in the year 1687. by Phil de la Hire, Profeſ-. 
ſor of the Mathematicks at Paris, which is thought, 
as to the preateſ} part of the Places, to be more ex- 
aft, and better grounded than any other, eſpecially as 
to the Cities of France; and if the Engliſh Reader 
meets with ſome Latin Names in it, the Index at the 


end of this Difionary will dire him to the Vulgar. 


Names : only he may be pleaſed to underſtand, that in 
this Table Paris is taken for the firſt Meridian, which 
?s placed in 23.20. according to Baudrand. 

As to the Longitudes and Latitudes of Places, it 
were to be 2s that all Travellers would Very OXx- 
attly obſerve that, in all the more conſiderable Places, 
and at their return give an account of their Obſerva- 


trons, it being the firſt ſtep to the reformation ra 
aps, 
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Maps, and in many Countries the quickeſt way to find 
them, eſpecially where Places ſtand at a great di- 
flance one from another, and there are few Rivers, 
and thoſe too are not commonly known, and eſpecially 
in Aſia, Africa, anvd America. 
T1 have as much as was poſſible endeavoured to 
pleaſe all the World, and declined ſaying any thing 
' that might give any perſuaſion of Men an offence, my | 
Obſervations being purely Geographical, and Chronolo-. 
gical, and if any Moral refi:@ion has in any place 
Eroke looſe, I hope they will appear as Innocent, and 
Inoffenfroe, as Neceſſary and Loyal. And as for any 
miſtake T may have committed, of any kind whatſoever, 
ſhall be ready to retratt and amend it, ſo ſoon as ever 
1 am ſhewen 1t. ”

1 1. m. of Nor- 
thern Lat. and 339 of Long. it has 
been long inhabited by the Engliſh, 
and is about fix or ſeven Leagues 1n 
length and breadth, difficult of Ac- 
ceſs, and not much ſtored with 
Springs, which the Inhabitants ſup- 
ply by Ponds and Cifterns. | 

Antequera, 'a \mall ill built City 
of New Spain in America, eighty 


Leaguesfrom Mex4co; which inthe 


Year 1535» was\made a Biſhops See 
under the Archbiſhop of Me.x:co, by 
Pope Paul UI. 

Antibes , a Town and Port in 


' Provence in France. | 
Antiech, Antiochia, is'calld by 


the Turks, Antachia ; by the Ara- 
bians, 
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bans, Antbakia. It was built by 


| Seleucus, the Son of Antiochus King 


of Syria, one . of the Succeſſors of 
Alexander the Great, and call'd af- 
ter his Father's Name. This City 
was, durmg the times the Greeks 
and Romans were polleſs'd of it, the 
Capital of Syrza, or rather of the 
Ea#t; and accordingly, the Biſhop 
of this City was accounted the third 
Patriarch of the World, Rome be- 
ing the firſt, and Alexandria the fe- 


cond : others count it the ſecond Pa- 


triarchate. As it had theſe great 
Honours, ſo it was excellently built, 
ſtrongly fortified both by Art and 
Nature , and very populous, till it 
fell into the hands of the Arabians, 
Mamalucks, and Turks, who have 
made 1t deſolate, and ſuffered all its 


| ftately, and moſt of its common 


Buildings, to fall into decay. Fune 3. 
1998. it was taken by the Chriſtians, 
but in the Year 1188. it was again 
betrayed into the hands of the Ma- 
hometans, who have been the Ma- 
ſters of it ever ſince : It is incom- 
paſſed with a double Wall, one of 
Stone, and the other of Brick, with 


- four hundred and fixty Towers in 


the Walls : The greateſt part of theſe 
Walls remain, with a moſt impreg- 
nable Caſtle at the Eaſt-end of the 
City, but almoſt all the Hquſes are 
falling down ; ſo that the Patriarch 
bas removed his Dwelling to Damaſ- 
es. This City 1s built on both ſides 


of the River Orontes, over which 


there was a Bridge. It ſtands about 


. twelve miles from the Medirerra- 


wean, the River Pharfar paſſing on 
the South-fide of it. This place is 
call'd in the Prophets, R:iblah, and 


was memorable in thoſe times for 


the Tragedies of 7econias and Zede-

Antivari, Antibarum, is a Me- * 
tropolitan City of Dalmatia, ſeated + 
upon a Mount upon the Shores. of _ 


the Adriatich, Sea, under the Do- 
minion of the Turks. The Arch* i! 
biſhop of this City had nine ſuffra- 
an Biſhops under-him : . it s.diſtant 7; 
om Budoa Welt, and Dolcigno *? 
Eaſt, ten miles ; from Scutars, , 2? 
South, eighteen miles. | 
Antwerp, Anverſa, call'd, by the 
French, Anvers, b the Germans, I 
Antorf, 1s a City of the Low __ 
tries in the Dukedom of Br, 
upon the River Scheld. It isa 
and beautiful City, and was, t 
an - hundred Years ſince; the-moſt 
populous and beſt. traded City in all 
thoſe Provinces; and in the Year 
1559 was made a Biſhop's See by 
Paul IV. In the Year 1569 the Duke 
de Alva built here a ſtrong Caſtle ; 
in 1576 the Spaniards plundred.it 5 * 
in 1585- the Duke of Parma redu- . 


ced it under the Dominion of the 
Spaniard again, in whoſe hands if 
now 1s : but all theſe: Mutations, on Wm 
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the building Forts upon the River 
by the Ho/landers, has reduced much 
of its ancient Glory ,,and it is now 
decayins Abraham Ortelius, a 
learned Geographer, who was born 
here. has deſcribed this City at large, 
as allo Lewis Guiccrardin, mn is 
Deſcription of the Low Countries. 
This City is ten miles from Gant, 
and as many from Bruſſels. 

Aoaxe, a River of Abiſſinia in 
Africa ; it riſeth in the Borders of 
the Provinces of Xao and Oz go, and 
being augmented with the Streams 
of M-ch1, it runs Eafſtward through 
the Kingdom of Ade! ; the Capital 
of which, Avea Gurrela, being wa- 


tered by it, it fails in the Gulph of 


Arabia. 

Zonſte, Auzrſia pretoria, a City 
and Dukedom of P:edmont, it is an 
Epiſcopal See under the Archbiſhop 
of Tarantaiſe, and a part of the Do- 
minions of the Duke of Savoy : it 
{tands in 2 mountainous, but fruit- 
ful Soil, at.the foot of the Grecian 
Alpes, upon the River Dor:a, where 
it receives the River Bautepyo, 
which do both fall into the Po. This 
City was a Roman Colony, and is 
call'd by Ply, -Italie Limes, the 
Frontier of Italy. It is fifty miles 
from Turin, Eaſt. 

Apennimo, Apenninus, a xnown 
and very great Chain of Mountains, 
: which divide 1: a/y into two parts : 1t 
is ſeven hundred miles long, and 
begins at the Maritim Alpes, and 
extends it ſelf to the utmoit bounds 
of Calabria, where one Branch of 
them ends at the Capo del Arme, 
" twelve miles Eait of Reggio; and 
= the other Branch ends at Capo dr 
. Santa Maria in dpu'ia, at the 
Mouth of the'Gulph of Venice. In 
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River Offanto ( Aufidus) that croſ- 
ſeth it near the City Conga. It has 
divers Names given 1t 1n ſeveral pla- 
ces, which I ſhall ont. 
Apenrade, Apenrora, a little City 
of South Futland, in the Dukedom 
of Sleſwick,, near the Baltich Sea; 
it belongs to that Duke with the ad- 
jacent Territory, and 1s diftant from 
Hader Sleven, South. three Damſh 
miles. It has a large H-ven fecured 
from the South-eaft Wind by the 
Ifland of Aler. _ 
Appenzel, Aobatiſcella, a very 
rich Burrow in Switzerland, and the 
Head of the laſt of the Cantons, it 
not joyning with them till the Year 
1513. It has its Name from this 
Town, and was once a part of the 
JuriidictHon of the Abby of St. Gall. 
It is ſeated at the Riſe of the River 
S$:1ntra, diſtant from Curia twelve 
French Leagues, from Zurich fix 
German miles Eaſtward. The In- 
habitants of this Cin'on are mix'd 
of the Proteſtant and Roniſh- Reli- 
P1ON. oy 
Appleby, Aballaba, the County 
Town of Weſtmorland, almoſt in- 
compals'd with the River Eden, an 


ancient Roman Town, and the Sta- 


tion of the Aurelian Moors. It has 


a pleaſant Situation, being built up-- 


on the eafie Aſcent of a riſing Hill ; 
but it has only one Street, and that 
not mightily inhabited © yet for the 
great Antiquity of it, the Ailizes 
and Seffions are kept here ; and it 
has the right of {ending two Bur- 
geſles to the Parliament. Wilkam, 
King of Scozland, fſurprized this 
Town, but King Fohn fcon after 


recovercd it again. ED

all this long Courſe there is only the 
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Apte, Apta Fulia, A City and 
Biſhoprick in Provence upon the Rt- 
ver Calavone. at the foot of the 
Mountains. This Biſhop 1s a Suttra- 
gan to the Archbiſhop of Azx: It is 
2 ſmall Place, and is diſtant from 
Avignon. nine miles, to the Ealt. 

Apulza, a Province of the King- 
dom of Naples, is bounded with 
Abruzzo, on the Eaſt with Terra 
a: Otranto, and the Adriatich Sea 
on the North, and on the South with 
Calabria. Fhe Italians do call this 
commonly, Pugl:a, as the French 
call it Powille. 

Apulia Danna, 1s that part of 
Puz/za which heth next to Abruzzo, 
from' which it 1s parted by the Ri- 
ver Fortore, and fo extendeth Ealt- 


ward as far as the River :Lofanto, 


where it meets with Peruceria. 

Apulia Peucetia, extendeth from 
the Banks of Lofanto to the Land of 
Otranto, Fait. 

Aquila, the chief City of Abruz- 
72 1n the Kingdom of Naples. It 1s 
a Biſhops See, once under the Arch- 
biſhop of Chzerz, but now exempted 
from his Juriſdiction : 1t is ſeated on 


a Hill, and has a ſtrong Caltle in it ; 


the River Peſcara flows near it: it 
is fixty miles dittant trom Rome, to 


tne South-eaſt. 


Aquileja, is call'd by the French 
Aquilee, by the Germans, Aziar 
and Ag/aren: it is a Patriarchal 
City ot Ita/y; and was in Ancient 
times very great, and one of the 
principal Cities of 1raly, the - Reſi- 
dence of ſome Emperors. In the 
Year-452, Attila, King of the Huns, 


took and deſtroyed it, after a Siege 


of three Years: after this, being re- 
built by Narſeres, it was again burnt 
and ruin'd by t1e Lombaras in the 
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Year 590. and was after. this rebuilt” 
by Pofone, Patriarch of it. -In ancient: 
tines it was under the temporal Jus: 
riſdiction of theſe Patriarchs; but 
being atterwards taken by the Dukes - 
of Anſtria, tit is to this day in their 
hands. It is now almoſt deſolate, by 


reaſon of its bad Air, troubleſome 


Rubbiſh and Ruines, and the Vace= 
nity of Venice, which draws. all 
Trade from it. This City lies be» 
tween the River 1/onzo tothe Eait, 
and Anſa to the Welt, and. s not 
above nine miles dittant from-the 
Shores of the Adr:iatich Sea, on the 
North. It lies in 36. 10. Long. and 
45. 45. Lat. | 
Aquiſerana, Aquiſgranum, See 
Aix la Cirpolle. RCs 
Arabia, 1s a very large Country 
in 4jia: 1t has on the North, Syrae 
and D:a»bechia ; upon the Eaſt, the 
Perſian Gulph and the Streights of 
Biſor, by which it is ſeparated from 
Perfia; on the South it has the Ara- 
bian Sea, and on the Welt the Red 
Sea, which cuts it off in great part 
from Africa. The Southern and 
Eaitern parts, which are the greatelt, 
are well cultivated, but the Nor- 
thern is forthe molt part barren and 
ſandy, having but few Inhabitants or 
C:ties, by reaioa of the valt Deſarts, 
barren Mountains, and want of Wa- 
ter. It is all under Princes of its 
own, except a {mall part of Arabre 
Petraa, '1n which the Turks have 
ſome tew Forts. ;This valt Country 
is divided into tiree Parts, viz. The 
Deſart, "The Happy, and the Stony. 
Arabia Dejerea, (the Deſart) is 
the lealt part of all the three, and 
lies moit North: . it is call'd by the 
Aſia*tts, Beris Arabiſtan ; tt 1s 
bounded on the So.;tn by the Mou:

tains of Arabia the Happy, en the 
Eaſt by the Province of {raca, here- 
tofore Chaldea ; upon the North by 
Diarvechia, from which it is ſepa- 
rated by the River Euphrates ; upon 
the Welt by Syr:a, the Holy Land, 
and Arabia the Stony. 

Arabia Felix, (the Happy) is the 
greateſt of all the three parts, and 
lies extended to the South and Eaſt : 
it is call 'd by the Inhabitants Femen, 
and 1s. encompals'd on all fides by 
the Sea, except towards the North, 
where it bounds upon the other two 
Arabia's. There are in this part 
many Kingdoms and great Cities, 
the Soil being fruitful, and the 
Country not cafe to be invaded by 
the nezghbour Nations, by reaſon of 
ts Situation. | 

Arabia Petrea, (the Stony) lies 
more Welt,and is call'd by the Turks 
Daſc-lik Arabiſtan, and, as others 
fay, Baraab Arabiſtan by the Na- 
tives: It is bounded on the North 
by the Holy Land, and part of Syr:4, 
on the Eaſt by Arabia Deſerta in 
part, and by Arabia Felrx in part, 
as alſo on the South ; and on the 
Wet it has the Red Sea and Eg pe. 
_ Twothings have made theſe Coun- 
tries known to all the World, The 
wandering of the Children of Iſrael 
forty years, in the firſt; and the 
Birth of that great Deceiver Ma/o= 
met, 1n the latter of theſe three 
Parts. | 

Aracujes, A People of Cizlz, 
which are the moſt warlike of all the 
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Americans. 


.. = Arach, Parthia, a Province of 
the Kingdom of Perſia. 
Arach, Petra, the chief City of 
Arabia Petrea, it was once the ca- 
pital City of Mozv, and was then 
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call'd Rabath ; it was afterwards an 


Archbiſhops See under the Patriarch 


of Feruſalem, being taken from the 
Patriarch of Alexandria; it was 


once' call'd Cyrzacopols, and Mons 


Regalr ; it is by fome now call] 


Krach : '1t ſtands upon the Contines 


of Paleſtine, near the Brook Za- 
reth, and lies in 66. 45. Long. and 
30. 20: Lat. 

Arad, Caucaſus, is a Mountain of 
Aſia, which the Fable of Promethens 
has made very well known. It is that 
part of Mount Taurus which lies be- 
tween the Euxine or Black Sea on 
the Welt, and the Caſpian Sea on 
the Eaſt, including the Mengrelzans, 
(Coraxicos, ) Cattachians ( Henio- 
chos ) and the Acheans ( Acbeos. } 
It is continued alfo among{t the 4/z- 
atickh Tartars to the Cimmerian Bo» 
[phorus , which 1s now commonly 
call'd Cocas. This Mountam 1s very 
high, and always covered with Snow. 
It is call'd by Hayton, the Armenian 
Cochias ; by others, Aibſor 5 by Nt- 
ger, Adazer; itis calld by C:rcaſſi» 
ans, Salatto; and by the French le 
mont de Circaſſie. 

Aras, Araxes, Vide Achlar. 

Aran, Aran, 1s a very fruitful 
Vale in Aquztain in France, which 
lies between the Pyrenean Hills and 
the County de Bigorre, of which it 
was a part till the Year 1192, when 
Ailphonſus, King of Arragon, ſeiſed 
on it (as Peter de Marca (aith ) and 
annexed it to the Kingdom of Arra- 
gon, tho it lies on the French fide 
of the Pyrenetr:in this Vale riſeth the 
River Garonne, which is one of the 
greateſt in France ; and there are 1n 
it thirty three Caſtles or Villages, of 
which Viela is the chief. 


Arch- 
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Arch- Angel, isa "y famous Sea» 
Port in the North of Mufcovy, in 
the Province of Dwtina, upon the 
River Dwzin, whici near this place 
divided into two Branches, by 
which it makes the Ifland of Podeſ- 
meske, after which 'it falls into the 
White Sea, ſix German , miles be- 
neath'this City. The'Paflage by Sea 
to this City was firſt found out by 
the Engliſh by one Richard Chand- 
ler, 1n' the Year 1554, or near that 
time, before winch the Myſcovites 
had no Communication with theſe 
parts of the World, but by the Bal- 
tick Sea, by Narva, and Poland: 
and accordingly, the Engliſh were 
at firſt treated with great Kindneſs 
by the Princes of Mzſcovy, and in 
the Year 1569, obtain'd from Ba/i- 
lovits, the Emperour of Muſcovy, 
that none but the Engliſh ſhould 
trade here ; hut ſince that, the Dr ci, 
Danes, and Swedes, have had their 
ſhare ; and Arch- Angel, which when 
it was diſcovered was a Vulage, 1s 
now become a rich and populous 
City. This City lies in 54 d. of Lat. 
Arcani, Apſarus, a River of the 
eltans, which nſeth trom the 
Mountains of Chielder in Armenta 


major, and running Northward, talls 


into the Euxine Sea at Arcanz, a 
Town- of - Mengrelia, ſeated upon 
that Sea between Trapezunt, from 
which i is. diſtant an hundred and 
fifty mites, and Phazzeth a City of 
Mengrelia.” 

Archipelago, Archipelagus, mare 
E7eum, 1s a part of the Mediter- 
ranean Sea, which ' hes between 
Greece, the Leſſer Ajia, and the 
Ifle of Cree: : this Sea'is ttored with 
an innumerable Shoal of ſmall 
Iſlands, and !by Allufion, late Wri- 
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ters have for that reaſon piven the * 
fame name to divers other Seas in 
the Eaſt and Weſt Indies. 

Arovois, a Town in the Franche- 
County, famous for the good Wines 
it yields. | EY 

Arckls, 18 a ſmall Town, with a þ. 
County 'belonging to it in the Pro= * 7 
vince of Lewiſter in Ireland: it'is © 
ſeated upon the Ir:ſh Sea, thitty one © 
miles South-of Dublin, and deſerves 
the rather to be mentioned, ' becauſe 
it belongs to the Noble and :Loyal 
Family of the Dukes of Or-101d, wha 
are Barons of it. | 

Ardevil, Ardevila, a Town in © 
the Province of Serwan' in the'King- | 
dom of Ferfia,abouttwenty Leagues 
from the Caſpian Sea. It is ak - 
City, but not walf'd, remarkable for 
1ts being able to.ſhew the 'Sepulchres 
-of many of the Kings of Perfiz.; and 
in the Year 1618. the Tyksand Pero - 
//ians tought near this place adread- 
ful Battel, the Per/tans petting the 7 
Victory with a' vaſt loſs, which end- = 
ed in a ſpecdy Peace, offered by the = 
Victors, and accepted by the Turks. © 
Brietins. . | © 

Aradce, Ardea, 'a River of Nor- 3 
mandy, which falls into'the Briesfh 3 
Sea at Anranches, near the 'Limits 
of the Dakedom of Brizarn. 

Ardee, a ſmall Market Town itn 
the County' of Louth inthe Province 
'of Uſfter in Ireland. | 

Ardennes, Arduenna Sylva, 'cal-

tries; it reacheth above anihundred 7

Ardmonachk , is a Territory in the 
County of Roſſe in Scotland, belong- 
ing to the Royal Family of Scotland. 
Cbarles the I. as ſecond Son to King 
Fames, had the Title of Baron of 
Armonack given him at two years 
of Age. | 

 Ardres, Ardra, 1s a little, but 
well fortified Town in the County 
of Guienne in Picardy in France : 
it ſtands in the Marſhes, in the Bor- 
ders of Artors, and has been often, 
but in vain, attack'd by the Spanz- 
ard; : 1t ſtands three Leagues from 
Cals toward the South, and a little 
more from Grave/im. 

Ardila, a River of Spazn, ' which 
riſeth in 4ndaluzzia, and diſchargeth 
it ſelf into the Guadzana, below the 
City of Ol:venza in Portugal, 

Arembourg, Areburium, a Town 
of the lower Germany,lately adorn'd 
with the Title of a Principality : it 
lies between Colen to the North, and 
Treves to the South, upon the Ri- 
ver Aer. It is ſeven German miles 
from Fulters, ' to the South, and 
four from the Rh:ne, Welt. 

Argile, Argathelia, 1s a very large 
County in the Weſtern parts of the 
Kingdom of Scotland,upon the Weſt 
of Dunbritaine Frith. This was the 
firſt Country the Scots who came 
out of Ireland polleſs'd themſelves 
of. as is ' ſhewn by Camden out of 
Bede. This was firſt alſo made a 
County or Earldom by Fames the II. 
who inveſted Colin, Lord Cambel, 
with the Title of Earl of Argz/e, in 
regard of his own Virtue, and of 
the Worth of his Family, which is 
devived from the ancient Princes of 
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this Country: They have alſo, (faith 
Camden) been made Lords of L orn, 
and for a good while, General Jufti- 
ces of the Kingdom of Scotland: 
but the two lait Earls have mnch 
ſtain'd the Glory of this Family by 
Rebellion and Treaſon. TE, 
Arglas, is a ſmall Town in the 
Province of Uſſter, in the Coltnty 
of Downe in Ireland, with a Haven 
belonging to it. The Lord Cromwel 
of Oakham is Earl of this place. 
Arguin, | Arguinum ] a {mall 
INand: with a Fort upon it, belong- 
ing to the Hel/anders, upon the 
Coaſt of Nigritia. This Fort was 
built by the Portzgals, in 1455. It 
was taken from them by the Hol- 
landers in 1633. It was taken from 
the Dutch, by the Engliſh, of late 
Years, and it was again taken and 
ruin'd by the French in 1678; and 
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1s now again under the Hollander. It . 


lies in the At/antich Ocean, upon 
the Coaſt of the Kingdom of Gua- 
lara, about, or in 20d. of Northern 
Latit. 

Arhuſen, Arhuſia, 1s a City of 
Denmark in the Dukedom of Fut- 
land, upon the Baltich Sea: it is a 
Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop 


of Lunden, feated upon the River 


Gude ; it {tands ten miles South of 
A'burg, two miles Weſt from the 
Ifland of Fuinen, and about twenty 
ſix miles North of Lubeck. This City 
was taken, and ſeverely treated by 
the Swedes in 1644. but 1s fince 
that in the Poſſeflion of the Danes 
again. | 

Arica, a Port in the Kingdom of 
Peru in the Province de los Charcas, 
where they ſhip the Silver brought 


from Potoſi. It 1s a ſmall Town, 


but has a capacious Haven, and a 
ſtrong 
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ftrong Caſtle, and is diſtant from 
La Plata 'to the South-Eaſt, and 
from Cuſco to the South, cighty 


. Leagues. 


Ariel, a River of the Precopen- 
fian Tartars, which falls into the 
Neper, ( Boryſthenes ) below Terk. 
Arles, Arelas, a'City and Arch« 
biſhoprick in Provence of France, 
upon the Rhone. In this place there 
was a preat Council of the Weſter 
and African Biſhops, by the Order 
of Conſtantine the Great, in the 
Year 312. or as Cabaſutiny faith, in 
314. that 1s, about ſixteen Years be- 
fore the General Council of Nice ; 
and there has been ſeveral other held 
in after-times in the ſame. Place. 
This City was after made the Head 
of a Kingdom, which had Kings of 
its own from the Year'$79, till 1032. 
This Kingdom was ſometimes call'd 
the Kingdom of Arles, and ſome- 
times'of Burgundy beyond the Four. 
6 Furana.) It is ſeated on the left 
{ide of the River Rhone, over which 
here is a Timber Bridge, twelve 
Leagues from Marſezlles, to the 
Welt. 

Arlington, a little Villagein Mzd- 


dlefex ,- between Harlington and 


Shepeſton, which being the Birth- 
place of the Right Honourable Her- 
ry Bennet, he was by Charles the IL 
created Baron of Arizngton, the 14th 
of March 1664, and Earl of it the 
22th of April 1672, ſworn Lord 
Chamberlain of his late Majelties 
Houſhold, Sepr. 11. 1674. and died 
the firit Y=ar of his'now. Majelties 
Reign, 1n great Honour andEliteem. 

Armagh, Armacha, 1s a_ County 
of Ulſter in Ireland, which 1s in- 


8 compaſs'd with the River Newry on 


the Eaft, with the County of Lowe 
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on the South, and with the Black= 
water North. This is one of the _- 
moft fruitful Connties in all Freland. 
Upon the River Kal, which fall- 
eth into the Black-water,'(a River ſo 
call'd) upon which ftands Jrmagh, 
a poor ſmall City, tho an Archiepr(- 
copal See, and the Primate of the 
whole Kingdom.

in 2390 ; the laſt of which Accounts 
precedes the going up of the Chil- 
dren of Iſrael out of Egzpe, ſixty 
four Years. It was governed by 


Kings to the Death of Codrws, 4. M. 
2882. under Archons for life, till the 
' Year 3190; after which it had Ar- 
chons for ten Years, till the Year of 
the World 3268, when it became a 
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perfect Republick, and had never 
more any Reſt or Peace fill it fell 
into the hands of the Kings of Mace> 
'donta firſt, and afterwards of the 
Romans. About the Year 3430, 
Nerxes invading Greece, the Athe- 
nians burnt their own City, and 
ſent their Wives and Children into 
the Iſlands- of the Mediterranean : 
prevailing after againſt that great 
Prince, they built the City much 
more gloriouſly than before. The 
Reputation they ' had gain'd in this 
War made- them great at home 
amongſt their Neighbours g till 
growing proud and 1njurious, they 
became their Enemies, and they fell 
into the hands of the Lacedemons- 
ans, Who ruin'd _ on, A. M. 
3546. They recover Ir Liberty, 
but not their Reputation, and in the 
Year 3613. they fell into the hands 
of Philip, the Father of Alexander 


"the Great, who, by being made the 


General of a Holy War, became the 
Sovereign of all Greece. The Ro- 
mans conquering Perſeus, the laſt 
King of Macedonia, A. M. 3782. 
they became in ſome ſort the Sub- 
iects of that Empire : yet under the 
Romans they had a ſhadow of Liber- 
ty ; till the Mzithridatich War, 
when being over-perſuaded by Ar:- 
ſlion, an Epicurean Philoſopher, 
they incenſed the Roman Powers 
againſt them ; and Sy/la, in the Year 
of the World 3 86 3, Eighty Six 
Years before the Birth of our Savi- 
our, by a Siege reduced them to the 
necefiity of eating Man's Fleſh, and 
took the City by Storm in the _ 
This was the Evening of all thei 

Dominion, Glory, and Liberty.” But 
in this Interval between their beco- 
ming a free and a ſubject —_— 
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they hed raiſed themſelves to a great- 
cr degree of Glory by Learning than 
ever they could have acquired by 
Arms, without Arts. Solon, who 
lived a little before the Babyloman

Innocent VI. in 1361. and 
Urbanus V. in 370. This City 1s an 
Univerſity, and had once a Stone 
Bridge, which is now decayed. The 
Archbiſhoprick was erected here by 
Sixtus TV. in 1475.

Sir George Summers 
an Engliſh man, being in the Year 
1609. ſent by the Lord de la Ware 
to Virginia, tumbled again upon 
them, and ſuffered Shipwreck here, 
who was fo taken with the verdure, 
plenty and delightfulneſs of them, 
- that he neglected his return for En- 
gland, and with the Afittance of 
Sir Thomas Gates, fetled a Planta- 
tion here in the Year 1612. and in 
the Year 1616. Captain Tucker was 
ſent after the firſt Adventurers with 
500. men, who eſtabliſhed them- 
ſelves fo well, and fortified the Ac- 
ceſſes fo, that it is now thought im- 
pregnable: It is one of the moſt 
healthful places in the World, none 
dying here of almoit any other di- 
{temper. but old: Age, truitfui to a 
wonder, abonnding in all things 
neediul for the life of Man, but freſh 
Water, which is gotten with fome 
difficulty from their Wells and Ci- 
ſterrs, tor they have neither Springs 
nor Rivers. This Coleny fi1l'd fo 
faſt, that in 1623. there were ſaid 
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to be 3000. Engliſh Inhabitants,

times, till in the Reign of Edw IV. 


Sir Thomas Stanley took it from the 
Scots the laſt time. After which, 
the Engliſh Princes took ſpecial 
care to fortifie it, but” eſpecially, 
Queen El:zabeth, who Wall'd it 
ag2in within the old Wall, andad- 
ded Out-works after the newer 
Modes, by which it was made incre- 
dibly ftrong. Henry I. built the 
De nT, FS Caſtle, 
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long Peace, in 1639. this Town 
faw the Englzſh and Scorch En- 
camped under her Walls again in 
oppoſition, and a Peace was con- 
hed there Fune 17. But tho 
the Scors entered England again in 
1640. and took Newcaſtle, yet 
they durſt not attempt this ſtrong 
place, but however, I find before 
the end of the War, they were poſ- 
ſcſs'd of it, and quitted 1: Feb. 17.

Bohemia, is a great Kingdom in 
Germany, belonging to the Houſe 
of Auſtria; which though it 1s 
almoſt incompaſs'd by the German 
Territories, yet is properly no part 
of Germany. It hasa diftin&t and 
diflerent Language, and has been a 
ſep:rate Kingdom ever fince the 
Year 1086, It is bounded on the 
North and Weſt by the Dukedom 
of Saxony,on the Faſt by Hungary, 
and on the South by Bavaria, and 
Aruſtria. This Kingdom main- 
tain'd great Wars with the Caroline 
Race of Kings, till about the Year 
894. Borzivoins Duke of Mora- 
vi4, becoming Prince alſo of Bohe- 
mia, yrocur'd their imbracing the 
Chriſttan Faith univerſally. When 
1:1 the Year 1196. Petrus Capuas 
115, one of the Cardinals of Rome, 
would have brought in Celibacy a- 
mongſt their Clergy, he met with 
great oppoſition, and ran the hazard 
of being: ſlain by the Bohemran 
Prieſts. They received the Walden- 
ſes, who fled hither about the Year 
1230. Fohn- Huſs, and Ferome of 


Prague about the Year 1414. had 


great ſuccels in their Preaching, and 
George - Podiebach King of Bobhe- 
mia, became his Convert.. In 1 454- 

| there 
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there was another Acceſſion of the 


Waldenſes, infomuch, that in 1467- 
there was two hundred Churches of 
this perſuaſion in Bohemia and 
Moravia. In the Year 1536. they 
inbraced Luthers Reformation, 
1564. they obtain'd from Maxim:- 
lian that Liberty which Ferdinand . 
the Firſt had deny'd them, which 
laſted but one year. In 1575. they 
obtain'd their liberty again, which 
was confirm'd in the Year 1611. 
by Rodolphus Il. Mavehias the 
next Emperor not maintaining theſe 
Grants, they choſe Frederick Ele- 
Ctor Palatine King of Bohemia, 
and Crown'd him atPrague 1n 1619. 
This cauſed a War with the Houſe 
of Auſtria, the Elector being eje- 
ted by force of Arms in the Year 
1620. for thirty years following 
Germany became an Acheidama, a 
Field of Blood, and the Reforma- 
tion was ruin'd by an Edict made 
in 1630. And the Houfe of Au- 
ſtria m Germany was 1n almolt 
Albertus Duke of 
Auſtria obtained this Crown by 
Election in the Year 1437. andin 
the Year 1526. Ferdinand Arche 
Duke of Auſtria, was freely Ele- 
Cted after the former Branch had 
been diſcontinued, fince which time 
there has been no interruption, but 
that unfortunate one made by Fre- 
derick Elector Palatine, fo that it

one of the Electors of the Empe- 
ror of Germany, though it be no

Bouillon , Bullonztum, a ſmall 
Town: and Caltle in the Biſhoprick 
of Liege, which lies four Leagues 
from Maſiers to the North, and 
ten from Namur, and fourteen 
from Metz. This is the Capital of 
an ancient Dukedom , which lies 
between the Dukedom of Luxem- 
burg to the Welt, and Champagne 
to the South. This Dukedom was 
morg:g'd to Orbert Biſhop of 
Liege, in the Year 1096. by God- 
fery then Duke of it, after King of 
Feruſalem, and ever ſince the Bt- 
ſhops of this Diveeſs have clium'd a 
right to 1t.

Bourdeaux , | Burdegala, ] the 

Capital of the Province of Guren- 
xe, and an Archbiſhops See, the ſeat 
of one of the Parliaments of 
France, rich, well built, and popu- - 
lous. It has a noble Haven at the - 
Mouth of the River Garonne, much 
frequented by the Durtchand En- 
2liſh, and all other Northera Na- 
tions for Wine, Salt, ©c. Sothat 
this City is deſervedly accounted. 
one of the beit in France. Itisal-- 
ſo built in a very ſraitful Soil, and 
rarely improv'd by Art and Indue 
{iry. This City gave birth to Au» _ 
ſontus the Poet, and to Rzchard Us 

King of England. It has allo a 
very ſtrong Cattle call'd /e Chateau 
Trompette: and it was an Univer-. 
ſity 1n the times of the Romans, 
which - Honour has been reco.ifer- 
red upon it by Char/es VIE. Eu- 
gens 
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genius IV. and Lewis I. fince 
which times it has produced man 
very Learned men. It was firl 
built by the Gal/s, improved by 
the Romans ; made the Capital of 
a Kingdom by the Goths. After 
which it fell into the hands of tk(- 
ſer Lords, with the Title of Counts 
or Earls after the titnes of Charles 
the Great. It was united] with the 
Dukedom of G:enne 1n the times 
of Charles the Bald : Alenora the 
Davghter and Heir of Lemzs VII. 
.of that Houſe, was Married firit 
to the King of France, and after 
to Henry the firſt of Eng/and, by 
whom this Dukedom was annexed 
to the Crown of England, and con- 
_ tinued fo till it was wreited from 
thetn by Charles VI. of France, 
in the Reign of Henry VI. The 
French had indeed uſurped it be- 
fore upon King John, but the 
Engliſh were not without hopes of 
recovering it till this laſt mentt- 
onet time.

Buda, Buda Heraclia, Ajumnum, 
is the- Capital of the Kingdom of 
Hungary.

Italians Buda. It was heretofore 
a very great and rich City, till it fell 
into the hands of the Tiwrks, who 
ruin'd moſt of its ſtately Houſes 
and Palaces ; it lies on the Weſt 
fide of the Danube, over againit 
Peſt, which is joyn'd to it by a 
Bridge of Boats. And is divided 
into. two parts, the Upper and 
Lower, between which there is the 
diſtance of a mile , the Lower 
Town is' weak, but the Upper 
Town is by Nature one of the 
ſtrongeſt Forts in the World, and 
has a very ſtrong Caſtle on the 
Welt fide: it is ſaid to be built by 


one Buda, the Brother of Aztilla 


King of the Huxs, and from him 
to have its Name. It was much 
however improved by ifygi/mund 
King of Hungary, and Adorn'd with 
many ſtately buildings. and amongit 
the reſt with a Caitle, where at 
firſt the Kings, and afterwards the 
Turkiſh Viliers refided ; which 
was ſo f{trong, that it was thought 
Impregnable. The Sncceflors of 
this Prince Augmented this City, 
and ſtrengthened it with new For- 
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tifications, till Sohman IT. Enipe- 


Year 1526. but Ferdinand -the 
Arch-Duke of Auſtria, retook 
it the next Year after. In 1529. 
Solyman retook it again, after the 
Garriſon had ſtood eleven Atfaults, * 7 
and reſtored it to the Wzywood of 
Tranſylvania, who had loft it be= +»?

from which it lies twenty miles to 
the North, in Long. 41. 36. Lat. 39. 
30. It is ſmall, yet gives the Title of 
a Principality to the Fatnily ds Spi- 
nella. 

Caribes, or the CaribyTIſlands, 
are a knot of ſmall Iflands, the 
number of which is not certainly 
known: they lie extended hke a 
Bow trom the Coaſt of Paria in 
America, to the Iſle of Rico Porto, 
one of which is Barbados. 

Carionan, a Principality and City 
in P:edmont. 

Carsn, Cyrrhus, a City of Syria, 
which had its ancient Name from 
Cyrus the Founder of it. This was 
firſt a Biſhops See, under the Arch- 
biſhop of Hzerapols, afterwards a 
Metropolis, under the Patriarch of 
Antioch ; it is ſeated upon the Ri-

City, the Capital of the Dukedom 
of Montferat in ltaly. It was 
raiſed to the honor of a Biſhoprick, 
under the Archbiſhop of No 
by Pope SixtusIV. in 1474. it 
s ſeated on the South tide of the 
Po, and has a very ſtrong Caſtle 
built of late years, and was made 
famous by a defeat of the Span:- 
ards in 1640. when the French 
took this City; but in 1652. loſt 
It again. It itatids four Miles from 
Tr:ino to the Eaft, forty from Tu- 
71, and as many from Milan. It 
is now under the Dominion of the 
Duke of Martua, who is him- 
felf under the Protection of the 
French. But the ill Air 1t ftands 
in, and the Contetis of Princes, 
has made it very thinly Inhabited. 

Caſaimaciz, Iris, a vaitt River in 
. Cappadocra, m the Letfer A/iay 1t 
rifeth out of Mount Argus, in 
the borders of Armenia Minor, 
above Sebaftra, now Savaſira, and 
having increaſcd its S:reams by the 
addition: of ſeveral Rivers, it. paf-

_  Caſan, Caſina, is a very confi- 
derable City in Me/covy, ſeated up- 
on the River Caſarka, in a plea-

Miles from the Northern ſhoar of 


the Woiza, in Long. 99. oo. Lat. 
$5.33. Itisof a con'iderable big- 
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neſs, but the Houſes are all of 


Wood, as alſo the Towers and 
Ramparts, only the Caiile and its 
Fortihcatiors are of Stone, which 
are well furniſhed with Cannon, 
and hath a good Garriſon in it. 
The River Caſanka ferves it in- 
{tead of a Ditch, by all which it 
is made a very coniiderable For- 
treſs. The Town 1s Inhabited by 
Moſcovites and Tartars, but the 
latter are forb:dden entring into the 
Caitle upon pain of death. This 
City, as Olearius acquaints us, 
was. taken by Fohn Baſuoviry, 
Duke of Moſcozy, from Sapgery a 
Tartarian Prince, Fuly 9. 1552+ 
There 1s a Province belonging to 
it of the ſame name, which of it 
ſelf is very fertile and good, but 


in a manner defolate by reaſon of

Cabin, or Caſwin, Casbineom, 
Arſacia, one of the greateſt Ci- 
ties of the Kingdom of Ferjia, in 
the Province of Ayrach, hereto- 
fore Parthia, towards tne Caſpran 
Sea.

36. 15. This City was heretofore: 
called Arſacia, and 1s ſeated ina 
great Sandy Plain, which 1s half a 
days Journey oft Mount.

This City is under the Emperor as 
King of Hungary, but was lately 
in a manner free, till ſettmmg up 
Count Teckely as their King, it 
was retaken by the Imperia/iſts in 
the year 1685. who have fince 
bridled them with a very ſtrqps 
Garriſon. This City 1s very well 
Fortified, and has the beſt Arcenal 
in all Hungary.

Caſear, a City and Kingdom in 
Turqueſtan, in Tartary.

This 
place was made more Famous in 
the year 165 8.by a Victory obtained 
againſt a Rebel Baſ/a : it lies over 
againſt the Weltern Cape of Cy- 
prus, about thirty German Miles 
from the ſhoars of the Medzter- 
ranean Sea. 

Cogoreto, a {mall Town upon 
the Coaſt of Genoua, where Chri- 
ſtopher Columba, the Diſcoverer of 
the New World, was bom: it lies 
ten Miles Eaſt of Savona, and 1s 
under the Republick of Genoua. 

Cohan, Albanus, a River of Al- 
bania. 

Coimbra, Conimbrica, a City 
of. Portugal, which is mentioned 
by Antoninus, but is now deſtroyed. 
But there is another called by that 
name, which ſprung out of the

It is ſeated on 
the aſſent of a ſteep Hill, upon the 
Southern Bank of the River Colne, 
from whence it has its name; it 
has had fifteen Churches within 
the Wall, and one without, which 
Eudo Sewer to Henry I. built in 
1105. There 1s al'o a Caſtle built 


by Edward, Son of Aifred. The 
Inhabitants pretend that Helen the 
Mother of Conſtantine the Great 
was born and brought vp here, and 
that ſhe was the Daughter of an 
imaginary King Coe!, who lent 


his name to their Town, not know 
ing the true reaſon of its naine 
This place being fallen into grea 
Poverty and Decay in the Reign © 
Queen El:i;aberh, She ſettled 
the Bays-Trade here, which has 
infinitely inriched and peopled it. 
This being ſeized by the Royal Par- 
ty, Fune 13. 1648. It was beſieged 
by the Parliaments Forces till Au- 
guft 28. following, and then forced 
to ſurrender by Famine ; when not 
contented to Fine the Inhabitants 
14000 /. to which the Factious 
contributed nothing; they ſhot 
Sir Charles Lucas, and Sir George 
Liſle to death unter the Caſtle, 
who were the Chief Commanders. 
Many of the Churches alſo were 
ruined in this Siege, which now 
{tand as ſad Monuments of Fa- 
natick Fury, and Rebellious Rage.

Itis under the Dominion of 
the States of Venice, and has one 
City ſeated on the Eaſtern Shoar 
of this Ifland, - called by the ſame 
Name. Which about one hundred 
years fince ( faith Mr. heeler ) was 
nothing but an old Caſtle, and the 
preſent Suburbs of the Caſtatr. 
But now 1t 1s a good large City, 
and well fortified with Walls on the 
South, and two Caſtles at the Eaſt 
and Welt Ends; the tide towards 
the Harbour is not ſo well fortihied, 
nor needs it. This Town would be 
almoſt impregnable, were it not 
for a Rock that ſtands towards the 
Weſt, and Comands the adjoyning 
Fort, with a great part of the Town. 
Here reſides the chief Governour of 
the Venetian Iſlands, both in Civil 
and Military concerns. The Inha- 
bitants are of the Greek Church, 
but much Latinized. The Soll 1s 
not ſo fruitful of Corn, as to ſup- 
ply the Inhabitants, but then 1t pro- 
duceth Wine, Oil, and all ſorts of 
good Frutt.

3066. At firſt it yas ſubject to 
Kings, but growing powerful and 
rich by Commerce, it became *a 
Commonwealth. Its fituation af- 
fording it two noble Havens, one 
to the Eaſt, and another to the 
Weſt; it was the firſt City of 
Greece that fet out Tr:remes, or 
great Galliesto Sea, by whach it be- 
came-the richeſt, and one of the 
moſt powerful Cities in all Greece, 
and treated the Roman Ambatli- 
dors with that infolence, that they 
Decreed the total ruin of it, which 
was effected by L. Mumnus 146 
years before the birth of our Savi- 
our. Fulins Ce/ar rebuilt it, and 
S. Paul Converted it to Chritttani- 
ty, and honoured it with two Epi- 
{tles. And C/emens Romanus with 
a Third of the next unmediate An- 
tiquity and value. Thus 1t became 
the Metropolis of Achaza, in after- 
times it had Deſpotes, or Prin- 
ces of its own, from whom 1t paſ- 
ſed to the Venetians by their 
Grant. But in the Year 1458. Ma- 
homet IL. diſpotlefſedthat Republick 
of this Noble City, and they have 
ſince treated it with ſo much Tur- 
kiſh cruelty, that there is not a- 
bove twenty Houſes 1n 1t, inhabited 
by wretched poor Men, rather out 
of neceſſity than choice. It 1s ho- 
ped the Venetians may give it ano- 
ther reſurrection out of its deſola- 
tion and Ruins, in a ſhort time, 
they now having recovered it.

114n Sea, twenty two from Fiterbo 
to the South, and forty fix from 
Rome to the Welt. jIs very little in- 
habited, being unhealthfully ſeated. 

. Cornovaille, a Territory in Bret a- 
ny im France, called Cor:fopitum by 
the Latin Writers, the Capital of 
which 1s Qzznperle. 

Coznwall, Cornubia, Cornavis, 
Damnonis, is the moſt Weſtern 
County of Enz/and. It has De- 
vonſhire on the Eaſt, and 1s on all 
the other fide ſurrounded with the 
Sea. This County for a long time 
was the Store-Houſe of Tin to the 
whole World, till in 1240. there 
were other Mines of this found in 
Mijnia, and Bohemia, by a Cor- 
1iſh-man. The Soil of this Coun- 
ty 1s tolerably fruitful, but Moun- 
tainous. The inhabitants are the 
Reliques of the old Br:tains, and 
{till. retain their Language. This 
County was by Edward: II. made 
in 1336. made a Dukedom, and 
given to his Son Edward, and ever. 
{xnce 1t belongs to: the Eldeft: Son. 
of the King of England, who is 
born Duke of Cornwall.

Coron, Corona, a Maritime City 
in the Morea, on the Southern 
Shoar, oppoſite to the Coalt of 
Barbary : 1t is ſituate in the richeſt 
and moſt frui:tul Province of this 
Conntry,called Belvedera, ten Miles 
by Land, and twenty by Sea from 
Modon. The Veneriar:s built here 
in the year 1463. a great Tower 
for a Magazine, but they enjoyed 1t 
not- long, for Bajazet UW. took it 
after a Siege in 1498. It was at- 
terypted in the year 1533: by the 
famous Fohn Doria, Admiral of 
| Spain, and taken, but could not 
be long kept. It was taken a- 
gain by the Venetians, aftet a 
ſharp Siepe , - in the year 1685. 
and may they long enjoy it. This 
1s a very ſtrong City, and has a 
fafe, and a large Haven, ' and 
former times was a Biſhops 'See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Patras. 
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© Coropa, a Province in Gurania, 
in South America, between the 
River of Amazons, and the Lake 
of Parymea, near the River 'of 
Coropatutba, but it is not Inhabi- 
ted by any of our European Co- 
lontes. 

Coronna , a famous Sea-Port- 
Town, on the North: Weſt ſhoar 
of Spain, in Gallicia. This Town 
1s ſtrong, rich, and full of people, 
and it ttands ten Miles from Com- 
poſtella to the North, and fix 
trom the Ifle of S1/arga, in Long. 
8. 4o. Lat. 44. 20. The Town 
{ta:3ds upon a Peninſula, and 1s al 
molt ſurrounded by the Sea. 
The Country atftords excellent Iron, 
Steel, and ſeveral other Metals, 
which cauſe this Port to be the 
more frequented. 

Corregio, Corregium, a great 
and populous Town, in the Duke- 
dom of Modena, which had here- 
tofore Princes of its own: but in 
the year 1635.

It lies 
upon the MWeſer, nine Miles from 
Paderborne to the Welt, and ſe- 
ven from Caſſula to the North. 

Coſa, Coſas , a ſmall River in 
the State of the Church, whuch 
falleth into Garzg/:ano, Lirs, by 
Feretino and Verols. 

| Coſano, Cofſano, Caſa, Coſanum, 
a City of Calabria, in the King- 
dom of Naples : it lies fix Miles 
from the Gulph of Taranro, forty 
from Coſen;za to the North-Eaſt, 
and twenty one from Roſano to 
the North.

Oa the other ſide of the 
River, upon the top of an Hill, 
higher than that under which the 
City 1s built, ſtands the Fortreſs 
of Cotats': it has ſeveral Towers, 
a Dungeon, and a double Wall, 
which appears very high and ſtrong. 
Thus Sir Fohn Chardzn, deſcribes 
this City in his Travels. 

Corbus, Cotbutium, a Town 1n 
Luſatia in Germany, upon the 
River vel, which alſo palleth by 
Berlin; from which it lies thirteen 
Miles to the South, and ten from 
Franckford to the South-Welt, 
and tlurteen from Dreſden to the 
North-Ealt. This Town came 
into the Hinds of the Duke of 
Brandenburgh, in the year 1645. 
and is ſometimes called Cotrwitz. 

Cotrone, Croton, a City of the 
further Calabria, in the Kingdom 
of Nafples, which of old was 
twelve Miles in Compaſs, as Levy 
ſaith, and was built &rghty years 
after Rome : but now it 1s very 
ſmall and thinly Inhabited ; yet 1t 
is a Biſhops See, under the Arch- 
biſhop of Regzo, and has a Caſtle

the Eaſt, and Pavia to the Welt, 
and the ſame diſtance trom Mzla: 

This City was 
built four hundred forty five years 
after Rome, and made afterwards a 
Reman Colony : 1t has been often 
ruined, and rebuilt, and is at pre- 
ſent, a ſtrong, great, rich, po- 
pulous, City; and has a ſtrong

There are ſix Cj- 
ties in this Iſland, the principal of 
which 18S. ago, on the South fide, 
and Havana, a noble and well for- 
tified Sea-Port on the North ſide, 
which is under the Tropick of Can- 
cer. 

Cuenca, Concha, a City of New 
Caſtile in Spain, which 1s a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of To/e- 
do, the Capital of La Szerra. It 
{tandsin a Rocky and Mountainous 
Country, upon the River Xucar, 
twenty five Leagues Eaſt from To- 
ledo, and thirty four Weſt from 
Valencia. This City was built by 
the Goths out of the ruins of a 
Roman City called Valeria, not far 
diſtant from this. The Moors be- 
came next Maſters of it, and kept it 
till the Year 1177. when the Spanz- 
ards recovered it again. 

 Cufa, a City of Chaldea, or Te- 
rach in Aſia, upon the Welt fide 
of Euphrates ; it itands fixty miles 
South from Bagdet, or Babylon, 
on the Borders of Arabia deſerta, 
and was heretofore the reſidence of 


the Calrffs ; after that it was under 


the Perſians, and at preſent 1s un- 
der the Tirks, being much decli- 
ned from its ancient ſplendor, 
wealth and greatneſs, It hes in

Cujavie, Cujavia, a Province of 
the Kingdom of Po/and, bounded 
on all fides by the greater Po/and, 
but the North, where it has Pruſſia. 
The chief Town of it 1s Breſt: a, 
Brezeſtze, ten miles from Thorn to 
the South, and thirty from Dant- 
zick, two from Waldiſlaw, tive

Culm, a City of Poland, upon the 
Viſtula in Prufia, built upon a 
Hill. This is a Biſhops See, under 
the Archbiſhop of Gneſa , though 
heretofore it was under the Archbi- 
ſhop of Rzga. This City was built 
in the Year 1223. by the Knights of 
the Teutonickh Order, but having 
ſuffered much in the Swed:ſÞ Wars, 
it is now almolt deſolate, and the 
Biſhop has removed his Palace to 
Colme, three miles more to the 
Eaſt. Culm ſtands twenty mules 
South of Dant;zick , and ten North 
from Walds/larw. 

 Culembach, Culembachium , a 
ſmall Town in Francon:a, upon 
the River Mayn, near the Riſe of it, 
{ix miles from Bamberg Eatt, and 
as many from Coberg South-Eatt ; 
this is the Capital of a Marquiſate 
belonging fo the Duke of Bran- 
denburg, and is a part of the Bur- 
gravate of qi between 
the Territory of Bamberg to the 
Weſt, and Mz:jnz7a to the North, 
and Bohemia, and Bavaria to the 
Eait, and Nor:mburg to the South ; 
and belongs alſo to the Duke of 
Brandenburg. 

Culembourg , Culzmpurgum , a 
Town and Caſtle in Gue/der/and, 
kelonging to the Vnted Provinces. 
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Yet as to the Revenue -poſſeſſed by 
its own Count, it ſtands on the 
River Rhine, abeve two German 
miles from Utrecht to the South- 
Eaſt, and fix from Nimeguen to the 
Weſt. It was taken by the French 
in 1672. and diſmantled in 1674. 
Culiacan, a Province in New 
Spain in America, within the ju- 
riſdiction of the Governour of 
Guadalaxara, between New Mex#- 
co to the North, and New B:ſcay 
to the Eaſt, and the Purple Sea to 
the South and Weſt. It has a City 
of the ſame Name. | 
Cuma, once a Colony and famous 
City of Italy, in the Kingdom of 
Naples ; which in the Year 1207. 
was utterly ruined by the Saras * 
cens, The ruins of it are yet viſt- 
ble upon an Hill on the Tyrrhenzan 
Sea, twelve miles from Naples to 
the North-Weſt, over againſt the 
Ifle of Iſchia. In the latter times 
of the R»man Empire, this City was 
wondertully fortified, fo that Nar- 
ſes the General of Fuſtinzan the 
Emperor could not take it without 
a tedious fiege : and at this day the 
ruins of it are wonderful, Ani ma- 
ny noble Antiquities are to be ſeen 
amongſt them. | 
Cumberland, is the moſt 
North-Weſtern County of England; 
on the North it 1s bounded by Scor- 
land, on the South and Weſt it has 
the Ir: Sea, and on the Faſt Lan- 
rn Wejtmorland, the Biſhoprick 
of Durbam, and Northumberland. 
It took its Name from the Inhabi- 
tants, who being of theol.1 BritzsfÞ 
Race, called themſelves Kumbr:, 
or Kambri. The Country though 
cold and uneven, 1s yet notunplea- 
fant to the Traveller. And it af- 
fordeth 
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fordeth great plenty of Corn, Cat- 
tle, Fiſh, Fowland Metals, nor 1s 
it deſtitute _ my oman Anti- 
 quities, the Reliques of the Roman 
Garriſons, who lay here to defend 
Britain from the devouring Pitts.

Cunio, Cuneus, a City of Pied- 
mont, called by the French Cont, 
ſeated at the confluence of the Ri- 
yer Stura, and Grez, thirty four 
miles South of Turn, eleven from 
Foſſano to the Welt, thirty eight 
from Niſa on the Medsterranean 
Sea, to the North. This City was 
taken by the Duke of Harcourt in 
the Year 1641. but 1s now in the 
pn" of the Duke of Savoy.

Curland, Curlandia, a Province 
of Livonia, called by the Germans 
Kureland, by the Duzch Coer- 
landt ; by the French Courlande ;

Emperors till the year 656. when 1t 
was Conquered by the Saracens. In 
the year 807. the Emperors reco- 
vered it again, but R:ichardl. King 
of England, going to the Holy 
War, in the year 1191. and be- 
ing ill uſed. by the Inhabitants, 
made another Conqueſt of it, and 
gave it to Guy de Luſignan, whoſe 
Succefſors were diſpoſſefled by 
the Templars in 1306. In the 
year 1472. the Venetians polle(- 
ſed themſelves of it by violence, 
and in 1560. Sel:zm the Grand 
S:gnzor by the like injuſtice gained 
it from them, whoſe Succeflor at 
this day injoys1t. There are three 
conſiderable places in it ; Mero- 
vige at the Welt end, Colofſo on 
the- South ſide, and Famaguſta on 
the fame 1{ide more to the Eaſt, 
and about eight hundred and fifty 
Villages. 

Czaflaw, Czaſlavia, a very (mall 
City in Bohemza, upon the River 
Crudimka, nine Miles from Prague 
to the Ealt, Fohn Rica, the ta- 
mous Captain of the Huſſites, 
who ſo ſharply revenged the deaths 
of Fohn Hus, and Ferome of Pra- 
gue, was here buried. 

Czeben, Cibinum, a City of 
Tranſylvania, the principal of. all 
that Dukedom ; it 1s called more 
frequently Hermſtat, and lies 
eight German Miles from Alba 
Fulia to the Ealt upon the River 
Cibin. 
Czenſtokow,Cheſiccovia,a Town 
in Poland, upon the River Warta ; 
it lies 25 Miles Eaſt of Breſlaw, 
ten North-Weſt of Cracorza, and 
thirty eight South of Poſna, a 
City upon the fame River. 


Czeremiſi, a Province of Myſ- 
CO'VY« | 
Czeremicz, Sulonia, a Town in 
Dalmatia. | 
Czernihow, Czermhovia, a City 
and Dutchy in Poland, upon the 


River Deſz1a, Which falls into the 


Niper at Kzovia, twenty eight 
Miles South-Weſt of Czernikow, 
or Czernihow. This City 1s now 
in the Hands of the Rſs, as alſo 
the Dukedom thereunto. belonging, 
and called by the ſame name. 
Theſe belonged originally to the 
Ruſs, and together with Nowvo- 


grod, were Conquered from that 


Crown by Uladi/laus IV. King of 
Poland, ſo that the Ruſs has only: 
recovered what was his own. 

Czersch, a Palatinate, and 
Czer:ko, a City upon the Viſtula, 
ſeven Poliſh Miles above Warze- 
via, or Warſhaw. 

Czyrkaſſi, Czyrcaſſia, a ſtrown 
Town in the Vkrayne upon the 


iper, twenty ſeven Pol:ſh Miles 


beneath Kzovia, towards the Eu- 
xine Sea: it has ſuffered great 
extremities. of late years, both 
from the CoſſJacks, and Tartars, it 
being a Frontier to both thoſe 
people. 
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LY Dabulum, Dunga, a 
{trong Maritin City, with 
a large Port at the Mouth of the 
River Halevache, 11 the Confines 
of the Kingdom of Guzarat, but 


under the King of Decan; it lies 


between Damaon to the North, 
and Goa to the South, in 20. deg. 


of Lat, 
Dacha, 
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Dacha, -Paropaniſus, a Pro- 
vince in the Greater Aſia. 

Dagheſtan, a Province which 
lies between the Kingdom of A4- 
ſtrarcan to the North, and Schir- 
wan to the South : this - is Inha- 
habited by Tartars, who are un- 
der a Prince of their own. - The 
principal City here is Tarky. 

Dagho, Daghoa, a {mall Iſland 
in the Baltick Sea, at the mouth 
of the Bay of Riga, which has 
two Caſtles, and 1s under the King 
of Sweden. | 

Dagno, Thermidava, a City of 
Dalmatia, or Albania, upon the 
River Dr#no, of which I can give 
no further account. 

Dalansuer Imaus, one of the 
greateſt Mountains in Aſia. 

Dalecarle, Dalecarlia, or Da- 
larne, a' great Province in the 
Kingdom of Sweden, towards the 
Mountains of Savona, and Nor- 
way , which bounds it on the 
Welt ; on the North it hath He/- 
ſinga ; Geſtricia on the Eaſt, and 
Vermelandia on the South : it is 
a vait Country, but has never a 
City or good Town in 1t. 

Dallendorf, a Village and Ca- 
ftle | in Eyfe/, in the Duchy of 
Fuliers, which was the ſeat of 
the Ancient Ta/iates : this 1s ſome- 
times called Ta/lenford alfo. 

Dalmatia, the Eaftern part of 
Illyricus, called by the Ancients 
De/mio, or Dalmatia, from a 
City of 1!lyricus. The Inhabitants 
of which revolting with about 
twenty Towns from the Kingdom 
of . Epirus, called this ſmall Dt 
{ſtrict by the name of Da/matza. 
Afterwards it was Conquered by 
the Romans, and after this by the

Sclavonians : it is called by the 
Turks Boſnaels, by the Poles Slo- 
wienka, by the Italians Schiavo- 
nia, by the French Dalmatie. 
That Country which now goes 
by this name, is but a ſmall part 
of the .ancient Dalmatia, lymg 
upon the Adrzatich Sea, 
ing bounded on the North by Cro- 
atia and Boſnia, on the Eaſt by 
Servia, on the South by Albania, 
and on the Weſt by the Adriatick 
Sea, in which bounds Morlachia 
is included : the greatelt part of it 
Is under the Turks, but the Sea 
Coaſts and Iſlands are in the Hands 
of the Venetians, who have taken 
ſeveral Forts from the Turks too 
11 this preſent War. The Com- 
monwealth of Raguſa, les in 
Dalmatia alſo, which is not ſub- 
ject either to the Turks or Vene- 
tans, though it payeth a volun- 


tary Tribute to the former, but. 


in 1686. they were very earneſt 
with the Emperor of Germany, 
by their Embaſſador, to under= 
take their Protection againſt the 
Turks. 

Dam, a ſtrong Town in Flan- 
ders, built of late years to ſecure 
Bruges againſt the Hollanders, 
from which it ſtands but one 


League towards the North. This | 


is ftill in the Hands of the 
Spaniard. | 

Dam, a Town in Gronningen, 
three Miles from the chief City of 
that Province to the Eaſt, and one 
front De/fz:il to the Welt, ſeated 
upon Damſterdiep. © 

Dam, a ſtrong Town in the 
Dukedom of Pomerania, upon 
the River Oder, right over againſt 


Stetin , which is in the pol 
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ſeſſion of the King of Sweden. 
Damut, a Kingdom of the 
Higher Erhiopia, which was here- 
tobers unfler the Abiſſins, but is 
now torn from them by the 
Gald's. | 
Damala, Troezen, once a City, 
now a ſmall Town or Village on 
the Faftern ſhoar of the Mvrea, 
twenty ſeven Miles from Napolz to 
the North-Eaſt, and fourteen 
from Corinth to the South-Eatt. 
Daman, a Celebrated Port on 
the Weſt of Malabar, in 20. deg. 
of Northern Latitude, which is 1n 
the Hands of the Portugueſe. 
Damaſcus, is the principal, and 
the moſt ancient Town ia Syrza : 
It is ſeated in a Plain, which is ſur- 
rounded with Mountains, an hun- 
dred and forty Miles from Feru- 
ſalem to the South, and Anticch to 
the North. This City is fo ancient, 
that 1t 1s not known when, or by 
whom it was built, but it 1s men- 
tioned by Abraham. In the ſuc- 
RE Apes of the World, this 
City followed the fate of Syr:a, 
and was fuccelfively ſubject to all 
the four great Empires, and fa- 
mous under all ; but then the Con- 
verlion of St. Paul, which hap- 
pened in part near, and in part in 
this City, is one of the greateſt 
things that has in the courſe of ſo 
many Ages befallen to it. This 
was alſo one of the firlt great 
Cities the Sarucens took from the 
Romans ; it falling under that 
Yoak, after a Stege of ſix manths, 
in the year 636. being then taken 
by Omar, the Succelior of Abu- 
becher. In the year 813. it was 
made ,the Seat of one of . their 
Califs. Babylon being the ſecond, 


and Grand Cairo the third. Con- 
radus TI. Emperor of Germany 
attempted in the year 1147. tore- 
duce it, but without any good 
ſucceſs, by reaſon of the diviſions 
amongſt the Chriſtians in the Holy 
Land. In the year 1298. it was 
taken by Caſſan the Turk, and 
thirty thouſand Saracens ſlain, but 
the Saracens ſoon after recovered 
it again. About the year 1395« 
this City became. a prey to that

Damwvilers, Damuillerum , a 
ſtrong Town in Luxemburgh, 
upon the River Maes, ſeated upon 
a Hil, five Leagues from Verdun 
to the North, and about eight 
German Miles from Thionwlle to 
the Weſt. This Town was taken 
by the French in 1637. and an- 
nexed ſince to the Duchy of Lor- 
rain,and in 1673.it wasdilmantled. 

Danambre Boriſthenes, (ee the 
Nieper, a River of Poland. 

 Dangala, a City of the Upper 
Ethiopia, upon the Nile, in the 
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the North, m Long. 55. Lat. 19. 


Danneberg, a Town, and a 
County, in the Dukedam of Lu- 
nenburgh, upon the River Tet3a, 
four Mics from the Elb, and ſeven 
from Lunenburgh to the South- 
Eaſt. The Town has a Caſtle be- 
longing to it The County be- 


longs to the Duke of Zell, and" 


is extended from Eaft to Welt 
upon the E1b, between the Duke.

North, and the Marquiſate of 
Brandenburgh to the South and 
Eaſt, and the Dukedom of Lu-

City, which they Plundered, and 
flew great numbers of the In1abi- 
tants. - In 1310. Siwiſmundus Au- 
guſtus took away halt the Cu- 
itoms, upon their diſreſpect ſhewn 
to his Ambaſiador, who was ſent 
to quiet the City. then in Tumult 
and Diſorder, and he reſerved alſo 
the greater Cauſes to the Determi- 
nation of the Diet of Poland, 
contrary to the Priviledge granted 
by Caſtmirus, his predecetior. In 
1569. Srephanw King of Poland, 
Profcribed this City, for taking part 
with the Houſe of Auſtria againtt 
him, which Quarrel was ended by 
the Mediation of the Neighbour 
Princes. In 1597. Uladziflaus IV. 
had alſo fome Controveriies with 
this City, about their 1mpolts. The 
Proteſtant Religion 1s imbraced 
here, and no mn 1s admitted into 
the Senate, except he be a Luther- 
an.

Northerly, being as it were reunited 
in the very entry of them into the 
Sea. Dr. Edward Browne, in his 
Travels, faith, That at Crarm- 
burgh, not far diſtant from the 
Head, it appeared a conſiderable 
ſtream ; and a little after from the 
City Um, in Suewva, where it 
beginneth to be Navigable, it con- 
tinues a long courſe, patiing by 
Ingoiſtad, Ratisbone, a 
Paſſaw, Lintz, and Vienna, unto 
Presburgh ; trom whence through 
Hunzary it makes a courſe of a- 
bove three hundred Miles, before 
it paſſes by Belgrade; it drinketh 
in above fixty conſiderable Rivers ; 
and in a ſober account performs a 
courſe of above fifteen hundred 
Miles fron its riſe to its fall. This 
River has alſo had many Naval 


Fights upon it, between the Turks 
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and the Chriſtians, and at one time 
there was twenty Gallots, eighty 
ſmall Pinnaces, and: little lefs than 
” —_— _ - Burthen, em-- 
ployed upon t ver, ina Siege 
of Buda; and at the Siege of Bel- 
grade, Mabomet the Great brought 
two hundred Ships and Gallies up 
the Stream, and the Hungarians 
ſent ſo many from Buda down the 
Stream, that after a ſharp Encoun- 
ter, the Hungarians too twenty, 
and forced the reſt on ſhoar near 
the Camp, fo that Mahomer was 
forced to burn them, to prevent 
their being taken by the Chriſtians. 
Thus perhaps is more than can be 
ſaid of any other River in the 
World ; it abounds alſo in many 
good Fiſh, as Trouts, Perches, 
and large and delicious Carps, ex- 
ceeding (faith Dr. Browne) any IT 
have ſeen, £c. ſome of which Fiſh 
1s every year ſalted, and ſent into 
other parts. This River, to con- 
clude, was for many Ages the 
boundary on this fide of the Ro- 
man Empire, againit the Barbarous 
Natio:s, and accordingly the Ro= = 
man Legions had their ſtations up+ 
on its Banks, and they were the 
Founders of many of the Cities, 
and many memorable Actions in 
thoſe early days happened near it, 
ſometimes between the Romans 
themſelves, and ſometimes be- 
tween them and the Barbarians. 
Darby, Darb:a, is both a City 
and a County in Enzland. The 
County has Notting ire on 
the Eaſt, Leiceſterſhire on- the 
South, Staffordſhire on the Welt, 
and Torkſhre on the North.

The Dardanelles, Dardanium , 
Dardania, are two Caſtles built 
by Mahomet Il. one of the Empe- 
rors of the Turks , the one in Eu- 
rope, where anciently ſtood Ceſtos, 
the other in Afia, in the place of 
Abidos, upon the ftreighteſt part 
of the Heleſpont. They ftand two 
hundred Miles South of Conſtants. 
nople, and are, or were at leaſt the 
Keys of that City; the famous 
Monſieur Toevenor, who ſaw them 
Mm 1655. thus deſcribes them ( as 
he is Tranſlated.) That which ts 


m Romania, on the fide of Europe, b 


1s built in a Triangular form, at' 
the Foot of an'Hill, which Com- 
mands and covers it, and upon 
which there is a little Town. This 
Caſtle hath three Towers covered 
with Lead, whereof two are to+ 
wards the Land, and the third which 
1s the biggeſt, is upon the Harbour. 
It hath { faithhe ) as [ could di- 
ſcern with a Perſpettive Glaſs, a- 
bout twenty Port-holes level with 
the Water, 1n which beſides what 
I could obſerve by my Glafles, I 
was aflured, that a man might ea- 
fily creep into ſome of the Gans, 
they were of ſuch a prodigious 
Bore. The other on the A/ia ſide, 
1s in a Plain, and feemed to me to 
be almoſt ſquare. It hath three 
Towets on each ſide, and a Dun- 
geon or Platform in the middle, 
but it hath not ſo many Gun- 
| ' holes 
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holes as the other,but then theſe Ca- 
{tles are of no ſtrength toLandward, 
being only deſigned _ Ships, 
as Mr. Sands, and all other obſerve, 
but they were kept by ftrong Gar- 
riſons. This place is famous for 
the Loves of Hero and Leander ; 
the Paſſage of Xerxes by a Bridge 
of Boats, and the Paſlage 'of the 
Turks, which is but a little above 
theſe Caſtles, and of later times, for 
three Naval Victories obtained here 
by the Venetians, in 1655. 56. and 
57. But ſince that time the Turks 
have built two other Caſtles, which 
bear juſt upon the Enterance of 
the Hel/eſpont, about three Miles 


more South than the old Darda- 


nells. That on Aſia lide, heth not 
above two Miles from Troas upon 
a flat ground. That on Europe, on 
the fide of an Hill, with round 
Towers, and ſeveral Aſcents atter 
the old faſhion, as Mr. Wheeler ob- 


ſerves, which he faith were built

There 
are two other fuch Caſtles called 
the Dardanell/s of the Gulph of 
Larta 1n - , eighty Ex 
gliſh Miles North-Weit from Le- 
pants. 

Darmſtad, Darmſtadium, a 
Town in the County of Geramwer 
in Francoua, upon the River 
Darmſtad, which has a fine Cattle, 
in which the Lantgrave of Gera- 
wer , or Darmſtad reſides. It 
ſtands two Miles from the R&vne, 
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and three from Frenckfers eur the 
Mays towards the South. ; 
Darwen, a River of Darbyſhire, 
another in Cumberland, and a third 
in Zork ſhire; Sir Francis Ratcleff 
of Dilſton, tin the Connty of Cum 
berland, was made Earl of Dar- 
went-Water, by His now Majelty _ 
Fames Il. Auguſt 24. 1687. Baron 
of Tindale, and Vicount-Ratclsff, 
and Laygley. See Derwent. 
Dauphine, Allobroges, Delphina« 


 fus, a great Province 1n the 


Eaſt part of France, which is 
bounded on the Eaſt by Pzedmone; 
on the North by Savoy, and Le 
BreſJe, from which it is ſeparated 
by the River Rhoſne ; on the Welt 
by Lim, and Vwvaras, from which 
the ſame River divides it, and om 
the South by Provence. It had 
hezetofore Princes of its own, 
which were called the Daulphines ; 
but Humbartus IL their laſt Prince 
in the Year 1343. gave this Prin- 
cipality to Phs/ip. de Valois King 
ot France, upon Condition that the 
Elde{t Son of the King of France 
ſhould bear this Title, which has 
been ever ſince obſerved. The 
principal City of this' Province is - 
Grenoble, upon the River Here, 
which falls into the Rhoſne, at Va- 
l:nce, twenty miles beneath Lore. 
Dax, Aqua Auguſta vel Tarbelli- 
ca, Taſta.

Dead Sea, the Lake where $0 
domitood in Fudea. - 
Dean,a Forelt in Gloceſterſhare, 
on the North-Weſt Shoar of the 
River Severn ; once a valt and a | 
wonderful thick Foreſt | ſo thit 
it was an harbour for Thieves; but 
ſince the diſcovery of ſorme rich 
Mines of Iroz here much thinned. 
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Decan, or Decam, is a very great 
Kingdom in the Promontory of 
Malabar in the Eaſt-makes ; 
' bounded on the Weſt by the Ind:- 
an, or Arabian Ocean, on the North 
by the Kingdom of Guzarat, on 
the Eaſt by that of Golconda, and 
on the South by the Kingdom of 
Biſnagar. The Capitat of this 
Kingdom is Viſapar ; and the 
greatelt part of the Kingdom has 
been ſubdued by the Moguls, or 
divided into petty Kingdoms, of 
which fee M:. Thevenort's Tra- 
vels. 

Dee, Deva, a River called by 
the Weiſh Fridwp ; ariſeth in Me- 
rinothſhire, fiom the Lake called 
by the Wel/p Liyntegid, and run- 
ping North-Wett, takes in the Rt- 
ver of Alwen in the ſame County, 
and then paſſeth into Denbizhſhre, 
and becomes a boundary between 
that and Shropſhire, admitting ano- 
ther of its pens nog the River. 
Kerzop, and pailing by Bangor the 
Ry old Welſh Monaſtery = it 
entereth Cheſhire at Shockl:d7e ; 
_ at Alford tit takes in another ſmall 
* . River, and in Flintſhire the River 
Allen ; and ſo having divided Che- 
ſpire trom Flintſhire at Weſt- 
\ Cheſter ; 1t falls into the Iriſh Sea, 
making a great Haven, called by the 
Welſh Ece, Etu, by the Engliſh Dee 
Mouth. 

- Tdee, Dea,a River in Scotland, in 
Galloway, which rifeth in the Bor- 
ders of Coz/a, and running South, 
takes 4n many other ſmall Rivers, 
and at laſt buries it ſelf in So/way 
Firth, which parts Scotland from 
the North-Welt of Evrgland at 
Kzrkubrig, a famous Town of Gal- 


loway, eleven Miles Eatt of 07- 
thern. | 
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Deiſtan, Oxus, a River of Ba- 
Aria. 
Derzer, Dordomana, a City of 
Perſia. | | 
Delft, Delphi,a City of the Pro- 
vince of Holland, which gives 


Name to a Diſtrict ; and 1s one of 


the principal Cities of that State, ve- 
ry populous, and well built. Here 
1s the Monument of//iam of Naſ- 
ſaw, who was the Founder of the 
Low Country Liberty, and was here 
Aflaflinated by the Spaniards. It 
is not above one League from the 
Hague, three from Rotterdam, and 
as many from Leiden. 

Delly, a great City and Kingdom 
under the Mogul, in the Eaſ?-Indies 
upon the River Gemna, one hug- 
dred Miles from Agr:a to the 
North towards Lahor ; length of 


time h:d much waſted this City, - 


whereupon Chah Fehan, the Fa- 
ther of Auran Jeb Emperor of 
that Country, 1n the Year 1625. 
built up another vaſt City by 1t, 
which he called Chah Fehan-Abad, 
or ſhorter Fehan-Abad : that 1t 
might be the Capitalof his Empire, 
fince which time it has flouriſhed, 
and encreaſed above any City in the 
Indies, as Bernerius ( cited by 
Baudrand ) ſaith, who 'had. often 
ſeen it. This City was the Seat of 
Porus the Indian King, who made 
himſelf famous by his Wars with 
Alexander the Great. Near 1t 
ſtands a Pyramid or Obelisx of 
Stone, which by its unknown Cha- 
racters ſeems to be of great Antt- 


quity, and which is thought in the 


Indies to have been Erected by 
Alexander the Great, after the 'de- 
feat of Porus. The River Gemna 
on Which this City ſtands runs m_ 
an 
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and falls into the Ganges. The 
Fortreſs of it is half a League in 
compaſs, with round Towers, at 
the diſtance of every ten Battle- 
ments, and the Ditches are full of 
Water, Wharfed with Stone, and 
it has lovely Gardens round about 
it. In this Citadel is the Royal 
Palace. The Town has no Ditches, 
but Walls filled up with Earth be- 
hind, and Towers. 

Delphos, a City of Phecs in A- 
chaia, at the Foot of Mount Par- 
naſſus, which in ancient times was 
very great, though not Walled any 
otherwiſe than by the ſteep Rocks 
which encompaſſed it, and which 
| had a Caſtle which ſtood on the 
top of a Rock in this City, which 1s 
now called La Caſtrs. This place 
once ſo famous for the Temple of 
_— Pythius, and the Oracle 
which the Ganuls under Brennus 
attempted in vain to ſpoil, in after- 
times became a Biſhops See, under 
the Archbiſhop of Athens, and fince 
it fell into the hands of the de- 
vouring Turks, 1s become a poor 
ſmall Village. It lies twenty Miles 
Weſt from Leucadia, and forty 
from Lepanto to the Eaſt, and 
about ſeven ſaith, Baudrand, from 
the Bay of Cormth. 

Demer, Tabuda, a River in Bra- 
bant, 

' Denbigh, Denbiga, one of the 
twelve Shires in Wales, has the 
Triſh Sea on the North, F lintſhire 
on the Ealt, Merznoth on the 
South, and Carnarvan on the Welt. 
The principal Rivers are Cluyd, E/- 
tay, and Conircy, which latt ſepa- 
rates this Shire from Carnarvan, 
The Welt part is barren, the mid- 
dle where the C/zyd runneth, 15 
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plain and. very. fruitful , the laſt 
part ( except what lies upon the

Dendermonde, Teneramunada, is 


a ſtrong Town in Flanders, upon 
the River Sche/de, where the Te=- 
nera from Aloft falls into it, and 
lying 1n the middle between Gant 
and Antwerp, about five Leagues 
from either, ard {the like from 
Bruſſels to the Eaſt. 

Denmark, Denemarck, Da- 
nia, Cimbricus Cherſoneſus, called 
by the Italiansand Spaniards Da- 
nimarca , by the Poles Dunska. 
Is one of the molt Ancient King- 
doms of Eurcpe, yet of no great 
Extent. The part ofa vaſt Penin= 
ſula, called of old Cimbricus Cher 
ſeneſus, im middle tume Jutland b 
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and ſome Iſlands in the Eaſtern and 
Beltrick Sea, make the Body of 
ths Kingdom, which has alſo the 
Kmgdom of Norway annexed to 
it: It was once a part of the King- 
. dom of the Gorhs ; but it is now 
a ſeparate Kingdom conliſting , 
of two parts, Futland and the I/les. 
The North part of Jutland only 
under the King of Denmark , v:z. 
Norte Futland, Suder Futland, the 
Northern parts of which are under 
the Dane. The ſecond part of this 
Kingdom confiſteth in Iſlands, of 
which Zeeland, Fuynen, and Born- 
holm in the Balt:ick Sea, and I/le- 
land 1n tke Virgivran Ocean are 
the chief ; Coppenhague in the Ifle 
of Zeeland, 1s the Capital of this 
Kingdom. There were alſo three 
Countics on the Norway hide , 
Blecklen, Schania, and Haland 
Which belonged originally to Dex- 
9714; k butin 1645. by the Treaty of 
Broums-Boa, theſe and ſome other 
Iflands were ſurrendered by Chrz- 
ftian IV. to the Swedes for ever ; 
and again in the Years 1658. and 
1660. theſe three were again Con- 
firmed tothe Swedes. This King- 
dom had heretofore the Ifles of 
Shetland on the North of Scorland, 
which were granted to Fames VI. 
a$a part of his (Quee:1s Dowry. The 
King of Demmar poliefſeth alſo in 
Germany, 1. Halt the Dukedoum 
of Holſatia. 2. The Counties of 
Oldenburgh, and that of Delmen- 
horft, which two fell to him by In- 
heritance trom -the laſt Count of 
Oldenburgh. Till the Year 1660. 


| this Kingdom was Elective, but 
then was made Hereditary by Fre- 
derickh TH. The Danes have alſo 
enlarged their Princes Bounds, by 


Planting a New Denmark- in the 
North of America. This Kingdom 


once was one of the moſt Power-. 
ful Kingdoms in Europe, but by. 


the fate of Time and War, and 
other human Calamities, is reduced 
to the ſtate in which it now is. 

Denia, a Sea-Port in the King- 
dom of Valentia, in Spain, over 
againſt the Ifle of Toca, on the 
Mediterranean Sea, eleven miles 
from Valent;a to the South, and ten 
from Xativa, and four North of 
Cape Emperader. 

St. Denny enVaux, ad Sanctum 
Dionyſmum in Vallibus. A Town 
in the Dukedom of Orleans 1n 
Franice. | 

St. Dennys Carricre, a Town 
and a famous Monaſtery in the Iſle 
of France, two miles trom Parzs 
to the South, which h:s one of the 
richeſt Monatteries 1a France, upon 


the River Croz, which a little lower 


falls into the Se:m. The Abby was 
tound:d in the Year 636. by Da- 
gobere King of France, in honour 
of S. Dennis whoſe Bones 

here. But the Church was rebui 
{ce by Suggerus one of their Ab- 
bats, 1n three Years and three 
Months, and 'twas ended 1n 1144. 
Here are the Tombs of the Kings of 
France.

This City 1s ſmall, but rich 
and populous, and is a Pree and 
Imperial City, and one of the 
Hanſe Towns, notwithſtanding 
the Pretences of the Duke of Bran- 
denburgh , who is Maſter of the 
Mark, un which it ſtands. 

Dou, Dubs, or Doux, a River of 
France, it ariſcth in Switzerland, 
trom the Mountain of Fura, near 
Mortay in the Franche X 
it Wa- 
tereth Franchimon, and Montbels- 
art, where it turns and runs South 
Welt by Liſle, Clerval, Beſanzon 
and Dole, b:neath which it recety- 
eth the Louve, a conſiderable River 
ſrom the South; and at Verdun it 
ends 1n the Saone, Ararss. It is 
called in the Maps Le Doule. I 

Douay, Duacum, a City of Flan- 
ders, upon the River Scarpe, which 
falls into the Schelde, about one 
mile lower, in the Borders of Ar-, 
tos and Flanders, five Leagues 
from Cambray to the South-Weſt, 
four from Arras to the North, and 


{ix from Lillers to the Welt. At | 


firſt it was only a Caſtle, which 
being almolt ruined, Amatus a Bi- 
ſhop, repaired in the Year 665 
But is now a great and a fortified 
City, and hasa fine Magazin which 
is well furniſhed. In 1572. Philip 
I. King of Spain, made this for 
an Univerſity, and opened thoſe 
Colleges for the Engliſh Roman 
Catholsques, Which have made that 
City more known to. this Nati 
than any other thing» It _—_

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ken by the King of France in 
1667. and by the Treaty of Aqur/- 
grane was Confirmed to him, fo 
chat it is ſti{l in his Poſletſion. 
Dme, Doveum, a Town i! the 
Dakedom of Anijou m France, be- 
yond the Lore, apon the River 
L ayon, four Leagnes from Sarmrr 
to the South-Welt, and ſeven trum 
Angersto the'S.E. twerty two trom 
Naztes to the Ealt, and five from 
Loudun tothe North-Wetit. Though 
this is now a ſmall Village, yet it 
deſerves to bz taken notice of tor 
an Amphitheztre built here inthe 
times of the Roman Empire, which 
is ftill ſtanding and almoit perfect, 
It contatns only 1600 Foot 1a Come 
paſs, and yet 1s ſo contrived that 
above 15000 perſons might fee 
their Exerciſcs without incommo- 
ding each other, there are here alſo 
Vaults and Sewers built under the 
Earth, and Arched with wondcr{ul 
Art and expenſe. 
* Dover,Dorovernm,Darvernm, 
DUBRIS, v a very ancient 
ftrong Town, ſeated in the middle 
of the Eaſtern part or Shoar of 
Kent , upon high Clitts, twelve 
miles from Carrerbury to the 
South-Eaſt , and fifty five from 
London. That part of the Town 
which 1.y next the Sea, had ancient- 
ly a Wall, ſome part of which is 
ttill tanding. It has on the top of 
arugped and high Clitt or Rock, a 
ftately and very ftrong Caltle, 
which may be ſuppoſed to have 
been built by the Romans ; how- 
ever this place was certainly one of 
their Stations, and ever fince it has 
been reputed ore of the Keys of 
land, andtherefore at all times 
carcfully guarded ; and beſides 1: 1s 


one of the Cinque-Ports, md in 
times paſt was to ſet' out to the 
Wars twenty one Slips. Ir 1t8now 
(as heretofore alſo ) molt frequent- 
ed upon the account of its being 
the ſhorteſt pailage into France, 
There 1s now no Earl of Dover;

Dour, or Aour, Aturus, a River 
of Aquitaine, or the Southern part 
of France, of rather three Rivers 
called by the ſame Name ; the prin- 
Cipal of theſe riſeth in B:gorre, out 
of the Pyrenean Hills near Barerge, 
and running North. Watereth Tar- 
be, then turning Weltward, it paf- 
ſeth on the North of, 4:re, St. Se- 
ver,"and Dax, or Aqs, and ſo fal- 


leth into the Bay of Br/cay at Bay- 


onne, having in this courſe enter- 
tained Gaue de Oleron, Gane de 
Pau, and (everal other Rivers. The

D-uſtre, 
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Douſtre, Doſtra, a River of 
France, in the Vicomte de Turene 
in Limoſin ; of which I can find no 
farther account. : 

Dowglaſs, a Caſtle in Cuyas- 
dale, in the middle of the Southern 
part of Scotland, which takes its 
Name from the River Dowglafs, as 
doth alſo the Dale or Valley in 
which it ſtands.

Dreſden, or Dreſen, Dreſda, the 
principal Town of M:ſnia, ſeated 
on both fides of the E/be, tive mules 
trom the Borders of Bohemia, and. 
three above Mez/jen. This City 


being ſeated in a pleaſant and de-- 


hghttul place, was in the Year 800. 
tortifed with Walls and Dikes a- 
gainlt the Bohemians, by Charles 
the Great. The ſucceeding Prin- 
ces have not been leſs careful of it. 
So that it is for the ſtrength and 


magniticence of the Buildings, the 


beit Town in Miſnia. The Elbe 
is here covered with a wonderful 
Bridge of Stone. The Electors of

Drino, a River of Servia, which 
riſeth from the Mountains, which 
part Servia from Albania, and run- 
ning Northward from Novomont

Drino, Bianco, the White Drin, 
is a River of Albania, which ariſeth

D;ogheda, a ſmall City in the 
County of Louth, in the Province 
of Leinſter in Ireland, called by the 
Iriſh Drogdagh, upon the. River 
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Boyne, twenty two miles North of 
Dublin, and eight from the ws: 

Sea. It has an excellent and a ſafe 

Haven. The Town in Mr. Camb- 

dens time was well peopled, and 

much frequented. This Town fal- 

lng into the hands of the Dukeof 
Ormond in 1649. and being taken 
ſoon after by ſtorm by O.Cromwell 

Septemb. 11. of the ſame Year; 

he put all the Garrifors which was 

about four thouſand, to the Sword ; 

and as to the Inhabitants, he ſpared 

neither Sex nor Ape, poor nor rich, 
but intirely ruined all before him, 

not regarding the good Service this 

City had done in the beginning of 
the War, by preſerving the Re- 
liques of the Engliſh Nation from 

the cruelty andrage of the Rebelli- 

ous Iriſh, and Sir Arthur Aſton the 

Governour of the Town, periſhed 

with the Garriſon. This being the 

firſt place the Tyrant took in that 

Iſland, this cruelty was intended to 

{trike a terror into the other ph- 

ces, that he might with the grea- 

ter facility reduce the reſt of that 

Kingdom under his Dominion, and 

accordingly he had great and in- 

deed incredible ſucceſs in all his fu- 

ture attempts. Since then tle 

Town 1s well recovered, by reaſon 

of the convenience of the Harbour, 

and a {trong G.rrifon always kept 
11 1t. 

La Drome, Drama, Druma, a Ri- 
ver which ariſcth in the Confines of 
Gapencos in France, and havi 
Watered Die and Creſt, falls into ' 
the Rhoſne. 

Drontheim, 'or Druntheim, Ni- 
drofia, called alſo Trondhem, was 
heretofore the Capital of the Kmg- 
dom of Nerway, and was made 
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ainſt Bazas, nine miles Eaſt of 


an Archbiſhops See, anda Metropo- 
lis by Pope Eugenius IIL. It ſtands 
on the Weſtern Shoars of Norway, 
ſeventy five German miles from 
Bergen to the North and one hun- 
ieT and ten from Szock-Holm to 
the North-Welt, in Long. 28. 02. 
Lat. 64. 10. Ithas its Latzn Name 
from the River Rider, upon which 
it ſtands. This City is now a very 
great Mart, and has a large and a 
lafe Harbour, yet is an open Town 
without any fortifications, being 
in this, more like a gre .t Village 
than a City. It was heretofore 
much greater, but the many fires 
which have happened in it have le(- 
ſened it, and beſides the Church of 
S. Olaa, which was once the moſt 
beautiful Church in all the North, 
is now buried in its Aſhes; it has 
alſo a Caſtle, but of no itrength, 
being eafily taken by the Swedes 
and was granted them by a Treas 
ty in 1658. but in 1660, the Danes 
again recovered it. The Coun- 
try about this. City is called the 
Government or Prefecture of 
Drontheim, and was granted tothe 
Swedes with the City, but 1s ſince 
recovered with it too. This 1s the 
largeſt Prefecture in Norway, reach- 
ing from North to South five hun- 
dred miles, and from Welt to Et 
one hundred. 

D:cſes, Fernus, a River of Co- 
naught , in the County of Clare, 
which falls into the Bay of Shen- 
30n at Dinghanbeg, Dinga, Faſt 
of Clare two miles 

Le Drct, Drotius, a River 1n 
Aquitaine in France, which arifeth 
at Motpaſier, ten miles North- 
Wedt of Cahbors, and running Welt 
falls into the Garonne, over a- 
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ourdedux. | 

Drut, Dara, a River of Carma- 
nia in Perſia. T: falls into the Per- 
ſian Gulph over againit the City of 
Ormus, having patled between Fa- 
fa and Chabon. 

Dublin, Dublinum, Eblana, 
the Capital City of the Kingdom of 
Tre'/and, in the Province of Leim- 
ſter, ina County of the ſame Name 
upon the River Leffy or Leſtee, 
which is the nobleit River 1n all 
this Kingdom. This City is called 
EBL ANA by Ptolemy. When 
or by whom it was firſt huult, is not 


known, but old it mut needs be 


by its being mentioned by Pzolemy ; 
Saxo Grammaticus acquaints us, 
how much it ſuffered by the Danes, 
afterwards it was under E1zar King 
of England, and Harald Harfager 
King of Norway. Henry I. ha- 
ving Conquered this Kingdom, ſent 
hither from Brzftol -a Colony, 
trom which times it began to Flou- 
riſh more and more, and became 
the Capital of the Kingdom ; the 
the Seat of the Lieutenant, of the 
Courts of Juttice, and of their Par- 
laments, beiag ftrengthened with 


a Caltl: on the Eaft 1:de, built by. 


Henry Lounares a Biſhop in 1220, 
and near it there was a Royal Pa- 
lace built by Herry II. King of 
England. It has alſo a College 
for Students founded by Qnezn 
Eitzabeth in 1591. This was at- 
tempted before by one Alexander 


Bicknor Archbiſhopof Dublin, who 


in 1320. obtained from the Pope 
a Bull for an Univerſity, but the 
troubleſom times that followed, 
detcated that good deſign then ; 
and at the North Gate is a Bridge 
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Folm, Tt has alſo a Cathedral of 
great antiquity, built at ſeveral 
times, in which are :a Dean, a 
Chaunter, a Chancellor, a Trea- 
ſurer, two Archdeacons, and twenty 
two Prebendaries ; there 1s another 
Cathedral in the City, called Chriſts 
Church, built in 1012. -In more 
ancient times this City was Go- 
verned by a Provolt, but in 1409. 
Henry IV. granted them Licence 
to chooſe every year a Mayor, and 
two Bailifts, which two laſt were 
changed into Sheriffs by Ed- 
ward IV. thus far Cambden. This 


City eſcaping the fury of the Mafla- 


cre, was Beleged by the Parliament 
Forces, and 'was by the Duke of 
Ormond, by the Kings Order, de- 
livered to the Eng/:ſh, rather than 
the Iri/ſþ Rebels, for they were 
now united againſt their King ; 
and when afterwards Fune 21. 
1649. he indeavored to recover it, 
his Army was broken by a Sally, 


and totally defeated, and this City. 


continued in their Hinds till the 
year 1660. when God turned our 
Captivity, by reſtoring Charles II. 
whoſe memory is bletted. 

The County of Dub/:n is bound- 
ed on the Eaſt by the I:ſ/ Sea, 
on the Weſt with the County of 
Kildare, on the South by the 
little Territories of O-Toole:, and 
O-Brins, and on the North by 
the County of Meath, and a ſmall 
River called Nanny. The Soll 1s 
fruitful, as to every thing but 
Wood, fo that they ule Sex-Coal, 
and Turf for their Fewel. It 


is well Inhzbited, Rich, and full 
of excellent Sea-Port Tovns. 
Duderſtad, a Town in the 
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of hewen Stone, built by King

Dukedom of Brunſwick, ripon the 
River W:pper,cight Miles from Caf- 
fel to the North-Eaſt, three from 
Gottingen to the Eaſt, and fifteen 
from M"lfenbuttel to the South. 
This Fown thongh in the Duchy 
of Thuringia, yet has belonged 
to the Elector of Menrz ever fince 
the year 1365» 

Duero, Durius, Doria, a  Ri- 
ver of Spain, called Douro by the 
Portugueſe. It 18 one of the great- 
eſt Rivers in that Kingdom, and 
molt frequently mentioned by An- 
cient Greek , and Latin Writers. 
The Head of it is in old Caſtsle, 
from Mount Idubeda, abont five 
Miles South of Tarragona; and 
running South, 1t watereth Sora, 
and A/maſun, there bending Weſt, 
it palſeth by Ofina, Aranda de 
Dnero, and Roſa, beneath which 
laſt it takes in Duratonzo, or Stran- 
da de Duero, and Piznerga from 
the North; which with ſeveral 


' Others fall into the Duero, two 


Miles beneath Valladolid, and on 
the South Zapardiel, and paſſing 
by Tero and Camora, and taking 
in from the North E/la, which 
brings the Orbego, then paſling to- 
M:iranda de Duero, turning South 
it entertains Tormes from Sala- 
mancn, ſoon after which 1t enter- 
eth Portngal, a little above Ols- 
venca to the South, and Eluas to 
the North ; and here the Rivers 
which fall into 1t on both ſides, 
are ſo ſmall, and fo many, that it 
1s not worth the mentioning them ; 
ſo turning Weitward, this great 
River paſleth by Lemego on the 
South, to Porta on the North; 
where he pays his lait Tribute to 
the Aclantich Ocem, and after a

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Courſe of ninety Leagues from his 
riſe, and zs his laſt benefit forms a 
hrge, deep, and fafe Harbour @t 
Porta. 

Duerſtede, Batavodurum, Du- 
roſtadium, a Town in Guelder- 
land, ſeated upon the River Rhine, 
and commonly called UPpck, three 
German Miles from Utrecht to 
the South-Eaſt, fix from Arnhem 
to the Welt, and above two from 
Bommel to the North. It belongs 
now to the Province of Urrech:, 
and is a part of the Dominions of 
the United Provinces. 

Duzsbourgh , Dutisburgum , or 
Duysburgh, is a ſmall City in the 
Dukedom of Cl/eves, upon the 
River Roer, which a little lower 
_ falls into the Rhine, eight Miles 
from Co/ogne North , and three 
from Weſe/ South. This was here- 
tofore an Imperial Free City, but 
is now under the Dominion of the 
Elector of Brandenburgh , who 
Oftober 14. 1655. opened here 
an Univerlity, Gerardus Mer- 
cator, the great Geographer of his 
time, died here in 1594. 

Duvina. See Dwina. 

Dulcigno, Dolcigno, Olchinum, 
Olcinum, Ulcinum, a City of Al!- 
bania, which is a Biſhops See, un- 
der the Archbiſhop of Antrvarz, 
which has a ſafe Port on the Vene- 
tian Gulph, ſeated between Budoa 
. to the North, ard Lodr:m to the 
South, twenty four French Miles 
from Scutarz to the Welt. This 
City is under the Dominion of the 
Turks, and reduced to a mean 
condition. 

Dulcinde, a part of Carmania 
' Deſerta, upon the entrance of the 
* Perſian Gulph, an hundred twenty 
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five German Miles South of Or- 
mus, there is a City, River, and 
Province of this name. T 
Dummer-Zee, Dummeria , a 
great Lake in Germany, which 
heth between Mounſter to the 
Welt, Oſnaburgh to the South, 
and Dzepholt to the North , the 
River Hunt runs through 1t, which 
falls into the Weſel a little b:low

tween. him and Pompey, the Ro- 
mans , made little --progreſs here; 
though they kept- their; ground 
till the Reign of Claudius, 'who 
eatred Brz:ain 1n perſon, though 
he ſaid not long; his General, 
Aulus Plautius,carried on the War, 
and took in the greatelt part of 
this Iſland, which is now called 


England, and under him Veſþa- 


ſian learned the Art of War. Dz- 
dius Avitus, facceeded as General, 
and Nero as Emperor, under whom 
the Romans were in great danger 
of an utter extirpation from the 
the Britans : but this ſtorm blow-' 
ing over, they Conquered all they _ 
cared for, and that was as fur as 
the Fyrths of Galloway, and 
Edenburgh in Scotland ; but their 
ordinary and ſtanding bounds were 
between New-Caſte and Carlsſlz: 
They continued their poſſeſſion 
till the year of Chriſt 433. and 
then withdrew to defend their 
nearer Deminions, on the Conti- 
nent, againſt the prevailing barba- 
rous Northern Nations. In 449. the 
Sq4xons were called in to help the 
Q Britans 
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Britans againſt the P;#s. (Tho'e 
Nations that had never b:en fub- 
ject to the Romans, in the North of 
Britain.) And in 455. Herg1ft ſet 
* up the Kingdom of Kent, and be- 
gan the Conqueſt of the Brztifh. 
By the year 819. the Heptarchy, 
or ſeven Kingdoms of the Saxons, 
United in one, under Egbert King 
of the Weſt Saxons ; which Uni- 
on received its utmoſt perfection 


under Alfrid, about 873. But- 


the Danes who had given occaſion 
to this Union. purſuing their de- 


predations, at laſt Conquered the 


| Saxons mn 1018. .and fet up a 
Prince of their own, Sweno. 
In 1042. Edward the Confeflor 
reſtored the Saxon Line, which 
was broken again by W3llzam the 


ueror in ' 1066. But the 
bl was again reſtored by 
Henry IL. in 1155. Edward 1. 


United Wales in 1246. King 
Henry IL. began, and King Fohn 
finiſhed the Conquelt of Ireland, 
about the year 1184. In the 
Reign of Richard I. his Brother. 
And 1n the year 1602. Fames I. 
King of Scotland,ſucceeding Queen 
Elizabeth of bleſſed Memory, 
United Scorland to England. And 
the late Rebelton in 1640. ended 
in 1660. by the Reſtitution of 
Charles the Mercitu] and Juft. So 
'that the Common-wealth the Fa- 
ctious would have erected here in 
the State, and the Anarchy they 
| ſettled in the Church, were of no 
| great duration, though the Mifſe-

Engur, Aſtelfus, A River of 
Afia, which ſpringeth from Mount

Tops , twenty* Miles North of 
Chobus, another River of the ſame 
Country. 

Engury, Ancyra, a City of Ga- 
latia, in the Lefler A/ia, upon the 
River Parthenius, now Sangars, 
which falls into the Black Sea at 
Cangary. This was the Metropo- 
lis of Galatia, yet ſeated in the 
Confines of Paphlagonta, on an 
advanced ground , and made fa- 
mous by the Council here held in 
314. and another in 357. It 1s 
called by the Turks, Enguri, or 
 Engouri, and Angours, or An- 
gurs, it ſtands fifty Miles to the 
Eaft from Scutari, and fixty from 
Smyrna to the North-Eaſt. It is 
now conſiderable, and the Capital 
of one of the Turkiſþ Provinces 
in 4jia. Mithridates, the famous 
King of Pontus, was overthrown 
by Pompey near this City. And 
Bajazet the Turk, 1m the year 
1403. was in the ſame place taken 
Priſoner by Tamer/ane the Scy- 
thian Conqueror.

Ens, Claudivium, Claudionum, 


J Aſus, is both a River and a City 


of Auſtria, the River riſeth in the 
Biſhoprick of Sal/isbyrgh, near 
Rachſtad , and running North- 
Eaſt as far as Newmarcke, it takes 
inthe River of Ce! al, and turning 
Narth-Welt it meets the Steyr, at 
Steyr Caſtle, and there it turns to 
the North, and waſheth the Eaſt 
fide of the City of Ens, halt a 
German Mile; beneath which it falls 
into the Danube, twenty three Miles 
Welt of Vienns, and three Mile; 
Eaſt of Lintz. Near this City 
there is a Bridge over the Danube, 
on the North-Welt fide of the 
Town. 

 Enſiſherm, Enſthemium, a ſroall 
City in A/ſatis, upon the River 
1, two Miles Weſt of Newen- 
burgh, and ſomething leſs North 
of Mulbauſen, five Miles North- 
Welt from Baſu. This was once 


the Capital of the Higher A!ſacra, 


and the Seat of the Parliament, 
or Chamber of that Province ; but 
it is now in the Hands of the 
French. 

Epheſus, Efeſo, one of the moſt 
ancient and noble Cities of the 
Lefler Afia, ſeated upon the River 
Cauſter, Cayſtrus, 1n the Province 
of ſoma, on the Shoars of the 


Archipelago, North of the Iſle of 


Samos, which was heretofore one 
of the greateſt , ad molt Cele- 
brated Cities of Ajia , beiore 1t 
fell into the Hands of the depo- 
pulating Saracens, and Turks, who 


ſeem to have heen defigned- by 
Heaven for the "eB, BE de- 
{troyers of ancient Cities , Or ra- 
ther of mankind, there is ſo much 
deſolation where ever they have 
long Ruled. This City is fo an- 
cient, that it 1s generally believed 
to have been built by the Ama- 
Fons. It was built at firit on ta> 
low a ground, and therefore ſuf- 
tering much by Inundations, Ly-. 


ſ[imachus, one of the Succeflors of 


Alexander the Great, removed it 
into that place where 1t now 
ſtands, and called it Ar/inoe, by 
the name of his Wife ; but after 
his death, 1t reafſumed its ancient 
name. P:iny calls tiie Temple of 
D:ana here built, Admiratranem 
Grace magneficentie, The wonder 
of the Grecian magnificence, ; 
reckons it amangi{t the wonders of 
the World, this was burnt that 
mght Alexander the Great was 
born. Xerxes, though he ruined 
many of "the Afiatzck Temples, 
yet he ſpared this The Romans 
Conquered this City under Artie 
chus King of Syria, an hundred. 
and eighty years before the birth gf 
our Saviour, and in their ftirft Afi- 
atick War, Nero plundered it, and 
the Goths under Gallienus deltroy- 
ed it. St. Paul firſt Planted: the 
Chriſtian Faith here, and wrote 
cne af: his Epittles to this Church. 
St. Fobn the beloyed Apoſtle, lived, 
and wrote, and in probability died 
here. And St. T:mothy was its rf 
Biſhop after St. Paul. The third 
General Council was held here int 
the year 431. under Theodoſius Ju- 
nor, againilt Neſtor:us, There was 
a ſmaller Council here, in 198. 
concerning the Celebration of Eg+

When this City 
came firſt into the Hands of the 
Turks, T cannot now affiign ; but 
it 1s certain they call it Fjaſalouc, 
and that it is:a poor deſolate V1l- 
age, though it hath a fine Haven, 
and an old ruined Caſtle. This 
City lies forty Miles from Smyrna 
to the South. Long. 55. 45. Lat. 
39- oo. All the Inhabitants of this 
City now are about forty or fifty 
Families of Turks, without one 
Chriſtian amongſt them, living in 
a knot at the South fide of the 
Caſtle, and it is called Aſia Sabuck. 

Epideno, Apidanus, a River of 
Theſſalza, called ſometimes Epedo- 
na ; it ariſeth from Mount Bor- 
mio, and waſhing Pharſal:a, (ta- 
mous for the overthrow of Pom- 
pey the great, by Ceſar) falls into 


'the River Onocoro, (Penens) a- 


bove Lariſſa, with a very ſwift 
Current. 

Epirus, 18a Kingdom in Greece, 
which was anciently much Cele- 
brated, and had firſt Kings of its 
own, till the Macedonrans ſubje- 
ted it; it is bounded on the 
North by Macedonia,now Albanta, 
on the Eait -by Theſſalza, on the 
South by Achaia, now Livadza, 
and on the Welt by the Ionzan Sea, 
or Gulph of Venice. This Pro- 
vince is now ſometimes called the 
Lower A{bany. It is molt famous 
for 1's ancient King Pyrrhus, who 
invaded Italy, and beat the Ro- 
mans 'in the year of the World 
3669. two hundred ſeventy nine 
years before the birth of our Sa- 
viour. See Florus, lib. r. cap. 18. 
'This Kingdom was reduced to the 
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Macedontan fubjeCtion, by Philsp, 


and Alexander the Great, but Pyr- 
rhus not only recovered it, but 
Conquered, and for ſome time kept 
Macedonia. The Romans ſubdued 
it next, and Paulus Amilius laid 
it deſolate, Sacking in one day fe- 
venty Cities, and Capfivating an 
hundred and fifty thouſand Eps- 
rots, without any provocation:—In 
the Diviſion of the * Empire, this 
Country fell to the Eaſtern, and 
continued fo till the taking of 
Conſtantinople, after which it had 
Princes of 1ts own again, till the 
year 1466. when by the death of 


George Caſtriot , commonly cal-N 


led Scanderbeg, it was reduced un- 


der the Domimion of the Twrks, 


under whom it {till is, excepting 
Corfu, and ſome other ſmall 
Iſlands, which are under the Ve- 
netians. 

Epiſcopra, Curium, once a City 
of the lifle of Cyprus, now a great 
Village, which 1s yet a Biſhops See 
amongt the Greeks : it lies on the 
South fide of the Iſland, Eaſt of 
Paphos, and not far fromm' the 
South-Welt Cape, in a Bay, called 
heretofore Cur1.

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Efcurid!, a Village in New Ca- 
ftrle, upon the River Guadarna, 
ſeven Leagues from Madrid to 
the Weſt, and twenty four from 
Toledo to the North; in which 


Philip 11. King of Spain, built a 


moſt Magnificent Monaſtery, and a 
{tately Church 1m hoour of S. Lau- 
rence, as a grateful Memorial of 
the Victory obtained again!t Hen- 
7y H. King of Fravce, at the Bat- 
tel of S.Q/7ntin in P:cardy, in the 
Year 1557. in which he ſpared no 
Expence that might contribute to 
' the Magnificence a:d Ornament of 
it ; infomuch as ke 1s ſaid to have 
ſpent twenty Millions of Gold on 
this Structure. And fince that 
time the Kings of Spain have been 
buried in a Noble Chappel here cal- 
Itd the Pantheon ; but this noble 
Fabrick ſuffered much by Fire in 
the Year 1671. in which a vaſt Li- 
brary periſhed. 

Effagues, Ri:ſp.e, a ſmall City in 
tne Kingdom of Tiunn ; 1t wis 
a Biſhops See, but it 1s now rut- 
ned. 
© Efino, ſis, Eſis., a River in the 
Marca Ancomtana in Tra'y. It 
arifeth from the Apennzne, and 
running Eat, waſhetn. Feſt, aud 
then falls into the Aariatich Sea, 
one mile North of Ancona. This 
was once the Northern Boundaiy 
of Italy. 

Eſ:cdale, Fſkia, a County in 
Seartand, bounded by Cumberland 
on the South, Annandale .on the 
Welt, Twedale on the North, ad 
Tivedale on the Faſt; it takes its 
Name from the River Eſ%, which 
runs through it, and falls into the 
Tn FEY | 


 Eſkihiſſar, Laodicea, a City of 
the Letler A/ia, upon the River 
Lycus, near its fall into the Mean- 
der. It was built by Antiochus 
the Son of Stratonica, whoſe Wife 
was called Laodicea, and from her 
he gave this Name to the City. It 
1s now totally ruined, and not in- 
habited, though it was once an 
Archbiſhops See, who had ſixteen 
Suffragan Biſhops under him. This 
Turkiſh Name 1t now has ſignifies 
the O/d Cajtle. The Ruins of this 
Place ſhew 1t to have been a very 
great City, fituate upon fix or fe- 
ven Hills, encompatling a large 
ſpace of ground twenty miles di- 
{tant from Coſloſs to the North- 
Eaſt, and five from H:erapolis, and 
about a mile and a half diitant from 
the River Lycus, which here wa- 
tereth a fruitful Plain. It "hath 
three Theatres of White Marble, as 
beautiful, and intire as if they were 
lately buiit, and a C:rcrs as itately. 
But then the Town 1s totally deio- 
late, and inhabited by nothing but 
Wolves, Foxes and:Chacals, a Den 
of D:igo!is, Snakes and Vipers; 
neither hath it the Title of an Arch- 
biſhops See, as Sezgnzor Feraro, and 
others have affirmed, God having 


ſpit it out of his Month as threat-WW 


ned in the Revz/atzon, and made it 
an Example of his Juſtice and Ve- 
racity. Sce Mr. Hhce/er. p. 264. 
See L auaicina. We. 

Efla, Eftola, a River of the King- 
dom of Leon. It wafſheth Leon 
and Benovento, and taking 1n the 
Orbico, falls into the Duero, be- 
tween Samora to the Eaſt, and M:- 
randa to the Welt. * | 

Efling, or Eſſing, Eſflinga, a 
fma!l Imperial and Free City,1n the 
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Dukedom of Wirtenburg in Schwa- 
ben in Germany, upon the River 
Necker , nine mil-s from Sprer to 
the South-Eaſt, and the ſame di- 
ſtance from U/m to the North- 
Weſt. Thisis now under the Pro- 
tection of the Duke of Wirtenburg, 
and 1s ſmall, 1ll built, and has (uffer- 
ed much in the late Wars. 

Eſne. See Aiſne. 

Eſpinal, Spinalium, a (mall City 
in the Dukedom of Lorain upon 
the Maes, four Leagues from the 
Confines of Burgundy to the 
North, anda little leſs from Remzr- 
monet. 

Eſſech, Murſa, a Town and 
Caſtle in Sc/avonza, at the conflu- 
ence of the Drave and the Danube, 
where great Actions have been 
done. The Town ftands low, and 
the Streets are Planked with Trees, 
as Dr. Brown aſſures us who hath 
ſeen it. Upon one fide of the 
Gate is part of a Roman Inſcripti- 
on, M £LIAN: and on the 
other a Maids Head of Stone. In 
or near this place Conſt antius de- 
feated Magnentius the Ulurper, 
and Murtherer of Conſtantin I. in 
the Year 359. The Town 1s great 
and Populous, by reaſan of the 
great Trade and Commerce on the 


. account of the Patſage. But then 


it 1s not ſtrong, and therefore the 
Turks have of late beſtowed much 
coſt and pains in fortifying it. This 
Town being in the Year 1537. in 
the time of So/yman the Magnif- 
cent, affaulted, proved too ſtrong, 


-or was too well defended for them 


to have any good ſucceſs againſt it. 
But that which is the great wonder 
is the Bridge over the Drave, and 
the Marſhes on both fides ; this 


Bridge is five miles over, having 
Rails on both fides, and Towers 
of Wood at every quarter of a mile. 
It was built by Solyman the Ma- 
gmticent in 1521. fo ſoon as ever 
he had taken Belgrade : it is fo 
broad that three Wagons may goa 


| breaſt ,, and is all built of Oaken 


Timber. Count Nicolas Serms 
burnt part of this Bridge in 1664. 
This neceflitated the Turks to build 
that part a little nearer the Danube, 
becauſe they could not without 
great Charges and difficulty pluck 
up the remainder of the Trees 
which the Water had preſerved 
from the fire. By this Bridge all 
the Turkiſþ Armies uſe to pals be- 
tween Hungary and Conſtantinople, 
and it was near this place that the 
unfortunate Lewis King of Hun- 
gary in the Year 1526. was defeat- 
ed, in attempting to itop Soly- 
mans paſſige into his Kingdom. 
Count Leſly Aug. 15. 1635s. burnt 
this Bridge the ſecond time, and 
polleſfſed himſelf of the Town of 
EſJech , but the Caſtle holding out, 
he burnt the Stores of War, and 
blew up their Magazins, and Plun- 
dred the Town and left it. Inthe 
Winter of the Year 1636. the 
Turks began to buiid this Bridge 
after another way, by driving rows 
of Trees into the Earth, and filli 
up the ſpace with Earth, that fo 1t 
might not be ſo ſubject to be run- 
ed by fire : but the Duke of Lo- 
rain, fune 15+ 1687. put an end 
to this Work, drove the Tiwrks over 
the Drave, and in a few days in- 
tirely ruined what Eight thouſand 
men had been many Months un 
building. But purfuing his defigr 
.and pafling the'Drave to take that 
O4 un 
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important Place, he found: the 
Prime Viſier there Poſted with all 
the Forces he could raiſe, lodged 
11 a yery advantageous Polt, wich 
tle Danube on the left, a Wood 
on the right hand, the Town and

before him, between which ard his 
Camp was a Dike twenty foot 
deep and for:y broad, and two

Redonbts, with Sixty 
thouſand Men within 1t, ar:d one 
hunJred Cannoiz,, whereupon the 
Duke of Lorazrn retreated Frime 20.

Eſſckebe, Eſſequebia, one of the 
principal Rivers of South America. 
It arifeth in Guzana, near to the 
Lake of Parime, and running E iſt- 
ward, and improving 1ts Streams 
by addition of many ſmaller Rivers 
it falls into the North Sea, near 
Meapuer, 1n Long. 318. The Duc» 
who have many Plantations upon 1t, 
Call 1t by this Name. 

Eilcx, Eſſexta, 1s a County in 
the Eaftt of Engiand, Inhabited 
heretofore by the Trinobantes in 
It 1s bounded on the North 
by Suffolk and Camvridgeſhire : 
on the Weit by Harrford and 
Mzaddleſex, on the South by Kent, 


and on the Eatt by the German 


Sea ; the principal! City 1n 1t 1s Cole- 
cheſter. This County 15 very iruit- 


ful, full of Noble men, and Get- 


tlemens Houſes.” The prizcipal Rt 
vers which Water this: County are 
the Srour, which divideth 1t trom 


Suffe/k , the Thames from Kent, 


the Ley from Middleſex, andthe 
Euttle Stour from Harttordſkire, 
which betdes their trutful Mea- 
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riage afford it plenty of Fiſh; and 
beſides theſe, there is the 1//, the 
C: ouch, the Chel/me, the Blackwa- 
ter, and the Colne, which ariſe and 
fall within this County, and many 
ot them are great Rivers. Beſide 
there are many ſmaller ones, whole 
Names cannot be taken in here:

Eſtampes, Stampe, a Town 
and Duchy in Beaufſe in France. 
The Town (tands upon a River of 
the ſame Name, ten Leagues from 
Parsy to the South, and thirteen 
from Charrres to the Eaſt, and 
{1xteen from Orleans to the North. 
It is mentioned in Georgius Turo- 
nenſis, Aimonius and other French 
Hiitorians. It 1s placed on the 
Some, at the Confluence of an 0- 
ther ſmall River, which 1s fome- 


times called / Tone, and ſometimes 
La rivere d' Eſtampes. | 
Ejtaple, a Sea-Port Town 1n 


France, in the County of Boulogne, 
ſixteen miles North of Dreppe, 
and ten trom Calar South. Eſte, 
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dows, and the convenience of Car-" 


Eſte, Ateſte, a Town in the Do- 


 minion of the State of Venice, men- 


tioned by Pliny and Taczeus, and 
which was once a Biſhops See, un- 
der the Patriarch of Aquzleia. It 
{tands in the Diſtrict of Padua, 
upon the httle Medoacus, or the 
River Bachiglione, which waſhing 
the Walls of Vicenza, and then Eſte 
falls into the Vener:zan Gulph, 
twelve miles from Padua to the 
South, and forty from Verona to 
the Eaſt. The Dukes of Modena 
in Jealy ( of which Illuſtrious 
Houſe: Mary the preſent Queen of 
England 1s) take their Name from 
this Place ; they were before a great 
while Dukes of Ferrara. 

Eſtella, a {mall City in the King- 
dom of Navarr, upon the River 
Eza, where it receives the Vreder 
eight miles from Pampelona to 
the South, and the ſame diſtance 
from Calahorrato the North. See 
Ega. | 

Eſten, Eſthonia, a conſiderable 
Province in the North of Livonia, 
which was heretofore under the 
Poles, but 1s now under the Swedes. 
It lies- between the Sznus Finns- 
cits, a part of the Baltick Sea 
to the North, and Lettonia, Lie- 
fland to the South, and the Bay of 
Riga to the Welt, and Ingria a 
Province of Ruſſia to the Eatit, the 
chiet City in 1t 1s Reve/ which is 
the Capital of this Province, which 
is ſometimes called Eaſtland. 

Eſtepa, Aſtapa, A City or great 
Town in Andaluſia in Span, ſeat- 
e:] upon an Hill in the Confines of 
the Kingdom of Granada, about 
five miles from the River Szngulzs, 
now Xen, ſeventeer; miles from 
Loxa, upon the fame River to the 
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Weſt, twelve from Malaga to the - A | 
North, and ſeventeen from Sevs/ to 


the South-Ealt. This ſprung out of I 
the Ruins of Aſtapa, an old Iberzan * 


City, or Phanician Colony ; which 
being befieged by Marcellus a Ro- | 
man General, the Inhabitants burnt * 
themfelves with their Wives and © 
Children, and all they had, that 
they might not fall into the hands 
of the Romans, as Livy faith. 
Ejtozteland, Eſtotilandia, a great 
Tract of Land in the North'of Ame- 
74ca towards the Artick Circle, 
and Hudſons Bay, having New 
France on the South, and Fames's _ 
Bay to the Welt. This is a part of _ 
Canada, and is now commonly 
called New Britain; and Terra 
Laborators. It was the firſt of 
American Shoars which 
was diſcovered , being found b 
ſome Frzeſland Fiſhers, whuct 
were crivea hither by a Tempelt; 
and cat upon theſe Shoars almoſt 
two hundred years before Colum- 
bus his diſcovery. And after this 
in the Year 1390. Nzcolas and An- 
tonius Zenz, two Brothers that 
were Veretzan Gentlemen, at the 
Charges of Zichins King of Frae- 
/land, Sailed thither, and took a 
view the ſecond time of theſe 
Shoars. After which Fohn Skolwuo 
a Polonian in the Year 1456. about 
eighty fix years after the firſt dt- 
{covery, Sailing paſt Norway, 
Greenland, and Frie/land; and en- 
tering into the Streight beyond the 
Artick Circle, arrived at this Coun- =: 
try. This whole Country is Moun- _ ? 
tainous, overgrown with Woods, © 
and full of all manner of Wild and 
Savage Beaſts, and is only known 


as to the Shoars, but yet the Soil. is 1 
Eftre- 


fruithil, Hofman. 
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Eſftremadura, Extremadura, 8 
a Province of the Kingdom of Por- 
tugal, which lies at the Mouth of 
the Tagus, upon the Weſtern Oce- 
an. It is bounded on the North 
by Berra, on the Weſt and South 
it has the Ocean, and on the Eaſt 
the reſt of Portugal. The princi- 
pal City of this Province 1s Lrsbon, 
which is alſo the Capital of this 
Kingdom , and it is divided into 
ſix Counties, which they call Co- 
MAYCAECS. 

There was anciently another Pro- 
vince called La Eſtremadura de 
Caſtilla, which took its Name he- 
cauſe it was Extrema Durits, for 
that on the North it was bounded 
by the Durins, or Donero, a great 
River of Sparm, on the Welt it 


was ſeparated from the Kingdom 


of Leon, by the Rivers Heban, and 
Rigamon, and from thence it ex- 
_ tended by the Rivers Gradarrama, 
which waſheth Madrid, and Somo- 
fierra, to the Fountains of the Ri- 
ver Douero; fo that it was one hun- 
dred Spaniſh Leagues in Compaſs, 
and Segovia was the Capital of this 
Province: but as Xzmeres faith, at- 
ter it was united to Caſtzle, it loſt 
this Name, which yet in after times 
was given to other Provinces. 
Etſch, Atheſis, a River of Italy 
called by the Iralians, Adige ; by 
the Germans E:ch. It ſpringeth 
out of Mount Brenna one of the 
higheſt of the A/pine Mountains in 
Tirol, and paſſing through a Terri- 
tory of E:/chlender, which takes its 
Name from it ; it leaves. Meran 
and Bolſano ( confiderable Towns ) 
on the Eaſt; and turhing South 1t 
takes in the Rivers Erfock ( which 
falls by Brixcn ) Neves, and La- 
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vi ſium, and then watereth the fa- 
mous City of Trent, beneath which . 
it admits Perzene, and ſo goes on 
to Verona, which it divides in its 
patlage ; ſo pailing Legnano, Rovi- 
go and Angwlara, it talls into the 
Adriatick Sea by Po, dz Foſſone, in 
later Maps called Porto de,!” 4dige, 
eighteen miles South of Venice, and 
three North of the Mouth of the 
Po. 
Etna, MFtna, a Mountain in the 
Eaſt of Szc::y, which perpetually 
belcheth out Fire and Smoke. It 
1s called by the Italians il Mongi- 
bello; by the French Le Mont G:- 
bel; by the Arabians Gibel; that 
1s th? Mountain. It 1s the greateſt 
as well as the molt known Moun- 
tain 1n all S:c/y : It ſtands in the 
Dioceſs of Cataxea, and is nine miles 
high, an] fifty m compaſs. The 
South 1fid2 of it is Planted with 
Vines, the Nerth overg-rown with 
Woods, aid on the Eait fide from 
the Top of it to Catanea, it isall 
Cultivated, and employed to one 
uſe or another. At ſome times it 
rageth more than at others, and 
particularly in the Year 1169. 1329. 
when it had not flamed of many 
years before, in 1408. 1444. 1447. 
1526. 1566. 1579. -At which time 
it damaged Catanea, ard its Fields 
more- tnan was uſual. But the grea- 
telt Rage was in the Year 1669. 
when i ſent out four Rivers of. 
melted Earth, Stones, and Rocks, 
which paſſing from the top of the 
Mountain, deſcended down its fides, - 
and through the Fields into the 
Fea, and there they maintained their 
Torrent a mile in the Waters, be- 
fore they were able to tame theſe 
raving and furious Sons of V _

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Not only the City of Catanea ap- 
prehended a ſudden and inevita- 
ble ruin, but men thought the 
_ _ $S wor Spa have 
been deſtroyed, and that by de 

this Fire <a have make the 
whole Rock upon which this Iſland 
is founled ; however, it deſtroyed 
fifteen Caſtles or great Houſes, 
and did an ineltumable muſchief 
befides. Yet after all, the top of

Fez, one of the greateſt Cities 
in Africa, but now declining ; 
it is the Capital of a Kingdom of 
the ſame name, in- the Welt of 
Barbary ; this is faid to have been 
built by the Moors in the year 
786. It is divided into three 
parts, Bel/erda, which 1s a part of 
Old Fez, which contains four 
thouſand Families ; Old -Fez, pro- 
perly. ſo called, mn which are eight 
hundred Families, and New Fez, 
which has about eight thouſand 
Families : Old Fez which 1s the 
moſt Weſtern, lies upon Hills and 
Valleys intermixed, and- has fifty 
Moſques, which are very beauti- 
ful, and fix hundred ſmall ones. 
The New Fez lies in a molt-plea- 
ſant Plain, and has a double Wall, 
which is very high and ſtrong, and 
{tands near the River Unzon, above 
a Mile from Old Fez.- Fhe learned 
Orrelzus: tells us, Fez 1n. the Ara- 
bick Tongue ſignthes Gold. That 
the City 18. built in. the middle of 
the Kingdom of Fez. That the 
greateſt part of the City ſtands 
upon. Mountains and Hills; ſo 
that there is no Plain but 1n: the 
middle of it. That tie Riveren- 
tereth into the City by two ways 
only, and then that it-i diftuſeth 1t 
ſelf into innumerable Branches and 
Channels, ſo that there: 1s ſcarce a 
private Houſe that has not a Branch 
of the River belonging to it, and 
that the relt of the water palling 
through the Common Sewers, do 
ckanſe the City, The. greateſt

part - of the Houſes are built of 
Stone or painted Brick... Thatcach 


Houſe has. a Tower: tor their di- | 


vertiſement, that the great Moſque 
called Carruen, is half a Mile in 
compaſs, and has: thirty, -one Gates 
of vaſt height. The Territory 
belonging /to -it extends from the 
River Burprage to the River Gnave, 
and on the N.from the River Suba, 
to the foot of Mount Arias South, 
which 1s ee NE apa of 
Fez, and was called by the Romans, 
Volubity, This: Kingdam of Fez 
was erected by Abdulack in the 
year 1212. and was long fince 
united to the Kingdom of Morocco. 
This Kingdom was a part of Maru- 
ritania Tingitana , and has for 
a Century of years and -more, ſuf- 
tered great. and frequent Mutatt- 
ons, and \Infurrections. .: They are 
the greateſt. Bigots of all that 
imbrace the Mabometan Faith, 
and the moſt bitter and-mplacable 
enemies of. the Chriſtian Rebgion, 
and have totally extirpated 1t in 
thoſe Regions, where there were 
once. many -great and flouriſhing 
Churches. The Kingdom of Fez 
is bounded on the North by the 
Streights of Gibraltar , and the 
Mediterranean Sea, on the Welt 
by the. Atlantick, Ocean, on the 
South by the Kingdom of - Moroc- 
co, from which-it 1s divided by the 
River Azamor, and on the: Eaſt by 
the Kingdom of A/gier. It 1s now 
by reafon of their great inteſtine 
Wars, much depopulated and 
ruined. kid 
Fezzen, a Province of Biele- 
dulgerida, which is a Defart.. 
| Eee, a Caſtle upon - the Ti- 
bur, fifteen Miles North of Rome, 
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which is enn6bled with the Title of 
a Dukedom. | 

Fitlari, Lycormas, a River of 

ZMtolid, which waſheth Carden, 
now Galata, a Village on the Bay 
of Theſſalonica, on the Archipe- 
lapo. 
E idonsft Achzllea, an Iſland in 
the Enxine Sea 2: and alſo a Penin- 
ſala catled of old Dromos Ach1lls, 
at the Mouth of the Boryſhenes, 
on the Eaftern fide. It ſeems to be 
the ſame with Japors. 

Eiechrelberg, Suditi £5 Hercinis 
Montes, a Ridge of Mountains 
which incircle Bohemza, dividing it 
from Franconia to the Welt, out 
of which ſpring theſe great Rivers 
called: Menus, the Mayn, which 
entereth the R-ine at Mentz. 2.Sa- 
la, the Saal, which falls into the 
Elb at | Bernberg. g. Epra, the 
Eger, which falls ito the Elbe, at 
Leurmerit; in Bohemia. 4. Na- 
bus, the Nab, which falls into the 
Danube above Ratrbone. 

Fieſoo, a City of Caria, called 
anciently: Phuſca, in the later Maps 
Fi{chio, a little more North than 
the-Iſle of Rhodes, and on the Me- 
arterranean Sea. | 
" Fife, Fifa, a County in Scoe- 
land, between the Fyrch of Tay 
to the North, and that of Edixbuwy 
to the South, and the German & 
cean tothe Eait, and Serarbern and 
Menterth to 'the-Welſt. It is one 
of the greateſt in Scorland, as being 
eighty four Scorch miles in Cireun, 
and is-alfo one of the 'moſt fruitful 
and beft inhabited parts of all that 
Kingdom, and full of confiderable 
Towns and Places ; the principal 
of which is S. Andrews the Metro- 
politan Sce of that Kingdom.

Caytr#s, now Chzaz, thirty 
two German miles Eaſt of Smyrna. 
It is called by the Turks Allachars, 
or Alla-Scheyr, that is the City 9 
God. It was of old an Epiſcopal 
Sce, under Sardus, but it's now the 
Met: opolzs, and 1s in a tolerable E- 
{tate under the Turks, being buik 
amongſt the Hills and Mountains, 
it has 1n all tanes been much ſub- 
ject tothe violence of Earthquakes 
Thus js one of the feven Churches of 
Ajia, mentioned in the Revelati- 
ons, Long. 57. 41. Lat. 4o. 15. 
There 1s here now about” two hun- 
dred houſes 'of Chrittians, and four 
Churches: © This City preſerved it 
ſelf againſt the Turks, after all the 
rett of Aſia was Conquered, unde 
Orchanes, and the two Morats, 
till the tume of Bajazert 1. who be- 
gan his Reign in the Year 1387. 
and Reigned nine years, and then 
was taken by Tamerlane. And s 
they held out fonper, fo they fub- 
mircted on better terms, and Gol 
has preſerved them, as hepromiſed 
he would, even from the perfidy 
and rage of the deftroying Turks. 
See Revel. 3. 8, 10, Wheelers Tre 
vels p. 265, 
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Fillech, Fillecum, a City of the 
Upper Hungary, five German miles 
from Agria to the North, and the 
ſame diitance from Cafſovia to 
the Welt. It ſtands on the Rode 
which leads from Presburg, to the 
Cities in the Mountains, and to 
Tranhlvania, and Caſſovia, upon 
the River Gayen , which falls into 
the Danube over againſt Gran, 1n 
the County of Fabe/. There was 
here alſo a Caſtle, and the Town 
being a Frontier, was Walled and 
very ttrong. This was taken by the 
Turks 1n 1560. and retaken by the 
Imperialsſts 1n 1593. It was a- 
gain taken by the Baſſa of Great 
Waradin in 1652. And becauſe 
he and the Tekel:ites could not agree 
about it, He diſmantled and de- 
ſerted it. 

Filippo, Philipps, a City of Ma- 
cedonza, on the Confines of Thrace ; 
ſeated on a ſteep Hill, about five 
German miles from the Archrpela- 
go to the Welt, on the Golfo de 
Conteſſa, North of the 4g1os Oros, 
which was either built or repaired 
by Philip King of Macedonia, 
from whom it has its Name. It 
was afterwards a Roman Colony, 
and mentioned as ſuch in the Atts 
of the Apoſtles. S. Pau! Preached 


the Chriitian Faith here, and wrote 


one of his Epiſtles to this Church. 
It isalſo famous for a Battel fought 


near this Ciy between Pompey and 


Cz2/ar ; and another between Au- 
guſtus and Caſſius. In the Primi- 
tive tunes it was an Archbiſhops 
See, but it is almoſt buried in its 
own Ruins now, and deſolate. See 
dt; Plilippepeti, called 
Filizppopols, Philisppopols, calle 
by the Fks Fill gas Preſrem, 


is a City and Archbiſhops See in 
Thrace, upon the River Hebrus, 
now Mer:i7a, between Sardice to 
theWeſt,and Adrianople to the Eaſt; 
one hundred miles from Conſtants- 
nople, ninety from Philzpps to the 
Weſt. Here was an Arr:an Synod 
held in the Year 349. And here 
Fulian the Apoſtate was when he 
co the _—_ of the wage fn 
Conftantius ; and thereupon di 
vered his concealed Apoſtacy. Fre- 
derick BarbaroſJa the Firit, in the 
Year 1189. took this City and 4» 
drianople from the Turks, which 
Was again retiion from the Chri- 
ſtuns by Amurarth 1n 1359. This 
City was bwlt by Phzlip the Roman 
Emperor, and is now 1n a flouriſh- 
ng On ſb Son _ 
refzdence of a Turk? AC 
or Governour, under the Poba of

Finichia, one of the preſent 
Names of C:lic:a, a Province of the 
Leſſer Aſia next Syr#4s 

Finland, Finlandia, Fenns, Fin- 
nia, . Fionnona, 18 a very ſpatious 
Country, which was heretofore a 
diſtindt Kingdom, but is now ſub- 
ject to the Crown of Sweden. It 
is bounded on the North by De- 
ſarts or unknown Countries fron 
which it is ſeparated by the Lake 
and River Vla Tresk: on the Weſt 
it has the Botner Sea, a Branch of 
the Baltick; on the South the 
Bay of Finland, another Branch of 
it; and on the Eaſt it 1s bounded 
by the Dominions of the Great

- Duke of Mvyſcovy. It contains ſe- 


veral very great Provinces, as Ci4- 
nia, Tavaſthia, Nylandza, Carelia, 
Savolaxia, and Finland, properly 


fo called ; which is the moſt Sou- 
P 4 thern 
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thern and moſt Noble. Aboa a 
Town ſeated upon. the River Au- 
' r0joks, over againft the Ifle of A- 
land, is the Capital of this King- 
dom, and the Seat of the Swed: 
Viceroy. This Kingdom was firſt 
Conquered to the Crown of Smwe- 
den 1n the Year 1384. by Erick 
one of their Kings. In 1571. the 
Muſcovites intending a Conqueſt 
fell into it with a Savageneſs and 
Cruelty hardly to be expreſfled, or 
believed ; but were recalled by an 
Irruption of the Tartars upon their 
own Countreys. This Country is 
called by the Inhabitants and 
Swedes, Finner; by the Danes Fin- 
der ; by the Germans Fennen ; 
by the Du:zch Ftnlander, Cl#- 
- werims laith, that 1t is a conſidera- 
ble part of the Kingdom of Smwe- 
den ; and that it 1s frmtfu!, and aft- 
forts excellent Patturage. 
 Finmark, Finmarchia , called 
by the Inhabitants Taakemarch 
and Finmark, is a Province of the 
Kingdom of Norway, on the We- 
ſtern Ocean. The Southern part of 
this | Province is ſubject to the 
Dang: - the Northern to the Swedes. 
This Country is barren, rocky, and 
covered with dreadful Woods, full 
of Bears and Wolves, and other ra- 
venous Beifts : the Inhabitants till 
of late hved in the Summer like 
the Nomades, wandring from place 
to place, as the convenience of 
Water and Paſture invited them. 
The Princes under whom they now 
are, to reduce them from this va- 
grant way of living, granted the 
Lands to the firit ' Occupant, by 
which means ſome parts of it are 
Improved , but ' the more barren 
ean be uſed no other way, and there- 
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fore are left ſtil] in common. The 
Inhabitants are a mongerel ſort of 
Chriittans, extreamly ignorant, and 
barbarous; infamous for Witch 
craft, revengeful beyond belief, 
and as rugged as the Country they 
inhabit. | 

Fionda, a ſmall Village on the 
Shoars of the Mediterranean Sea, 
11 the Leſſer 4/12, in the Confines 
of Lycia, and Pamphylia, which 
in the Roman tunes was called Pha- 
ſels, and before Pityuſſa; it hes 
Ealt of the Chelidonian Rocks, and 
Weſt of Mount Maſicytus , two 
hundred and twenty Enzlz/h miles 
from the moſt Weſtern Cape of 
Cyprus, and two hundred and fe- 
venty from the moſt North-Eaſt 
Cape of Rhodes. It 1s a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of My- 
ra, now Stramita, but ſo very 
{mall, that little notice 15 taken of 
it in the later Maps.

_ Fuoniſſi, Lyſſus, a Town 1n Creet, 
Candia, on the Weitern Shoar ; 
but ne:r the moſt Southern Cape of

Fiſchio, Phujca, a Maritim City 
of Cara, in the Lefler Ajja, over 
againit the Ifle of Rhodes, about 
eighty four Enp/z/þ miles from 
Epheſus to the South. In the later 
Maps, 1t 1s placed much more to 
the Eatt, than the Ifle of Rhodes. 

 Flagania, Paphlagonia, a Pro- 
vince in the Lefler Aſia. See Paph- 
lagonia. | 

Flaiz, Flaicus, an Iſle of France, 
belonging to Saintorgne. 

Flanders, Flandria, 1s the grea- 
teft and Nobleſt of thoſe Seventeen 
Provinces, commonly - called the 
Low Countries. It is bounded on 
the Eaſt with Hainault and Bra- 
bant, on the Weit with the Br:- 
#:ſÞþ Ocean, on the North with the 
Seas of Fealand, and on the South 
in part by Arcos, and in gt by 
Hainault and Picardy ; of Kwhich 
Artos was at firlt a part, and after 
five or ſix deſcents, was reunited 
again to it. This Province, faith 
Ortelius, 1s moſt excellent Paſture, 
eſpecially to words the Wett. It af- 


_ fords excellent Kine, and Warlhke 


Horſes, and abounds in Butter and 
Cheeſe, and excellent Wheat. The 
people are much given to Mer- 
chancize, and Cloathing ; their 
Linnen { they baving plenty of Flax. 
and Hemp ) exceeds all other 
Countries ; and as to Woollen, they 
having the Wool from Spain and 
Enzland, wprove it by their In- 
duitry to a wonder, and then ſup- 
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all the World with the Pro. 
duct. But in this the Zeal of Phi- 
lip II. King of Sparn, - has altered 
the itate of things in a great de- 
gree. This Province has twenty 
cight walled Towns or Cities ; Ele- 
ven hundred and fifty Villages, be- 


ſides Forts, Caſtles, and Noble 


mens Houſes. The principal of 
which in Ortelius his tſme was 
Gaunt.” This great Province was 
divided into three Parts. 1. Flan- 
ders Flammengant-, which was 
bounded on the- Eaſt by the Im- 
perial Flanders, and the Scheld, 
Seas, 
on the North by the Seas of Jea- 
land, and on the South with Ar- 
tos and Flanders Gallicant ; the 
principal City of which was Gaunt: 
2. Imperial Flanders, ſoTalled, be- 
cauſe 1t was a Fee of the Empire. 
It is divided from Brabant, onthe 
Ealt by the River Dender, and from 
the Gallich Flanders, on the Weſt 
by the Scheld, on the North it has 
the River Dender, and on the South 
Hainau!t, the principal Town of 
this is Aloſt, whence it 1s now 
commonly called the County of 
Aloſt. 3. Flanders. Gallicant, is 
ſo called, becauſe the French 
Tongue was heretofore molt: ſpo- 
ken 1n it. This has Harnaule on 
the Exit, Artozs on the South, the 
Britiſh Sea on the Welt, and Flans 
ders Flammigant on the North, 
from which 1t is parted by the Ri- 
ver Leye; the chiefeft Town &s 
L' Ile, Inſula. This Province was 
firtt United to France by Dago- 
bert one of their Kings, by whom 
about the Year 621. it was Granted 
to Liderich de Buque, with the Ti- 
tl: of Fozeſter, In the Year 864. / 
it 
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it was Granted to Ba/dwin firſt by 
the Title of Earl of Flaxnders, the 
Sovereignty being reſerved to 
France, whoſe Homagers theſe 
Ezrls were. This Earldom by the 
Marriage of Philip Duke of Bur- 
gundy with Margaret: Daughter of 
Lewy de Malatin Earl of Flanders 
in the Year 1369. came into the 
Houſe of Burgundy, and ſo to the 
Houte of 565" urn by the Marriage 
of Mary Daughter ard Heir of 
Charles the Hardy, to Maximils- 
an Emperor of Germany, in the 
Year 1476. in which Family it {till 
1s. This though the Prime Earl 
dom of all Europe, _yet wasa Ho- 
mager to the Crown of France till 
Charles V. having taken Francis I. 
his Priſoner in the Battel of Pavy 
in1taly, by a Treaty at Madr:d, in- 
franchiſed this Noble Earldom from 
that Servitude. This Province 
fince the time of Phs/:p I. has been 
extream)y curtailed and Harraſled ; 
many of the Inhabitants fleeing 
then into E:g/ard, not only depo- 
pulated but impoveriſhed this Coun- 
try by carrying. away its Trade. 
_ Andthe Hollanders Revolting, not 
only added to this Calamity by a 
War of forty years continuance , 
but took from them ſeveral Towns 
in the Northern parts. And of 
fater times, the French have made 
the ſame devaſtations on the Sou- 
ithern parts : fo that.not above halt 
Flanders is now left to the Spant- 
ards, and that in a weak and decli- 
ring condition. 
 Flensburg, Flensburgum, a City 
of the Kingdom of Denmark, on 
the South. of Futland, upon the 
Bay of Flens, on the Baltick Sea, 
' 4 the Dukedom of Slefwick, four 
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German miles Weſt of the Iſle of 
Alſen , nine from Odenfee to the 
South-Weſt, and fix from Frede- 
richſtad to the North-Eaſt, It is 
but fmall, ſeated on high Hills with 
a large Haven, and a ſtrong Ca- 
{tle. TheCity is under the King of 
of Denmark, but the Territory 
which belongs to it is under the 
Duke of Holſtein Gottorp. Chr 
ftian V. King of Denmark was 
born here in the Year 1646. 

Fleury, Floriacum, a ſmall Town 
which has a Noble and an ancient 
Monaſtery of the Order of S. Be- 
mt ; (eated upon the Lozr, nine 
Leagues from Orleans to the Eaſt, 
three from Gergeau, and thirteen 
from Montargs. It ſtands accord- 
ing to ſome in Le Gaſtinos, and to 
others in the Dukedom of Orleans ; 
and deſerves to be remembered for 
the ſake of Hugo Floriacenſis, a 
Learned Monk of this Houſe, who 
wrote a Loyal and a Chriſtian Di- 
{courſe concerning the Origine of 
Monarchy, which he dedicated to 
Henry II. King of England, Pub- 
liſhed by Baluzzus 1n his Fourth 
Tome of Meſcellanses. There is 
another Fleury 1n the Dukedom of 
Burgundy, upon the River Ouſche, 
three Leagues from Dzjon to the 
Welt, a third in Bzere, which has a 
Pryory ; and a fourth inthe Ile of 
France. 

Flicz, Phl:gadia, a Mountain in 
Sclavonia. Lazius placeth it in 
Liburnia, upon the Adriatick 
Sea. 

Flie, Flevo, an Iſland at the 
Mouth of the Rhine, which has a 
fine Haven, and a rich Town, It 
ſtands at the entrance of the Aui- 
derſee , near the Texel, The En- 


glſh 
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gliſh Fleet under Sir Robert Holms, 
entered this Port in the Year 1666. 
and burnt one hundred fixty five 
Sail of Ships, and took and burnt 
the Town of Sche//ing, which is the 
chief Town of that Ifland. 
Flintſhire, one of the twelve 
$hires in Wales, 1s hounded on the 


| North with an Arm of the 1rifþ 


Sea, which parts it from Cheſhrre, 
which lies alſo on the Eaſt of it; 
and on all the other quarters it 1s 
bounded by Denbighſhire. It is Hil- 
ly but not Mountainous, and fruit- 
ful in Wheat and Barly, but efpe- 
cially Rie ; upon the Northern 
Shoar ſtands Flint Caſtle, which 
pives Name to the whole Shire ; 
begun by Henry II. and finiſhed 
by Edward 1. Wherein Richard 
om of 
England. Whereupon Henry Duke 
of Lancaſter claimed the Crown, 
and Intailed a War on the Enz/rſh, 
Nation, that bid fair for its ruin. 
There 1s now no Earl of Flint, it 
being one of the Titles belonging 
to thePrince of Wales. 

Flix, a ſtrong Caſtle upon the 
River Ebro in Catalonia, ſuppoſed 
to be the old Ibera. 

S. Florentin, a Town of France 
in Senoss, in Champagne. 

Florence, Florentia, one of the 
prmcipal Cities of Italy, which is 
called by Pliny Fluentia. It was 
built by Sy//a's Soldiers in the Year 
of Rome 675. ſeventy fix years 
before the Birth of our Savtour, 
upon the River Arno, which pal- 


 feth through it, and 1s covered 


by four ſtately Bridges within the 
Walls. It is five, or as others ſay, 
ſeven miles in compaſs, Paved with 
Stone, adorned with large Streets, 
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and ſtately and Magnificent Build- 
ings, both publick and private; to 
the beauty of which the natural in- 
genuity of the Citizens has con- 
tributed very much, no place ha» 
ving afforded more excellent Ar- 
chitets, Painters and Carvers, 
than this, as Schortus obſerves. It 
is ſeated in a gentle _ AN 
Air, upon a t and a Navi 

ble Rive Garret with a0 
licate Plain, pleaſant Hills, and high 
Mountains, and abounding in what- 
ſoever is valuable or uſeful; and is 
ſaid to contain above Seven hun- 
dred thouſand Souls. This Noble 
City may juſtly own Charles the 
Great for its Founder, who in the 
Year 9o2. enlarged it, and new 
Walled it, adding one hundred and 
fifty Towers, which were an hun- 
dred Cubits high ; and from thence- 
forward it began to flouriſh, though 
it ſuffered very much from the Fa- 
Ctions called the Grelphs, and Gr- 
bellins, that is the Imperzal and Pa- 
pal parties. This City purchaſed 
its Liberty of Rodolphus the Em- 
peror about the Year 1285. after 
which they ſubjected many of their 
Neighbours ; . but then they were 


never quiet from foreign Wars, or - _- 


inteſtine Divifions, till they fell no- 
der a fecond Monarchic Govern- 
ment ; but in the interim Pope 
Martin V. advanced the Biſhop of 
this Ci:y to an ——_— in the 
Year 1421. Norisit lefs remark- 
able for a Council held here for * 
uniting the Greek and Latin © 


Churches, which began in 1439- 
and ended in 1442. nor isthe death 
of Ferome Savanarola to be for- 
gotten, who 'was burnt here in 27 
1494. for reproving the Vices A 2 
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. thoſe who love them too well to 
part with them. - This City fur- 
rendered it ſelf to Charles V, tn 
the Year 1529. Who granted it 
the Year following to Alexander 
de Meaices his Son in Law, with 
the Title of a_ Dukedom, under 
which Family 1t ſtill is ; enlarged 
in Bounds, but perhaps dimimſhed 
in Wealth and People. Belides the 
Council I mention, there have 
been many other held here, which 
| For brevity I muſt omit, as alſo the 
yalt number of excellent men have 
here been born ; the Noble Library, 
which is one of the belt in the whole 
World ; the excellent pieces of 
ArchiteQure, Sculpture and Paint- 
3ng (of which ſort this City ſhews 
fome pieces drawn by Fohn Cima- 
bac, who about the Year 1200: 
began to reſtore and revive the 
Art of Painting in Tta/y, before 
which this Art was only exerciſe 
'by Greeks) and many other Rari- 
ties which are plentifully enough 
here to be found. Long. 34. 03:

_. . Florenſac, a Town 1n Provence, 
ſeated on a River, nine miles from 
Narbenne to the North-Eaſt, and 
fix from F rontignan to the Welt. 
__ Floriaa, a very large and fruit- 
ful Country inthe North America; 
_ fo called becauſe the Spaniards dif- 
covered it firſt on Palm-Sunday, 
which in their Language they call 
” Parcuade Flores, in the Year 1512. 
_ But the Engliſh had before this di- 
| ſcovered this part of America, Se- 
baſtian Cabot, being ſent by Hen- 
7y VII. in the Year 1479. to finda 
way to the Eaſt-Indies by the 
Welt. being the very firit Europe- 
an tha: Landed here. But the 


Mines. 
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Spaniards went. further, ſearched 
tht oughly, and took Pollſeilion of 
it for the King of Spain, but how- 
ever, the [Engliſh have ſince renew- 
edtheir old Claim, and taken Poſ- 
ſefſion of the more Northern part 
by the Name of Per/ilvania, of 
which I ſhall ſpeak in due time. The 


Inhabitants call Florida, Faquaſa, | 


which lies Parallel with Ca/t:zle in 
Spain, and 1s faidto be of the ſame 
temper both for Air, and Soil, but 
abundantly. more fruitful. It 1s 
bounded on the North-Eaſt with 
Virginia, on the Eaſt with Mar 
del Nort.on the South, and ſome part 
of the-Weit with the Bay of Mexico, 
and on the reſt of the Welt with 
NewGallicia,and ſomeCountriesnot 
yet. diſcovered. It extends from the 
River of Paims 25 deg. of Lat. to 
Reo de Secco, in Long. 34. which 
evidently ſhews, that it is a large 
Country. The Spaniards have on- 
ly two Caliles 1n the Southern parts, 
S. Matthew, and S. Auguſtin, It 
lies in breadth where it is narroweſt 
thirty miles, and 1n other parts 
an hundred: towards the North be- 
yond Flortxda 18 Canada. The 
whole Country is flat, and abounds 
with Rivers, which make 1t over- 
moiſt, but. towards the Sea it 1s 
more Sandy. In 1520. and 1524. 
£ucas Vſquez Invaded this Coun- 
try to tind men, to work in the 
In the Year 1528. Pam- 
hilus Narwvieſius Travelled over it. 
n 1528. Ferdinandus Sito went 
thither after Peru was: Conquered, 
with three hundred Horſe, and four 
hundred Foot, to look for Gold, 
but finding none, returned empty 
and diſcontented, beſtowing only 


the Name of Florida upon the 


Coun- 
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Country. In 'the Year 1549. 
Charles V. fent ſome Prieſts thi- 
ther to Convert the Natives , 


- but they deſtroyed them. Under. 


Charles TX. o 


France, mn the 


year 1562, Charles Ribald failed 


thither, made a League with the 
Inhabitants, and built Charles Fort, 
ſettling there a French - Colony. 
And in 1564. Renatus Laudoneri- 
us went thither, and was kindly 
treated by the Natives, which the 
Spanzards obſerving, and fearing, 
they ſurprized the French , and 
hanged not only the meaner fort, 


| but many Gentlemen too. In 1 576. 


Dominic Gurgez, a Gaſcoign, man- 
ned out a Ship at his own colt 
and charge, .and retook Charles 
Fort, repaying the Spanzards in 
their own kind. But yet the Spa- 
mards ( who were then much in 
the favour of the French) hal 
like to have been too hard for him 
at his return. The Soll , 1s very 
fruitful, and may have rich Mines, 
but the Inhabitants take no pains 
to find them, and not much to Till 
the Earth, which yields them two 
Crops of Maize in each year, one 
in March, and another in Fune, 
this is the natural Bread of this 
Country, by which, and Hunting 
only, the Natives fublift. They 
are of Olive Complexions, great 
of Stature, go Naked, except whaP 
they are more concerned to hide ; 
naturally Lovers of War, out ot 
a revengeful and unquiet temper. 
Flumica, Crimi/a, a River of 
Calabria Citerior, whici falls in- 
to the Bay of Taranto, near Cafo 
delf Alice, four Miles from the 
Promontory of Santa Maria di 
Lenca,. which is the moſt South- 
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Eaſtern Cape'of Tray and - Europe 
to. the Weft, ten from C:riatiro 
to the South, and fix from Srrongo- 
ly to ow” HOY , the Cape, the 
Village, dell” lo Jezro, and a/l 
delP Alice, was by the _— 
Geopraphers called Crimiſa, as 
well as the River, though they 
have now three ſeveral names. 
Fiuſhirg, Ul:ſſmga, Fliſſinga, 
1s a Maritime Town 1n the Pro- 
vince of Zeeland in the Low-Coun- 
tries, ſeated on the mouth of the 
Scheld, in the Ifle of Walcheren, 
upon the molt Southern point of 


that Iſland, which has a very con» 


venient Haven, and the intize Com- 
mand of the Sche/de , without 
whoſe Licence no Ship can paſs up . 
the River to Antwerp. And which 
was one of the firit Towns the 
Hellander took by ſarprize from 
th: Spaniards, 1n the year 1572. 
by. the diligence of Vorſt a, Sea> 


man, and one Monſieur de Ber= + 


land, the then _ Bailiff thereof. 
This was then a mean place, of 
no great ſtrength oz contderation, 
but 1s fince fortiked by the Hel- 
landers, to the utmoſt degree of 
human Art. This and the Brzel, 
and Fort of Ramchins, wereinthe 
year 1685. put into the Hands of 
Queen Elizabeth, as Cautionary 
Towns for the repayment of ſuch * 
monies as ſhe' ſhould expend in _ 
their Protection againſt the Spa- 
niards, and the famous Su Philip 
Sradney wis made by her the fi 
Governor of it. But in the year 
1616. King Fames LI. rehgned all 
theſe places up agatn into the Hands 
of the Hollanders. - The Prince of 
Orange is the Proprictor of this 
Town, / | 


Fluvian 
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Fluvian, Clodianus, a River of 
Catalonia, commonly called E! 
Llobregat ; it ariſeth trom the Py- 
renean Hills, near Funquera in the 


borders of France and Rouſillon, 


and it falls into the Medztrerrane- 
an Sea near Empures, or Poret, 
almoſt ſeven Miles from Perprg- 
an to the North, and two from 
Narbonne to the South. 

Fochien, or Fokzen, a Province 
in China, which 1s bounded on the 
North by Chekzam, on the Weſt 
by K:amſti, on the South by Quam- 
tum, and on the Eaſt by the Chi- 
ian Ocean ; it lies between 24. 
and 27. deg. of Latitude. It 1s 
faid to contain eight Cities, where- 
of Fochen is the chief, forty eight 
Walled Towns, and 509200 Fa- 
miles. 

Fegie, Phocea, a Town 1n the 


Leſſer Aſia, upon the Archipe- 
tago, over againſt the Iſle of Me- 


zelino, ſeated upon the River Lo- 
hat, ( Hermus) called anciently 
Phacea, and now Fochia, or Foja 
Nova; it is a very conſiderable 
place, and made more fo by a Na- 
val Victory, obtained here by the 
Venetians over the Turks, 1n the 
year 1649. ; 

Foglia, Iſaurus, Piſaurus, a Ri- 
ver of Italy, it ſpringeth from the 
Apennine, and running through 
the Dukedom of Urbino, falls 
into the Adriatick Sea at Pe- 
fare. 
Foix, Fuxum, a Town in Lan- 
guedoc, upon the River Laur:- 
egne, at the foot of the Pyre- 
nean. Hills, from which the adja- 
cent Country is called the County 
of Forx; it itands fix Leagues from 
the borders of Spain to the North, 


and twelve from To/ofſe - to the 
South. 

Le Comte de Foix, called by the 
Spaniards, El Contado de forx, 1s 


a County in Aquitaine in France, 


which was heretofore a part of Le 
Conſerans, but it is now contained 


in Larnguedoc ; there are faxteen \ 


Caſtellanies or Prefectures in it, 
and the Cities of Pamiers, (Apa- 
mea) and Taraſcon , beſides the 
Town of Fozrx, from which it has 
its name. This gives a Title to a 
Noble Family of France, which 1s 
frequently mentioned in all their 
Stortes. 

Fonds, Fundi, a {mall City in 
Terra di Lavoro, a Province of 
Naples, ſeated upon the borders of 
Campagna di —_ , Which 1s a 
Biſhops See, under the Archbiſho 


. of Capua, from whence it ſtands, 


almolt forty Engis/Þþ Miles to the 


North-Weſt, and about fifty five . 


from Rome to the South, in a 
fruitfatPlain, about ſix Miles from 
the Ionian Sea, 4} 

Il Lago di: Fonds, is a Lake 
that lies between the former City, 
and the Sea, which was heretofore 
very great and equal to that called 
the Pomptine Paludes, by the Ro- 
mans, but is now reduced to a 
Circuit of _ about four Miles, as 
Baudrand faith, who ſaw it in the 
\year 1667. a 

Font Aſtoruge, Orge, a ſmall Ri- 
ver in Provence, commonly called 
Sorgue, in the County of Ver- 
doſme, which falls into the Rhoſne 
above Avignon. 

Fontain-b'eau, Fons-bellaqueus, 
or the Fountain of fair water ; 1s 
a molt delicious Village in the Ifle 
of France, and in the TEE 
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de Gaſtinots, not above one Mile 
from the Seyne, four from Melun 
to the North-Eaſt , and fourteen 
from Parzs to the South. In which 
Francs 1. built a moſt ftately 
Palace, or Royal Country Houſe, 
which was much improved by 
Henry IV. Lews VII. had be- 
fore built a Caſtle here in the year 
1169. and to it this Noble Houſe 
was added by his Succeffors ; in it 
were born three of the Kings of 
France, Francs I in the year 
1544. Henry III. mi the year 1551. 
and Lews XIIL 1n the year 1604. 
Philip the fair was alſo born in 
this Town, in the year 1266. and 
in the year 1679. there was a 
Peace concluded here, between the 
Crowns of Sweden and Den- 
mark, by which the Swedes re- 
covered whatever had been taken 
from them by the Dares. 

Fontanelle, a Village and Mo- 
naſtery in Normandy, upon the 
Sezne, twelve Miles irom Roan to 
the Eaſt. | 

Fontana Bianca, Nauſtathmus, 
a Sea-Port on the Eaſtern Shoar of 
Sicily, at the mouth of the River 
Cacyparis, twelve Miles from Sy- 
racuſe to the South. 

Fontarabie, Fons Rapidus, cal- 
led by the Inhabitants Fuenteravia, 
and ſometimes Ondarr:via, and 
Ondar Ibaya, by the French, Fon- 
tarabie, by the I:a/3zans, Fonta- 
rabia ; is a very ſtrong Town in 
Guepuſceca in Spam, upon the 
Shoars of the Bay of Bzſcay, upon 
the River V:doſa, Bajjages, 1n- the 
confines of France, and Spain. It 
was built by the Goths in the year 
625. it belonged as 1s pretended 
heretofore to France, and was a 


part of the Territory of Bayome, 
and fubjeXt to that Biſhop till 
Philip NI. King of Spain, in the 
year 1571. Cauſed it to be taken 
trom that Dioceſs. It is fo ſeated 
that at a low water it 1s cafily en- 
tered, but at a high water ſur- 
rounded with the Sea, and fo for- 
tified beſides, that a few men 
may defend it againſt a vaſt Army, 
ſo that it is the Key of the King- 
dom of Spain ; it is alſo a con- 
vement Haven. The French have 
ever had an Eye upon this place. 
And in 1638. under the Prince of 
Conde, and the Duke of Eſpernon, 
attempted to reduce it, and were 
beaten off with great ſhame and 
loſs, the two Generals mutually 
blaming each other after the ill fuc- 
ceſs, when as in truth their Maſter 
was to blame to fend- two, when 
one would have done better. IT 
have read that Charles V. after he 
had fortified this place, called it 
his Pillow, upon which he could 
_—_ ſleep, and it has proved 
0. 


Fontenay le Comte, Fontenacum, 
the chief Town of Po:zRou, upon 
the River Vendze, ſeven Miles 
North-Eaſt of Rochel; it is a fine 
Town, ſeated at the foot of an 
Hill , and made rich by a great 
Fair kept here. 

Fonteuralt, Fons Ebraldi, a lit- 
tle Town in Anjou 1n France, 
which has a very much Celebrated 
Nuniery, the Abbeſs of which is 
Head of the Order, and governs 
all the men of that Order. It 
ſtands about one League from the 
Loyre, and three from Saimur to 
the North-Eaſt, | 


Forcal- 
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Forcalquier, Forum Nerons, 
once a City of Gallia Narbonen- 
fis, mentioned by Pliny , now a 
Town in Provence, upon the R1- 
ver Laye, which is the Capital of 
a County of the ſame name. It 
ſtands upon an Hill, between Sz- 
ſteron to the South-Eaſt, and Apt 
[Apta Fulia] to the North-Ealt, 
fix Miles from the latter, and ele- 
ven from Ax to the North. 

Forcheim, Locoritum , Truta- 
via, a ſmall City in Franconia, 
upon the River Rednitz, where 
it takes in the Mſent to the North, 
four Miles from gray to the 


South, and is under the Biſhop of 
Bamberg. 
Forcone, Avia, Furconium, 


once a City of Ita/y, now a Vil- 
hge in the further Abruzzo, upon 
the River Peſcara, (Aternus) eight 
Miles from Aquzla, to which place 
the Biſhops See was removed, up- 
on the ruin of this ancient City 
by the Lombards. | 

Fowwon, Fordunum, a ſtrong 
Town in the County of Mern in 
the North of Sco//and, ten Miles 
from the German Ocean, and 
fifteen Miles from Aberdeen to 
the North-Eaſt. In this place 
Fohn de Fordon , the Author of 
the Scor:ichronicon, was born, but it 
was anciently much more honored 
on the account of Palladius, the 
Apoſtle of the Scorch Nation, here 
buried, who was ſent by Pope Ce- 
leſtine in the year 431. to Preach 
the Chriſtian Faith to this Nation. 

Porenza, Forentum, a Town in 
Abruzzo un Ttaly. 

Le Foretz, or Foreſiens, a Coun- 
ty of France, which is extended 
in length from North to South 
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upon the River Loyre, and is 
bounded on the North by Bour- 
bon, on the Weſt by Auvergne, 
on the Eaſt by Beaujolors, and 
Lion, and on the South by Velay. 
It is divided into the Upper Foreez, 
in which are Feurs, and St. Eſti- 


enne, and the Lower, in which is 


Monbrifon, and Roanne. This is 
a very fruitful County, and is 
under the juriſdiction of Lyon. 

La Foreſt, Sebufiani, or Segu- 
fiani Populs, the ſame with Fo+« 
retz. | 
La Foreſt de Biere, Sylva Bie- 
rica, the Wood by Fountains 
bleau. 

La Foreſt de Bondis, Sylva 
Bugienſis, a Foreſt on the borders 
of Savoy. 

The Fozeſt of Dean, a vaſt 
Wood in Glouceſterſhire, which in 
ancient times was exceeding dark, 
and terrible to paſs through; it 
lies between the River We and the 
Severn, and was fo great an Har- 
bour for Thieves, that robbed all 
Paſſengers, - that in the Reign of 
Henry VI. of England, there were 
Laws made to rettrain them, but 
( faith Mr. Cambden ) ſince the 
rich Iron Mines were found here, 
thoſe frightful Woods by degrees 
became much thinner than before, 
and the Rebels of 1640. promoted 
this too, by ſelling the Timber of 
it to the Hol/anders, who returned 
their kindneſs by a War, in Ships 
built of that Timber. 


Forflamine, Forum Flamamnui, - 


a City of Umbria, which was 
ruined by the Lombards 1n 740: 
it tiood three Miles from Nvu- 
Ceria,

| Fork, Forum Livit, a City of 
Romandiola, which -is a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Ra- 
venna, it ſtands in a Plain near the 


foot of the Hills, at the diſtance 


of fifteen Miles from Ravenna to 


the South, between the Cities of 
Ceſena and Faventia, about ten 
Miles from either, . within the 
Dominions of the Pope. 

Formigue, Formice, one of the 
Iſles de Hyeres, upon the Coaſt 
of Provence in the Medzterranean 
Sea. 

Formipt, Gedroſia , a Province 
on the Eaſt of the Kingdom of 
Perſia, now by others called S2nd, 
which is bounded on the Eait by 
India, on the South by the Ocean, 
on the Weſt by Macran, and or 
the North by the Defart of Se- 
giſta. | 

Le Fornac:, one of the mouths 
of the River Po, it is in the Duke- 
dom of Ferrara, about fix Miles 
from the other mouth of the Po, 
and by this the Po ds Arian, 
diſchargeta 1t felt into the A- 
driatick Sea, it ſerves alſo as a 
boundary between the Pope and 
the Venet:ians, ard is more coin- 
monly called :! Porto dr Goro. 

Forſtler, Bozadium , Friſlaria, 
a City in Haſſia. See Friſlar. 

Fort de Alinzes, a Fort in Sa- 
voy, upon the River Drance, 
two Leagues from the Lake Le- 
mane, which is now forfaken and 
ruined. 

Forte wentura , one of the 
Azores. 

Fortoro, Tifernns, a River of 
dbruzzo; it ariſeth out of the 
Apennine, in the County of M- 
iz, in the Kingdom: of Naples, 
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| F O 
= the City of Bozano, and 

owing to the North Wett, wa= . 
tereth Lucito, Guardia, Aiferes, 
and Iſcano, and falls into the A- 
driatick Sea , between Tremole 
and Trno, over againſt the Ifle ds 
Tremiti, This River is more uſu- 
ally called Biferno. 

Foſſa, Cremera, a River of Ita- 
ly, much mentioned in all the an- 
cient Hiſtorians, for the ruin of 
the Fabiz, a great Roman Family, 
it ſpringeth out of the Lake of 
Bacano, 1n St. Peters Patrimo- . 
ny, and running Eaſtward, it falls 
Into the T:bur, fix M.les above 
Rome. 

Foſſano, Foſſanim, a City of 
Piedmont, upon the Riyer Szura, 
which falls into the Po ; it lies be- 
tween Saluces to the North, and 
Mondowvi to the South, fiiteen 
Miles from Alba to the Welt; it E 
was built in the year 1236. and 1s 3 
now a Biſhops See, under the Arch- 
biſhop of Trr#n. ; 

Fofſato, Foſſatum , a Field in 
Romandiola, near Ravenna. Thes- 
doricus, King of the Oſtrogoths in 
Italy, (who was honored by Zeno 
the Emperor with a Statue aid a 
Triumph in the year 484.) had 
l-ave from the Emperor to enter a 
War with Odoacer then Reigning in 
I:a'y, and accordingly heat him 
111 this, place, about the year 491. 

FnſJato, a Town mn the S:ates 
of the. Church in the Marchia 
Anconitana, and on the Apen- 
1imme Hills, near the Contines of 
the Dukedom of Urb:ino, twelve 
Miles from E ugnvio to the Weſt. | 

Foſſe-Werd, a Territory in Weſt- 
Friefland. 
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Foſſgny, or Foucigns, Focimi- 
acus Tractus, a Province mn the 
*Pukedom of Savoy, at the foot of 
the Alpes, which is a part of the 
Dukedom of Geneva, between le 
Vallays to the Eaſt; and the State 
of Geneva to the Weſt. This was 
heretofore a dependent of the 
Dauphinate, but is now ſubject 
to the Duke of Savoy. There 
are 1n it thirteen Mandements, or 
Diſtricts, and the chief Town in 
it 1s Bonvlle. | 

Foſſombruno, Foſſombrone, Fo- 
run Sempromi, a City in the 
Dukedom of Urbzno, in the State 
of the Church, which 1s a Biſhops 
See, under the Arcabiſhop of Vr- 
bino; it ſtands near the River 
Metro, [ Metaurus] which falls into 
the Adriatich Sea, four Miles from 
Senogalla, about half a Mile from 
the place where the Old City ſtood, 
and 1s ten Miles from TVrbino to 
the Eaſt. It was fold to the Duke 
of Urbino, by Galeatius Mala- 
zeſta, the Lord of it, for thirteen 
thouſand Florins of Gold, in the 
time of Pope Sixtus VI. 
 Foſſone, Foſſe, one of the 
mouths of the River Po. 
 Foſſat, Memphis, the firſt name 
of Grand-Cairo, and a ſmall part 
of it. 

Fougeres, Fugeria, Fulgerium, 
a City mn Bretagne in France, upon 
'the River Coeſnon, towards the 
borders of Normandy, eight Miles 
from Auranches | Abrince] to the 
South, and as many from Dole. 
This was heretofore a place of 
conſiderable ftrength, but is now 
neglected. It was ſeized by the 
Engliſh, in time of Truce, in the 
year 1448. 1n the Reign of Hen. VI. 
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Fraga, Fragnes, Flavia Gal- 
lica, a ftrong Town in the King- 
dom of Arragon, upon the River 
[Cinca] or Cinga, which falls into 
the Segne, and with it into the 
Ebro, in the borders of Catalonia, 
it ſtands three Leagues from Ilerda 
to the South-Weitt. Near this 
place Alphonſus VII. King of Ar- 
ragon, was overthrown and lain 
by the Moors, in the year 1134. 

Fraires, Fratres, Neſides, twc 
ſmall Iſlands on the Coaſt of 
Bretagne, called the Brothers, 0 
les Iſles de Vannes, they lie be 
tween the mouth of the Lozre 
and the Caloneſus, or Bel-Ifle, on 
the Southern Coaſt of that Pro- 
VINCE. 

Framlingham, a ſmall Market- 
Town in the County of Suffolk, 
upon the River Ore, called by 
others MW/inchel, where was anci- 
ciently a Caitle belonging to the 
Bipotts, by the bounty of Henry 1, 
To this Caſtle in the year 1553. 
Queen Mary retreated , and by 
the affiſtance of the Proteſtant 
Gentry of that County, recovered 
the Crown of England.

riſdiction, extending ſeven Leagues 
about Bruges, which exerciſeth 1t: 
Authority without the Walls, ang

FRANCE, Francia, Gall, 
is at this day one of the moſt po 
| tet 
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tent Kingdoms in Europe , and 
the difficulteſt to limit and bound, 
it dayly like the Ocean , gaining 
ſomething from its Neighbours, 
whole divided ſtrengths, are not 
equal to her united Forces ; but 
yet I ſhall give yon a general 
deſcription of its bounds, as it 
ſtood about forty years ſince, and 
then 1n part ſhew what has been 
ſince added. On the Eaſt it was 
then bounded by the Alpes, which 
divide the Dauphinne from Pi- 
edmont, as alſo with Savoy, Swit- 
zerland, Germany, and a part of 
the Netherlands ; and on the North 
with the Netherlands, and the 
Britiſh Seas; on the Weſt with the 
Aquitain Ocean; on the South 
with Spain, from which it is di- 
vided by the Pyrenean Hills , 
and with the Mediterranean Sea. 
It was then accounted in length 
fix hundred and fixty Ita/ran Miles, 
and in breadth five hundred and 
leventy, the whole circumference 
being two thouſand and torty 
Miles. In the times of Furs 
Ceſar, this Country was beuntled 
on the Eatt by the A/pes, and the 

bine, and extended to the mouth 
of that River from the Pyrercar 
Hills; fo that it took in the far 
greateſt part of that Country we 
now call the Netherlands, all thoſe 
parts of the German Empire which 
lie Welt of the Rvine, Switzer- 
land, and Savoy. And the preat 
deſign of the preſent Frenc/ King, 
ſeems to have been the dilating it 


again to the ſame extent, to which- 


purpoſe he has ſpared neither Blood 
nor Treaſure, Arts nor Labour: 
and perhaps if he had not been 
over-reached by the Jeſuits, agd 
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put upon the defiga of uniting 


all his Subjects in one Religion by 


force, he might have ſucceeded 
when he was fo near his point ; for

of the four Ports that did belong 


to Flanders, he has two, Graveling * 


and Dunkirk : fo that Iis Doimnt 
ons extend on the Sea ſhoar from 
Dunkirk te St. Fean de Luz mn 
Spain, without any Interruption, 
and on the Eaſtern fide he has 
poſſeſſed himſelf of the Dukedom 


of Lorain, the Earldom of Bur- - 
2undy, fo much of Aljatia as hes 
on this ſide of the R/:ine; and. 


what his intentions towards the 
Switzers are, may be gueiled at, 
nor has Savoy patted without con- 
tributing his ſhire to aggrandize 
France ; on the South he has 
gained from Spain, Rouſſillon 
and Cata'oma hardly mifled him ; 
and all the World may remember 
how narrowly the United Pro- 
winces eſcaped him in 1673. and 
1674. an he has not only been 
a gainer 1n his Wars, but even it 
times of Peace, by erecting Courts 


of Dependences, Forts, ard other 


Mcthods; ſo that conlidering the 
Weakneſs and Diviſtions of his 
Neighbours, and the great Accet- 
fions he has already made, if 6 


many thouſands of his Subjects, 


had not been driven out, or made 
uſeleſs to him, who can tell what. 
this great Prince might not have 
efiected before his' death 2 This,

CEA Franc, 
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” France; by the Spaniards Fran- 
 cta; by the Italkans Franza, Fran- 
zam by the Porruzueſe 3 Franck- 
Teich by the Germans; by the 
Dutch Urancryck ; by the Poles 
Francpa and Francukazemia ; 
by the ['lyrians Fracgnack ; by 
Turks Franza ; and by the Indians 
Frankiſtan, AY] which Names are 
derived from its preſent Conque- 
rors, and Inhabitants the Franks 
or French. It 1s divided into faxty 
Counties, and twelve Provinces , 
which are theſe. the Ifle of France, 
Burgundy , Normandy, Aquitain, 
' Bretazne , Champagne, Langue- 
doc, Picardy, Danphine, Lyonnois, 
and Orleans, To theſe may be ad- 
ded four more, which are a kind of 
Conqueſt. Lorarne ; the Earldom 
of Burgundy, or Franche Compte, 
the Conqueſt of the Netherlands, 
and A/ſatia. This King having 
added to France by his Arms, the 
Comte de Bourgogne, both the Al- 
fatia's, the greateſt part of Flan- 
ders, and Henault, part of Luxem- 
burg, and all Artoxs ; which laſt is 
now annexed to Picardy, The Ca- 
ital of this Kingdom is Pars, and 
ſides theſe, he has New France in 
America, and the greateſt part of 
Hiſpaniola, and ſeveral Plantati- 
ons and Colonies in Africa, upon 
the Coalt of Guinea, and ſome 
Iſlands in the North Sea, Thus 
Brudrand reckons up his Maſters 
Domintons. This Tract of Land 
was heretofore inhabited by the 
Gauls, of which I ſhall give an ac- 
count in its proper place. The 
Fraiks were Originally a German 
Nation, inhabiting Franconia , 
which 1s ſtill called Eaft France, 
to diſtinguiſh it from this Coun- 
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try. This Nation of ie> nie ma- 
ny other, upon the declining of the 


Roman Empire under Pharamond, 
about the Year 413. obtained that 
part of Be/g:um, which contained 
Zutphen, Utrecht, and Over-1JJel, 
both the Friſelands, and fo much 
of Holland as lies on the {ame fide 
of the Rhine ; but whether ever he 
croſſed the Rhme is uncertain. But 
however in 420. he became their 
firſt King, and formed this Potent 
Monarchy. Clodins his Sonin 433. 
crofled the Rhine, and took Cam- 
bray, Tournay, and all Belgium to 
the River Some. But he dying 
whilſt his Children were young, 
commended them to Merovens, 
who diſpoſſefſed them, and made 
himſelf King of the Franks, in 
441.j or thereabouts ; he was the 
Author of the Merovingean Line, 
and is by ſome made the firſt that 
ſeated in Gaul. His Son went fur- 


ther, and took all the Netherlands, 


and Picardy, Champagne, and the 
Iſle of France, with Pars, which he 
made the Seat of this Empire. 
This Race under nineteen Princes 
continued to the Year 742. when 
Pipin Son of Charles Martel, U- 
ſurped upon Chilprick V. Son of 
Theodorick, and depoſed him. The 
ſecond or Carolovinian Line, under 
thirteen Princes, laſted till the Year 
977. when Huzh Capet put an end 
to it, and ſet up the Third. Charles 
IV. the Fourteenth of this Race, 
dying in 1328. without Iffue, Ed- 


ward TI. of England, Claimed that 


Crown as Son and Heir of Iſabel, 
the Daughter of King Ph:/ip the 
Farr, 2s Siſter to the tifree laſt 
Kings. Apainfſt him Philep de Va- 
lozs ſet up a Title by colour of the 

Salick 
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Salick Law , which had excluded 
all Females. The whole Reign 
of this Prince, and Fohn his Son, 
was double-died in Blood by the 
Engliſh Valour ; but Charles V. 
by means of the Eng/rſh Diviſions, 


at laſt expelled them. Yet under 


Charles VI. the Engliſh returned 
with more vigour and rage, and 
were under Henry V. ina fair way 
of reducing France. And he dy- 
ing young, Henry VI. his Son, was 
Crowned at Pars in 1422. The 
Minority at firſt, and Weakneſs af- 
terwards of this Prince , gave 
Charles VIL. of France, an oppor- 
tunity totally to expel the Engliſh 
the ſecond time about the ya 
1449. The Houſe of Valos end- 
ed in HenryTIII. lain before Pars 
in the Year 1589. to whom Suc- 
ceeded Henry IV. the firſt of the 
Houſe of Bourbone, and Grand- 
father of Lews XIV. now. King 
of France, who Succeeded Lewss 
XIII. his Father in the Year 1642+ 
Tins 1s the ſhorteſt account I can 
give of the Bounds and Hiitory of 
tlus Kingdom.

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the Year 1674. the preſent King 
_ of France got the Pofledion of it, 
which was Co:tirmed by the Frea- 
ty of Nimeguen. 

Frankendal, Franchendaiia , 
Francedalia, a new and well forti- 
ficd City of Germany, 1n the Low- 
er Palarinat, not above one mule 
From the Rhine, and four from 
fleideiberg to the Welt. It was 
taken by the Spamards, but retto- 
red again in 1652. by the Treaty of 
Weſtphalia. It was bult by Fre- 
derick TH. Elector Palatin in 
1571. and ſtands four miles trom 
$prre to the North.

It 
1s Often) called tor dittinction, Frae 
cofurtim ad Manum : and was 
wore ancientily called Helenopols, 
(as appears by an ancient Inferiptt- 
ON) till the Frezch gave it this 
Naine, one Francus a Son of Mars 
commrus a King of the Franks, -ha- 
vying rebuilt it. In very ancient 
tires 1t was an Imperial and Free 
Cry, and appointcd for the Electi- 
on of the Emperors. Arnulphus 
was the firlt Emperor that was 
Elected here in $87. The Mayn 
which pallcth through this City 1s'a 
great and a Navigable River which 
fakes in many other great and no- 
ble R.vers, and 1t {eli talls' 10 the 
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Rhine, which makes this City a fit 
Centre of Trade for many parts 
of Germany, to which their two 
great Marts'in every year con- 


tribute very much. This City was 
called thus before the Reign of 
Charles the Great , upon the ac- 
count of the. Pallage' the Franks 
had here over the Mayn, though 1t 
was a City long before under ano- 
ther Name. But then the Suburb 
of 1t was called Daren-hauſen, 
the Dwelling of the Saxons. The 
Bridge 1s a ſplendid and a noble 
Work, and is ſupported by many 
Arches. This City was alſo the 
Seat of the Eaſtern Franks or Au- 
ſtraſia. Tn the Suburbsor Saxen- 
hauſen, 1s St. Bartholomew's Church, 
built by Pepin King of France ; 
this City obtained the removal of 
the Mart from Mentz ( where it 
was at firit ) hither trom Frede- 
rick the Second, The greateſt part 
of the Citizens are Lutherans, 
though Roman Catholicks, and Cal- 
viniſts, are tolerated.

Frejus, Forum, fFulium, Forum 
Vocomi, a City of Provence in 
France, built in a Valley amonglt 
Ma.ſhes, halt a League from the 
Meazterranean Sea, 13 Leagues 
from Touion to the Eait, at the 
mouth of the River Argens. | 

Friui, Frius, Regzo Carnorum, 
Forum Fulii, Carnza, called by ' 
the French Frioul ; isa Province at 
Italy, inhabited heretofore by the 
Carni ; it is bounded on the South 
by the Adriatich Sea, and the Gol- 


fo di Triefie ; on the Welt with 


the Marquiſate of Trevigza, and 
the Earldom of Tyrol; onthe North 
by Carinthia, and Carniola, and 
on the Eaſt by Carnio!la and Iſtrie.

But afterwards the Dukes of 
Auſtria, and Carmmthia, took part 
of it from the Patriarchs, and the 
States of Venice after many Wars, 
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at :ftm the Year 1455. forced the 
Patriarch by a Treaty to Refign the 
_ reſt to them; the Cities of -this 
Province are Aquilei4, ruined, 
but under the Houſe of Auſtria ; 
Pieue di Cadoro, under the Veneti- 
ans; Cividat di Friuls, under the 
ſame; Goritia, under the Houſe 
of Auſtria.

Fricents, Frequentum, a finall 

City in the Province of Pr:nc:patus 
\ Ulterior, in the Kingdom of Na- 
ples 1n T:a/y, which was a Biſhops 
See, under the Archbiſhop of Bene- 
vento, Which Biſhoprick has far 
the two laſt Centuries, been annex- 
cd to, or united with that of Are/- 
lino. This City 1s alſo ſometimes 
called Fricentum by the later La- 
- gin Writers, and 1s almolt reduced 
to a Village. It ſtands upon the 
River Tripalto, Tripaltum, at the 
foot of the Apennine, fifteen miles 
from Benevento to the North-Eaſt, 
and twelve from Ave/lino, and 1s 
in the Poſlefton of the Prince of 
Venoſa. 

Fricento, Mculanum , Eclanum, 
the ſame with Fricentz. 

Fridberg, Fridberga, a City of 
Miſa, in the Upper Saxony, up- 
on the River Mult, towards the 
Mountains of Bohemia, four Ger- 
man miles from Meiſſen : | Mi/- 
14 ] the Capital of Miſnia to the 
South. This City was beſieged 
- With very 11 ſucceſs by the Swedes, 
In the great German War in 1642. 
though they were then Poflefled of 
_ all the other Towns in Mrſnza. It 
is alſo honoured with the Tombs 
of the Electors of Saxony.

Friedberg, F redberga, a fnall 
Town in Bohemia, in the Duke- 
dom of Fawer Que:ſs { Qniſſus ] 
towards the Mountains, in the Bor- 
ders of Bohemia, eight German 
miles from Fawer towards the Weſt, 
OY trom Gorl:t; to the North- 

a(t, 

Fridberg : Frideberga, a ſmall 
City in Germany, in the Province 
of Weteramw, which is Imperial and 
Free. It has its Name from Frede- 
rick IE. and 1s as much as Friez 
derichberg, and by contraction 
Fridberg. There belongs to it a 
Caitle of the fame Name, which 
{tands four German miles trom 
Franchfort to the North. 

Fradericks, or Friderica, a ſmall 
but very ſtrong City in Braſil in 
America, upon the Coaſt of Parai- 
ba, or La Capitania de Paraiba, 
which was built by the Dutch, 
and taken from them by the Por- 


tugueſe, to whom both this City 


and Province are now ſubject. 


Friderickh-Ude, a Fort in Fut- 


land, upon the Streight of Mzdle- 
far, built by Frederick III. King 
of Denmark, taken and ruined by 
the Swedes in 1658. - | 
Fridericksburg, a ſtrong Fort it! 
Germany, by the City Manheim, 
upon the union of the Necker, and 
the Rhne, in the Lower Palatinat, 
ſo called from Frederick IV. 


Elector Palatin, who built it in 


1610. Afﬀter this it was taken and 
Demoliſhed by the Spanzards, and 
ſince rebuilt by Charles Lewis 
Elector Palatin ; 1t 1s ſcarce three 
miles from Heidelburg to'the Welt; 


and as many from Spzre to the 


North, 
Fride« 
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Fridericksburg, the Caſtle and 
Royal Palace of the Kings of Den- 
mark 1n Zealand , three miles 
from Croonenburg to the Welt, and 
five from Copenhagen to the South- 
Weſt. It is famous for a Congreſs 
of the Kings of Denmark and Smwe- 
den, 1n theſe later times. This was 
heretofore called the Caſtle of 
Ebelholt, and was the Monaſtery of 
the Holy Gho!t, of which ://[zam 
Parifienſis, who 1s fince Canonized 
for a Saint, died Abbat in the. 
Year 1201. Frederick II. built 
this Caſtle. Chr:i/tzan IV. his Son 
was born in it Aprit 22. 1577. 
who afterwards very much beauti- 
fied, and adorned it. There 1s al- 
ſo a Fort and Town of the ſame 
Name in Grznea, built by the Danes 
ot late times. 

Friderickſtad, a ſmall Daniſh 
City in South Futland, in the Duke- 
dom of Sleſwick, built by Frede- 
rick Duke of Holſtein and Sleſivick 
( under whom 1t is) in 1622. It 
{tands upon the River Eyder, where 
it takesin the Trenna, two German 
miles from Tonning to the Ealt, 
five from Sleſwick, and four from 
Gotrorp Welt. There 1s another 
City of the ſame Name in Norway, 
upon the Ba!rich Sea, fifty German 
nules from Chr:ſtianſtad to the 
North-Welt, in the Province of 
Arerhuis, which is under the King 
of Denmark, and twenty one 
miles from the Cape of Skagen in 
Futland to the North. 

Frieſach, Frieſacum, Friſakum, 
Virunum, a (mall Town in the Up- 
per Carinthia, but under the Jurit- 
diction of the Archbiſhop of Sal:z-

I. Friſeland, properly fo called, 
one of the States of Holland. 
2. Eatt Friſeland, a Province in 
Germany. 3. Welt Friſeland , 
which 1s properly the North part 
of the Earldom of Holland ; and 
ſometimes there 1s a fourth added, 
which is North Friſe/and, or Jut= 
land. | 

1. Friſeland, Friſia , Uriez 
flandt, Fricflandt, Friſeland in 
Dutch, German, and Engliſh: is a 
Provinceof the United Netherlands, 
which was heretofore much greas 
ter than it is now ; for it reached 
from the Zuyder Zee onthe Welt 
to the Bay of D-{ere, by Emden ou 
the Exit 3- and 1k was: ——_ 


by the River Lavica, Lawers, in- 
to two parts, Friſia cis Lavicana, 
which 1s now Gzoningen, and 
Friſia trans Lavicana, which 1s 
now called Friefland, but ſince 
that Omland has been taken out of 
this Province too, which has much 
leſſened it ; it is now bounded on 
the South with the J»yder Zee, 
and Over Tel, on the Welt and 
North with the Ocean, or Ger- 
man Sea, and on the Eaſt with 
Groningen. The principal. Towns 
in it are Docum, Franeker, Har- 
lingen, Leeuwarden, which 1s the 
Capital, and Stzavenen. 

I. Weſt-Frieſland, is a conſt- 
derable part of the Exridom of 
Holland, to which it hs tor fome 
Apes been united ; it has North- 
Holland on the South, the Xryder 
Zee on the Eaſt and North, and 
the German Ocean on the Welt; 
it has been called Kenmar., The 
principal Cities in it, are Alck- 
maer, Amſterdam, the greatelt 
City in the United Provinces, Er- 
chuyſen, Harlem, and Hoorn. This 
Country is generally Marſhy and 
Fenny, and unht tor Corn, but very 
good Paſture, the Air is allo foggy 
and unhealthful, and they want 
fewel too to rectifie it. Cvar/es 
the Bald gave theſe Countries (then 
almoſt unpeopled by the Norman 
Pyracies) to Thierrze, Son of S:- 
gebert, a Prince of Aquitarn, with 
the Title of Earl in the yer 863. 
from whom proceeded a Race of 
Princes, ſeventeen in number, 
which ſucceſſively Governed it tiil 
the year 1300. trom which time 
they were ſubject to the Earls of 
Holland, and with it came to the 
Houſe of Auſtria, and with Hol- 
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land they alſo Revolted from the 
Spaniards, and in 1580. joyned 
1n the League againſt them. 

III. Eaſt-Frieſland , called by 
the Germans, Doſt-Friellandt, 
by the Inhabitants, Ooſ#-Friſe, is 
a part of Weſtphalia, a Province 
of Germany, Which heretofore was 
alſo called the Earldom of Emb- 
den, from a City in it, which 
though not great, 1s yet much Ce- 
lebrated. This Earldoin 1s under 
a Prince of its own now ; and it 


.1ts bounded on the North by the 


German Ocean, on the Eaſt by 
the Earldom of Oldenburgh , on 
the South by the Biſhoprick of 
Munſter, and on the Welt it is 
ſeparated from Groningen, by the 
Bay of Dollert ; it contained here= 
tofore the Earldom of Oldenburgh 
alſo. In this Province are three 
Cities or great Towns, Embden, 
Aurick, and Norden. The earth 
is exceeding truitful yielding great 
plenty of Corn and Cattle, Butter 
and Cheeſe. This Country being 
Conquered by Charles the Great, 
continued ſubject to the Empire 
till the year 1453- when 1t was 
granted by Frederick INI. to V- 
ricus, Son of Enno, whoſe Po- 
{terity {till enjoy it. The Seat of 
theſe Earis, 1s Aurzch. 

Friſmgen, Friſinga, a Ciiy of 
the Upper Bavaria, which is a 
Biſhops See, under the Arch- 


biſhop of Salssburgh , near the 


River Iſer, twenty Miles from 
Landſhat to the Weſt. This was 
once an Imperial and Free City, 
but is fince exempted, and put 
under the Dominion of its own 
Biſhop. | 


Friſlar, 
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Friſlar, Bogadium, Friſlaria, a 
City in Haſſes , Upon the River 
Eder, under the Archbiſhop of 
Mentz, four Miles from Caſſel to 
the South, and the fame diitance 
trom Zzgenheem to the North ; it 
s commonly called Frit3lar. 
There was a Council Celebrated 
in this City, 1n the year 1118. 

Fromignt, a Village 1n Nor- 
mandy, where the Engliſh were 
defeated by the French in 1450. 

Frome or Fraw, a River 1n 
the County of Dorſer, which riting 
by Cantmerls in the borders of 
Somerſerſksre, waſheth Frampton, 
Dorcheſter, Woodford, Morlen, 
and at Wareham falls into Bruk- 
ſey Haven ; taking 1n tius paſlage 
many ſmaller Rivers. 

Fronſac, Franciacum, a Caſtle 
in Aquitain, near Bourdeaux , 
built by Charles the Great, and 
made the Title of a Dukedom ; 
it ſtands upon the River Dordogne, 
Duranzus, about five Leagues 
from Bourdeaux to the Eaſt; 
it 1s called Frontzacum 11 the 
writers of the middle Ape. 

Frontignan, Forum Domatit, 
Frontiniacum, a (mall City in the 
Lower Lanzuedsc, upon the Lake 
of Magelſone, fifteen Leaguesfrom 
Narbone to the Eaſt, and four 
trom Monpellier to the Weit, up- 
on the Medzterranean Sea. The 
Wines of this place are much com- 
mended. | 

Frurnove, a Townin the Duchy 
of Parma , where Charles VL. 
of France, obtained a ſignal Vi- 
cory over the Princes of 1ta/y, 
in the year 1494+ 

Frufilone, Fruſio, a City hereto- 
fore, now a ſinall Village in Cam- 
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a7nia de Roma, upon the River 
JN; hch OK into the Gartiliano, 
Lirs, nine Miles from Alatro, and 
the ſame diſtance from Ferent:ino, 
and forty eight from Rome to the 
Eaſt ; it 15s now commonly called 
Frofiione. 

The Fryth, or Fyzth, or 
Forth of Edinburgh, called by 
Prolomy , Boderia, by Tacitus, 
Bodotria, is an Arm of the Sea, 
that from the Eaft penetrates al- 
molt quite through the Kingdom 
of Scotland, to meet another ſuch 
Arm from the Welt, which is cal- - 
led the Fry:h of Drunbritain ; 
and it receives 1nto its boſom 
many of the great Rivers of S$coz- 
land; on the South it has Lo- 
thame , in which is Edinburgh, 
Linlithgo, Glaſco, and Sterling, 
the principal City of which and 
at the Weltern point of it z u;on 
the North fide it has the County 
of Fife. Thele two great Bays 
divide Scotland into two parts, 
the Southern, and the Northern.

Fuld, Fulda, a City of Ger- 
many, 11 Buchaw, or Buchen, a 
Ferritory in the Upper Circl? of _ 
the Rhine, near Haſſa; but from 
this City it is more frequently called 
SOtift von Fuld, The Territory 
of the Abby of Fuld. The City 
1s built in a Plain, and there is in 
it an Abby of the Order of St. Ben- 
net, Which is one of the noblefſt 
m all Eurcpe, which has the Civil 
Government of the City, and of 
the Territory about it.

Tralicus. This City was rafed by 
thoſe of Perugia, in the year 
31281. for which the Inhabitants

and miny Ships, which they never 
could retake, and the Inhabitants 
were as much 1mpoveriſhed by 
this accident.

Finland, Finland, Finia, was 
heretofore a Kingdom, but it 1s 
now only a part (though a great 
one) of the Kingdom of Sweden.

Gadara, a Town belonging ta. 
the-half Tribe of Manaſſeh, be- 
yond Fordan, - afterward to the 
Region of Trachonitts, ſeated up- 
on an Hill by the River Gadara, 
which falls into the Lake of Genefa- 
reth, which is ſometimes called 
the Lake of Gadara too, as Strabs 
ſaith ; it 1s fix Miles from Sychopo- 
Is to the Eaſt, and the ſame di- 
{tance from Tzbertas, and is fre- 
quently mentioned in the New 
Teſtament. This City was hereto- 
fore thought to be invincible, and 
it 1s certain Alexander Fangtus, 
King of the Fews, did not take 
it under a Siege of ten months, 
and then more by Famine than 
Force, and in revenge he ruined it, 
but it recovered again, and Pom- 
pey the Great, in favour to Deme- 
trius, one of his Freemen, who 
was a Native of this City, beſtowed 
great Privileges upon it. Phz1o- 


- demus the Epicurean, Meleager and 


Menippus that pleaſant Philoſo- 
pher, and alſo Theodorus the Ora- 
tor, were all of them Natives of 
this Country. In the revolt of 
2 ; tae 
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the Fews under Nero, this City 
had its ſhare, and was taken by 
Veſpaſian in the year of Chriſt 66. 
upon which the Gadarens ſubmit- 
ted the year following. 
" Gad, one of the Tribes of Iſrael, 
which had their Portion afligned 
them by Moſes, beyond Fordan, 
whoſe borders to the North were 
the half Tribe of Manaſſeh, to the 
Eaſt Arabia, to the South the 
Tribe of Rewben, and to the Welt 
the River Fordan, by which they 
were ſeparated from the reſt of the 
Tribe of Manaſſeh and Ephraim.

Gajetta, Gaeta, Cajeta, a City 
12 the Terra- di Lavoro, a Pro- 
vince of the Kingdom of Naples, 
which is well fortified, ſeated at 
the foot of an Hill, in a Penin- 
ſula, made by the .Sea. It has 
two Caſtles, a large Haven, and 
a Biſhops See, under the Arcbiſho 
of Capua, but now curry 
The City of Formium lies not far 
from it, buried now in ruins by 


the Saracens, to which the City 


of Gajetta, ſucceeded in the Bi- 
ſhoprick. It lies upon the Tyrrhens- 
an See, four Miles from Naples,fafty 
five from Rome, and fourteen from 
the Popes Domimions ; 1t has here- 
tofore been ſubject to great variety 
of fortunes, but has now a ſtrong 
Spamſh Garriſon to ſecure it. This 
was alſo the birth place of Pope 
Gelaſius II. who was therefore cal- 
led Cajetanus. This City is men- 
tioned by Virgil. ZAn.7. The Haven 
of it wasrepaired by Antoninus Pi- 
Ferdinando King of 
Arragon, fortified the Caſtle of it, 
before this it was Sacked by the 
French in 1494. who put moſt of 
the Inhabitants to the Sword, but 
it is moſt famous for its Learned 
Cardinal, Cajetanus, who died in 
1534. andis frequently mentioned 


in the Story of Henry VIII.

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Gaino, Gongo, Gannim, a City 
of Thrace upon the Propontzs, 
three German Miles. from Rudzſto 
to the Sonth, and twelve from 
Gallipoli to the North, and about 
nineteen South from Conſtantino- 
ple by Sea.

Galazo, Galeſus, Eurotas, 1s a 
River which arifeth from the

Enear Orza; and running Welt, it 
falls into the Bay of Taranto, tive 
Miles South of Taranto, but 1s 
not taken notice of in our latter 
Maps. 

Galata, Gallita, Calathe Ga- 
lita, an Ifland upon the Coalt of 
Numidia, almoit oppolite to the 
Bay of the ſame name. It lies

s about ten Miles in Cucum-

Galata, or Galatta , Chryſcce- 
ras, Cornu Byzantii, a noble Sub- 
urb on the North of Conſtant :- 
ple, towards the Black Sea, 
hich is ſtrongly fortified to the 
North.

the North ſide of the. Harbour, 
and comprehending the” Suburbs, 
on the Eaſt, Weſt, and Narth ſides 
of it , may be counted a good 
large City, and very populous, yet 
the circumference of the Wall 
takes up no great ſpace of ground, _ 
but the Houſes are thick,, and the 
Streets narrow, and the mhole ve- 
ry pepulous. On the top of the 
Flill s a round Spired Tower co- 
vered with Lead, and on the 
Walls are ſome Arms, and mo- 
dern Inſcriptions, which belonged 
to the Genoeſe, who. before the 
taking of Conſtantinople were 
Maſters of this place. It is more 
Inhabited by Chriſtians and Jews, 
than by Turks. Here ts the Scale 
of the Merchants, who have a 
good Kan covered with Lead, 
for the Sale of their Woollen 
Cloaths, and other Merchandiſe. 
Galatia, 1s a Province of the 
Lefſer Aſia, which 1s called by the 
ancient Geographers, Gal/o-Grecia, 
from the Gal!s, which are called 
Galite by the Grecians, who went 
thither and pofſefled it, and the 
South part of it was called Galatia 
Saluraris. This Province is bound- 
ded on the North by. Paphlagonia, 
which ts ſometirnes taken tor a 
part of 1t, on the Eaſt by Cappa- 
docia , on the South by P/raza, 
and Liaconia, and on the Welt 
by Phrygia Magna, Bithyma, and 
Aſia, properly io called. The Turks 
call this Province now Chtan= 
gare, under whom 1t 1s. The 


principal Cities are Ancyra, which 
is even now in a more flouriſhin 

State than any of the reſt, and Peſ? 
ſinus. This Colony of the Galls 
under 
Bren= 


is faid bo have ſettled here 
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Brennus, A. M. 3671. they were 
ſubdued by the Romans, under 
Cn. Manlius Vulſo, in the year of 
the World 3750. an hundred 
eighty and ſeven years before the 
birth of our Saviour, but not made 
a Roman Province till the year 
3925. but twenty three years be- 
fore Chriſt. They were Convert- 
ed to _ Chriſtianity by ' St. Paul, 
who honored them with an Ept- 
ſtle. They did not fall into the 
hands of the Mahometans till the 
year 1524. when Solyman the 
Magnificent took Alsbeg , Prince 
of the Mountains of Armenza, by 


Treachery , and pofleſſed himſelf 


of Cappadocia, Armenia, and Ga- 
latia. 

Galati, Galata, once a City, 
now a Village in Sic:/y, in the 


Valley of Demona, twenty Miles 


from Patti South-Weſt , thirty 
five from Catania North-Wetlt. 

Galaure, Galaber, a {mall R1- 
ver in the Dauphinate, which falls 
in the Rhoſne at St. Valerie, ſis 
Miles beneath Vienne to the 
South. 

Galera, Gallera, Gallora, a V1l- 
lage, and a River near Rome. 

La Galeviſſe, Ager Valicaſſi, a 


Region upon the Marne, a River of 


France. 

Ga'fanacar, Gichehy, a Town 
' in Mauritania. 

Galgala, Meroe, an Ifland made 
by the Nile above Egypt. See 
Meroe. 

Galicia, Gallxcia, 1s a Pro- 
vince of Spain, called by the 
Natives Galizia, by the Portu- 
gueſe, Galiza, by the French, 
Galice, and by the Italians, Ga- 
licta; it is of a large extent, and 
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was once a Kingdom, but is now 
a part of the Kingdom of Leon ; 
it 1s bounded on the North and 
Weſt by the Atlantich Ocean, on 
the South by Portugal, but parted 
from it by the River Dowero, and 
on the Eaſt by 4/turia, and the 
Kingdom of Leon. Compoſtella 
is the Capital of this} Province. 
Orenfi, [| Auria) Baiona, Corufia, 
Lugo, Mondoefiedo, and Tuy, are 
the other Cities and principal pla- 
ces. This Province 1s Mountainous, 
and enclined to barrenneſs, deſti- 
tute of Water, but abounding with 
Mines of Silver, Gold, and Iron, 
and well ſtored with Wood, and 
good Wines ; it hath alſo great 
plenty of Cattle, and Game and 
excellent Horſes. The Iron they 
dig out of theſe Mountains, is 
thought the beſt in the World, 
eſpecially. for edge-Tools : nor are 
their Seas. leſs ſtored with Fiſh. 
This Country was never Cor- 
quered by the Moors, though they 
at times made ſome Progreſs into 
it ; but after in the year 985. they 
had repelled A/manaſſor, with the 
loſs of ſeventy thouſand of hi 
Moors, they were never in any 
danger of Conqueſt from that 
Nation. 

New Galicia, 18 a part of New 
Spain, m South America, t6- 
wards the South Sea, which was 
called of Old Xal:ſco, This 1s 
not much unhke that in Sparn, 
as to the nature. of the Soil, and 
the Inhabitants were Canibals, and 
exceeding wild and fierce when 
the Spaniards ſettled there, and

Galli, 
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Gallia, one of the greateſt and 
belt known Regions of Exrope to 
the Ancients ; I have conſidered its 
preſent State under the Word 
France, and here I am to fay a 
litle of its ancient bounds and 
neople , before the Francks , or 
French, entered into it. Theſe 
Nations were at firſt called Celte, 
and after that  Gallzs, and by the 
Grectans, Galate. This people 
poſſeſſed all that vaſt Tract of 
Land which lay between Ancona 
in I:aly, and the Mouth of the 
Rhine, and from the Weſtern 
Ocean, or Sea of Aquztan, to the 
Adriatick Sea, which was divided 
into Gall:a Tranſalpina, - and Gal- 
lia Ciſaiping. 1. Gallia Tranſal- 
pina, was divided by Ful:us Ceſar, 
who firſt Conquered the greateſt 
part of it, into four parts, Pro- 
vincia Romana, Aquitania, Celte 
or Gallia, properly fo called, and 
Beloium, All which he ſaith had 
different Tongues, Laws, Man- 
ners, and Governments. Provin- 
cia Romana , was then bounded 
on the North with the Mountains 
of Gebenna, and the River Rhoda- 
nus, .on the Eaſt with the Alpes, 
on the South with the Meadterra- 
nean Sea, and the Pyrenean Hills, 
which divided it from Span, and 
on the Welt with the Garumna ; 
the es cutting this Province 
almoit in the middle, after it turned 
to the South, and ceaſe to be a 
boundary. This River 1s now cal- 
led the Rhoſne. 2. Aquitania, 
had on the North and Eaſt 


the Garumna, now the Garonne, 
pn the Welt the Ocean, and on 
he South Spain, and the Pyrenean 
Hills, and was the leaſt of all the 
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four parts. 3. Gallia Celtica, was 
likewiſe the greateſt; and was 
bounded -on the North with the 
River Sequana, now Seve, Ma- 
trona, now Marne, and the Moun- 
tain Vogeſus, now Mont de Vaugey 
Which parted it from Galiza Bel- 
2:ca, On the Ealt it had alſo the 
Matrona, now Marne, and the 
Rhine and Apes, on the South 1t 
had Provincia Romana, and Aqui- 
tania, and on the Welt it had the 
ring and Aquitan Ocean. Gat- 
lia Belgica, which was the fourth 
part, on the North and Eait had 
the Rhine, on the South Gall:a Cel 
tica, and on the Weſt the Britiſh 
Ocean, from the mouth of the 
Seyne, to the South of the Rhine: 
This vaſt Tract was divided into 
various Nations or Tribes, and they 
had- ſent their Colonies into the 
Britiſh Iſlands, and peopled all 
theſe Tracis. Yet ſuch was the 
increaſe, or reſtleſineſs of this peo- 
ple, that at times they broke over 
all thoſe bounds which nature had 
ſet about them, and invaded the 
Neighbour Nations. Thus they 
Conquered that part of Iraiy, 
which trom them was called Gal- 
lia Ciſalpina, being invited over 
the A/pes by the ſweet Wines were 
carried trom thence to them, about 
the times of Tarquinius Priſcus, 
in the year of Rome 162. five 
hundred eighty eight years before 
Chriſt, Belioveſus, Son of Ambi- 
gatus, King of the Celte, being 
their Leader, General, or Prince. 
This Gallia C:ſalpma was the 
Northern part of [raly, and ex- 
tended from Ar/ia, now L*' Arſa, 
a River of Iſtria, to the A'pes, 
which bounded the Provincia Ro- 
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mana, in the Gallia Tranſalpina ; 
and its borders on the North and 
Wet were the A/pes, on the South 
the River Rubicon, or as others ſay, 
E/is, or as Pliny atlures us An- 
cona, and on the Eaſt they had the 
Adriatick Sea, Theſe people were 
divided into four Potent Nations, 
v12. 1. The Inſubres, which dwelt 
from the A/pes to the River Ar- 
mus, now Arno, which paſleth 
through Florence. 2. The Cenc- 
mani, which lay next the Inſubres 
to the Eaſt, and poflefled the preat- 
elt part of Trevigzana. 3. The 
Boarz, which took up the reſt of 
Trev171anc, and the Dukedom of 
Ferrara, and fo much of Roman- 
diola as lies on the North Welt 
fide of the Rubicon. 4. The Seno- 
es, Who patiing the Rubicon, 1n- 
habited all the reſt of K-omandtola, 
and the Dukedom of T/rbino, (o 
Ancona, according to Phy, Ot 
all theſe Italian Galls, the latt 
were the molt conſiderable ; theſe 
were the men who under Bren- 
nu, took and ſacked the City of 
Rome, 1n the year of Rome 364. 
but in the year 470. of this City, 
they were finally Conquered, and 
extirpated by the Romans. The 
Borz were Conquered by Flam:- 
71s, about the year of Rome 529. 
and being impatient of ſervitude, 
paſſed over the Alpes minto Ger- 
many, and poſletied themtcelves of 
Bavaria. Uoon which the I:ſi- 
bres, and Cenomant, yielded in 
431. and became ſubject to the 
Komans., The Provincia Romana, 
was Conquered in part by Futvins 
Fiaccus, 1n the year 627. and the 
remaunder 11 631. by Cx. D:mtz- 
us Abenebarbiis, and the three 
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other Provinces were Conquered by[called

City 
in Mr. Cambdens time, had made 
great improvements by their Navt- 
gation, and much enriched them- 
ſelves. This City being fo remote 
from England, and very ſtrong, 
at brit ſtood a kind of Neater, and

Gand, or Gant, Gandavum, Cla- 
rinea, Called by the Inhabitants 
Ghent; by the French Gand ; by 
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the Germans Gent ; by the Span 
ards Gante ; is the Capitalof the 

Earldom of 
River Schelde, which there takes in 
the Lyſe and Lieue. It was made 
a Biſhops See under the Archbiſhop 
of Mech/in, by Pope Paul IV. in 
I559. Thisisa vait, ftrong City, 
and was once as rich and populous, 


and as unquiet and Seditious a City 


as any was in the Low Countries. 
Erajmus faith of it in his time, 
that he did not think there was.

Ganzes, the greateſt River 1n the 
Eaft-lndia, which diviiſes that Con- 
tinent into two parts.

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Kingdom in its Paſſage, It is full 
of Iſlands, covered with lovely 
Indian Trees, which afford Tra- 
vellers great delight : The Water 
of this River is etteemed Sacred by 
the Inhabitants; and the Great Mogul 
will drink no other Water becauſe 
It 1s lighter than that or any other 
River, but then it cauſeth Fluxes 
when conſtantly uſed ; and there- 
fore the Europeans boil it before 


they drink it. This River receiveth 


from the North-Eaſt, and Weſt, an 
innumerable number of Brooks, 
and diſchargeth it ſelf into the 
Gulph of Bengala, at the height 
of 23 deg. or thereabouts. This 
River is ſaid by P/z1y, to be two 
miles where it 1s narrowelt, and 
hive where it is broadelt.

Gardon, Nardo, Vardo, a River 
of Languedoc ; fee Guerdon. 

Gardſee, Benacus, a Lake nn 
Lombardy , called by the Inhabt= 
tants z/ Lago di Garda, by the Ger- 
mans Gardzee ; by the French 
Garde ; it lies in the States 
of Ven ce, hetwee'1 the Territory 
of Verona to the Ealt, and Brixia 
to the Welt; watercing on the 
North the Earldom of Tzrel, and 
from thence is exte:;ided to the Ca- 
{tle of Peſcar4 on the South, the 


length of thirty miles; but its 


greatelt breadth 1s ten miles, as I 
have often ſeen ( ſaith Baudrand ) 
though Strabo ſeems to think o- 
therwite, It takes its Name from 
Garda, in the Territory of Verona ; 
out of it flows the River Menzo, 
Mincius, which by Mantoua, falls 
ito the Po. And it abounds with 


Eeels and Carps. 
Gareligare, Tripols, a Kingdom 
in Africa. See Tripols,

CGariglhiano, \Liris, a River of 
Ita/y, which heretotore divided *

Antina, and patting Southward, 
watereth Sora, Aquino, and Seſſa, 
and then falls into the Tyrrhenan 


Sea at Trajero, eleven miles South 


of Gaeta, or Gazeta. 

Garrppo, Gallus, a River of Afia 
the Leſs, which fpringeth from the. 
Celentan Nills in Phrygza Magna, 
and waſhing Peſſinunta, falls wito 
Sangiarus, now Sacario, and Aca- 
da, which falls into the Black or 
Euxim Sea at Cagart. 

Garneſey, Garma, an Ifland be- 
longing to the Crown of England, 
on the Coatt of Normandy. This 
and Gerſey, 18 all that 1s left us now 
of the Dukedom of Normanay ; it 
is about thirteen miles long, and 
near as broad, where it 1s greateſt. 

Garonne, Garumna, Called Ga- 
rona by the Spaniards, and Ga- 
ronna by the Italians ; is one of the 
great Rivers of France, mention- 
oned by Fulms Ceſar. It 18 alfo 
one of the pgreitet(t Rivers which” 
ſpringeth from the Pyrencan Hills ; 
it ariſeth in Arena a Spaniſh 
Village, in the Borders of the King- 
dom of Arrazon, not far from $4- 
lardun, and running Weſtward by 
B-rtrant, it turns there North- 
Eaſt by Rrieux to Tolouſe, above 
which beſides Touche from the 
Welt, and ſeveral others, it takes in 
the Arzege from Foxx, and Pamzer. 
on the Eaſt, then running North 
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and were Conquered by Theodebere 


at Mo:ſſac it isagain improved with 
a number of Rivers brought 
from the Eaſt by the Tara, here 
again turning Welt, it pafſeth by 
Agen, over againft which 1t receives 
the Giers on the South from Aux, 
and a little further on the ſame 
fide Be:ſe from Condom, and on 
the North ( Temnus) Trevuyre 
from Cahors, and a little fur- 
ther the Dro:, fo leaving Bour- 
deriix on the South, and taking 
along the Dordowne from the 
North, it makes the vait Bay of 
 Garronne; and by the Tower De 

Cordovan on a {mall Ifland, patſeth 
with two mouths into the Britiſh 
Seas.

_ Gaſcorgne, Vaſcoma, Novempopu- 
fonia, a Province 1n Aquitaine 11 
France. The Inhabitants write 
 Guaſcoigne ; the Italtans Gaſcogna ; 
the Spaxiſh Gaſcona ; the Engliſh 
Gaſcory, It lies extended between 
the Britiſh Sea to the Welt, and 
the Garonne to the North and Eatt, 


z . and Sparn to the South, and was 


the ancient Ag utania,. and atter- 
wards Novempopulinoa. It had 
this Name trom the Gaſco:zgnes a 
Spaniſh People which ſettled here, 
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and Theodorich, Kings of France, 
but at laſt totally ſubdued by 
Dagobert another King of that 
Nation, ( but aſcribed by the Chro- 
nologers to Aribert a contempora- 
ry King ) in 634, This Name 1s 
ſometumnes taken for all Gaf 


cony, or the Generaltte de Gui-' 


enne, or de Bourdeaux; It is 
divided at preſent into Eleven 
Parts, Bourdeloss, Bazadors, Con- 
domois, Armagnac, Bearn, Gal(- 
cogne, Baſques, Bigorre, Commin- 
ges, Baionne, and Albret. This 
Country for a long time belonged 
to the Crown of England as Dukes 
ot Aquitaine. It came 1n the Year 


1152. to Henry IT. King of En- 


gland, 1n the Right of Elzanor his 
Wite. Though King Fohn was ad- 
judged to have forfeited this and 
all his other Domintons in France, 
by the pretended Murther of Ar- 
thur ; and thereupon the French 
entered, and in 1203. and 1204. 
Conquered Main, Angiers, and 
Normandy, King Fohn's Subjects 
not well agreeing with him ; yet in 
1206, he made one Expedition to 
Rochel, and took Mount Alban, 
whereby he preſerved Gaſcony. And 
though his Son loſt Roche! to the 
French 1n 1-24. yet 1n 1225. by 
his Brother Richard Earl of Corn- 
wall, he reduced the Rebellious 
Gaſcorgnes to Obedience, and, in 
1242. he attempted to recover 
Porttou, but with no good ſuccels ; 
and in 1259. for a Sum of Mony 
given him by Lemw:is IX. he Refign- 
ed Normanay, Main, ard Anjou, 
reſerving to himſelf Gaſcony, Limo- 
ſm, and Aquitarn ; in conlideration 
whereof he was to have 50000.

Poſleflions in France, ever fince 
which time Gaſcony has been in 
the Hands of the French. 

GaStimors, Vaſtinum, a Terri- 
tory in the Ifle of France, towards 
la Beauce, between the River of 
Eſtampes, and that of Vern:ſon to 
the Weſt, and the River Tonne, 
which ſeparates it from Senonos 
on the Eaſt, and the Territory of 
Puyſaie, and Auxerras to the 
youth. The Principal Town 1s 
Montargis, thirteen Miles South of 
Pars. 

Le Gave de Oleron, Gabarus 
Oloronenſis, a River of Bearn, 
which ariſeth from the Pyrenean 
Hills, from two Springs, /e Gave

Comte de Gaure, a County of 
France in Aquitain,,in Armaig= 
ac. between Lomaghee, Gamont, 
and Condom, the principal Town 
in it is Verdun, four Miles from. 
Tolouſe to the North , and about 
eight from Aux to the Eaſt. 

Gazara, Gaza, a City of Pa=- 
leſtine m Aſia, which belonged 


anciently to the Tribe of Fudah, _ 3 


as appears by the Sacred Scrt- 
ptures ; it was the fifth woo 
of the Philiſtines, ſeated near 

Shoars of the Mediterranean Sea, 


on the Contines of Idumea, to=  * 


wards Ezypt, Corquered by Fu- 


dah, Juag. 1.18. but not long 3 


enjoyed by them. Made famous 
by Samſon. Pharach, King of 
Ezypt, gaveit a ſecond fame, Fer,

the Machabees a New Gaza aroſe, 
which in the times of Chriſtianity 
was made a Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhop of C.eſarea.

byſes, had given it this Name. 
Alexander, the Son of Ariſtobu-

would recover again, and Auguſtus 
annexed this Gazara, and Hrppon 
to Syria, and in the time of Con- 
ſtantine the Great it was called 


Conſtantia, from a Siſter of that * 
Prince, The Saracens pollefſed * 
them 
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 - themſelves of this City in the year 
” of our Lord 643. three years be- 
fore they took 7eruſalem, by whom 
it 1s now called Gaza, Gazara, 
and 47z. But here our Authors 
divide as to its prefent State,

Carved , and others are 
broken in pteces, and ſerve tor 
Threſho'ds, Cc. of almoit every 
beggerly Cottage. He tells us alſo 
Baidwin IN. King of Fer:ſa/em, 
having in the year 1145. expelled 


- © the Saracens, he 1n the year 1148. 


built here a Caſtle. That there 
lives here a Sangzackh. That the 
Port is decayed and unlafe, and of 
no great benefit to the Inhabit.nts. 
Fhere ts here one ancient Church, 
frequented by the Copric Chrifti- 
ans; but whether 1t be great or 
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ſmall, he ſiith nothing, but very 
rich it plainly 1s not. This City 
was taken from the Kings of Fe- 


ruſalem, by Salladine, 1n the year 


1171. Tins and all Paleſtine was 


recovered b:ck to the Chrittians, - 


by Fredrick, Emperor of Ger- 
mMaviy, 11 1223. but retaken by the 
Turks 1n 1234.

| Title of a Dukedom, the Seat as 
all agree, of the Old Sicambr:. 
This Province has on the North 
Frieſland , and the Zuyder Sea, 
on the Eaſt Cleves, on the South 
the Dukedom of Ful:ers, and on 
the Welt Brabant and Holand ; 
it is a flat level Country, without 
any Mountains, but much beauti- 
fied with Woods and Foreits, a- 
bounding with all things, but eſpe- 
cially with Corn, and yet as good 
for Paſturage and Grazing ; ſo that 
»they fetch Lean Cattel from Den- 
mark, and Fat them here. Three 
great Riveis water it, the Maes, 
the R/me, and the Wael. Nime- 
guen 1s the Capital of this Dake- 
dom, belides which 1t has twenty 
one Walled Cttics and Towns, and 
three hundred Villages. This Coun- 
try was firſt granted by Henry I. 
Emperor ot Germany, to Otho of 
Naſſaw, with the Title of Earl, in 
the year 1079. Raznold I. the 
ninth Earl, was Created Duke, by 
the Emperor Lew:s, of Bavarza, 
in the year 1339. Arno/d XV. in 
the Deſcent, fold this Dukedom 
to Charles Duke of Burgundy, be- 
- Ing offended with his lewd Son 
Adolph, and Charles another Son 
of this Arnold, left it at his death 
in 153$. to Charles V. as Heir of 
the Houſe of Burgundy. This 
Country in the year 1577. (all but 
a very tew Towns) Revolted trom 
Spain, and joyned with the States 
+ Helland, from which time, till 
this, they have maintained their 
Liberty, only they were over-run 
by the French in 1672. but the 
- next year recovered their Liber- 
ty. The Country took 1ts Name 
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from an ancient Caſtle, ſeated up- 
on the River Nzers, four Miles 
North of Ven/o, and fix Miles 
Eaſt of Nzmeguen ; in which Ca- 
{tle the ancient Counts , or Go- 
ve:nors of this Province, choſe 
their Reſidence, by which means 
it grew toa fine City, and being in 
the Hands of the Spanzards, was 
by them ſo well tortitied, that an 
attempt made upon it by Herry 
Frederick, Prince of Orange, in 
the, year 1139. miſcarried. There 
is allo a Fort of this name, built 
by the Hol/anders, on the Coalt of 
Coromandel, in the Kingdom of 
Narſinga, on the Bay of Bengala, 
in the Eaſt-Indtes.

Genamans, an Iſland in the Red 
Sea, on the Coaſt of Afrhiopra, 
called Gythites by the Ancients, in 
LA 13-20. 

Geneva, 1s the moſt Eaſtern City 
belonging to the Allobroges , or 
Sawvoyards, which together with its 
Bridge over the Rhoſne, 1s men- 
tioned by Fulius Ceſar im his 
Commentaries ; 1t 1s great, popu- 
lous, and well fortified, and ſeated 


at the Welt end of the Lake of 


Lemane, on the South (ide of the 
Rhoſne, in that place where this 
River comes out of the Lake, fe- 
venteen Miles from L:on to the 
Eaſt, and twenty fix from Baſil 
to the South, upon the borders of 
Switzerland, and was heretofore 
a very famous Mart, which 1s long 
fince removed to Lzon. + The 
French call this City Geneve, and 
the Germans Genff ; about nine 
hundred years ſince, in an 1gnorant 
and an unlearned Ape, it was cal- 
led Gebenna, the Italians call it 
Geneura. Mercatcr believes 1t 
built in the year of the World 
2994+ in the titmes of Aſa, King 
of Fudah, by Leman the Father 
of the Germans ; but however 
there is no need of theſe preten- 
ces, Which can never be proved. 
Ceſars Teſtimony, and the Ro- 
man Inſcriptions that are found 
here, are ſufficient proofs of its 
antiquity, by the latter of which, 
it appears this was a Roman Colo- 
ny. We ſhould have had more of 
theſe Roman antiquities than we 
have too, if this City had not in 
the courſe of ſo many Ages ſut- 
fered very much from Enemies 


ſumed its ancient Name. 
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and Fire. In the Reign of Aurel/- 
us Antoninus, this City was almoſt 
all of it burnt, and that Prince 
contributed ſo much to the re= 
building of it, and beſtowed ſuch 
Priviledges on it, that it was called 
Aureita for fome time, from his 
name, but upon his death reaf= 
In the 
irruption of the Barbarous Na- 
tions into the Roman Empire, it 
ſutitered the ſame Calamities with 
other Cities, and ſomthing ſooner, 
as being nearer the Frontiers, but 
then 1t met with an early reſ{torer 
in Genebald King of Burgundy. 
About | three hundred and bfiy- 
years ſince, it was burnt twice in 
ſeven years. It has had the Counts 
of Geneva, and the Dukes of Sa- 
voy at all times- the great pre- 
tenders to the Sovereignty over it, 
and has always defended its Privi- 
leges manfully againſt them ; and 
in the year 1412. when Amadem, 
Duke of Savoy, endeavoured to 
obtain a Title to this City by an 
exchange, Foannes 4 Petra Sciſſa, 
then Biſhop of this City, and the 
Inhabitants agreed, that if any per- 
ſon ſhould conſent to the Ahlena- 
tion of its Liberty, he ſhould be 
treated like a Traitor. Theſe and 
the like Traverſes of their Neigh- 
bour Princes forced them in 1535. 
to enter into a League with the 
Canton of Bearn, which was to 
laſt for ever ; the change of Re- 
ligion having then heightned their 
Neighbours rage againit them. In 
1584. having ſuffered a very 
Siege, and a miſerable Famin, by 
the help of the Canton of Xurich, ® 
they prevailed fo far as to force the 
Duke of Save, and their Biſhop 
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G E 
to renounce all their pretences: 
and they reaped no lefs glory from 
their deteating the Nocturnal Sca- 
lado of Charles Emanuel, Duke 
of Savoy, in 1662. This City re- 
jected the Church of Rome in 


I535- But there 1s lately publiſhed 


an exact Hiltory of this City, 
Written by AM. Spon, and there- 
fore I need add no more.

Genezareth, Geneſara, a Lake 
in Paleſtine, between the Tribes 
of Zabulon to the Welt, and the 
half Tribe of Manaſſth to the 
Eaſt, which is alſo called the Sea 
of Tiberins, and of Gallely, which 
Lake 1s entered by the River 
Fordan, at Capernaim, and left 
at Sythopelzs ; 1t 18 eighteen Miles 
long, and ſeven broad, on the 
Weltern Shoar ftard Capernaum, 
Tiberias, and Bethjaida, on the 
Eaſtern Coraſamm, and Gerſa.

Genoua, Gena, a very ancient 
and great City in the North of 


Italy, upon the Tyrrhenian Sea 


it lies in the form of a Theatre, 
upon the aſcent of an Hill, opening 
its Boſom to the Sea, and is fo very 
ancient, that its Original 1s un- 
known: but it 1s certiin 1t- was 
deſtroyed by Mazo, one of Lan 
mbals Commanders, when by the 
Alpes he entered Italy m the year 
of Rome 534. about two hundred 
and ſixteen years betgre tle Birth 
of our Saviour. And that Corne- 
lins Servalius, one of the Roman 
Conſuls, ordered the rebuiliing it, 
ſixteen years after 1ts deſolation. 
This City in the end of the firſt 
Punick War, had greatly ſhaken 
Rome. it felt, as Livy relates, a- 
bout the year of Rome 515. but 
being then ſubdued , and now 
obliged, ſhe continued ever after 
very faithtul. In the fall of the 
Roman Empire, ſhe had the fame 
tate with her Neighbours, and fell 
under the Herules, Goths, and 
Lombards, or the Greek Exar- 
ches of Ravenna, as they prevailed 
ne upon the other. In 805. 

Charles the Great having Con- 
quered-the Lombards, made Ade- 
mar, his Kinfinan, Count of Ge- 
noua, Who got Corjica trom the 
Saracens, and unitedit to this City, 
which has enjoyed that Ifland ever 
fince. In 935. the Saracens took 
and burnt this City, and carried all 
her people into Captivity, but the 
Duke of Ierice brought them 
back, and rebuilt the City ; but 
others ſay the Genoeſe Fleet met 
thele 
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theſe Infidels in their going horne, 
and recovered all again after a ſharp 
fight. After this they became 1n 
a ſhort time by Navigations, Com- 
merce and Wars, more famous than 
ever. Being thus grown Wealthy, 
in 1133. Pope Innocent IL. made 
this City an Archbiſhops See. They 
had deferved this favour of the 
Pope, by the great Services they had 
by their Fleets performed againſt 
the Saracens in the Holy War, 
which .began in the Year 1096. for 
which in 1101. they had obtained 
of Baldwin the third part of theSea- 
Towns that ſhould be taken m Pa- 
leſtine. In the Year 1204. when 
the Weſtern Chriſtians took Con- 


ſtantinople from the Eaſtern Em- 


perors, the Genoueſe had a great 
hand in it ; and had Pera aſſigned 
them for that Service, a place near 
Conſtantinople ; and they were 
then maſters of Lesbos and C10, 
and ſeveral Iſlands in thoſe Seas, 
and Caffa in the Black Sea, in Crim 
Tartary. But aiming to gain Creer 
too from the Venet:ians in 1207. 
there aroſe a War between the two 
States, which, joined with the Ge- 
noueſes inteſtine Diviſions, at laſt 
ruined the Greatneſs of this State ; 
but before this came to paſs in 
1255. they reduced the Venerrans 
to great itreights, having taken 


but loſt all by demanding more 
than could be granted. In 1260. 
The Venetians gained another great 
Victory over them, taking twenty 
tour Gallies. In 1291. the Veners- 
ans took from them Pera, and 
Caffa. But in 1293. the tide of 
Fortune turned, and the Vener:- 
#15 loſt all their Fleet to the Ge»

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in 1298, But in 1314. the Ge- 
noueſe were beaten by the Veneri- 
ans : andin 1353. were by the Ve- 
netians reduced to ſuch ſtreights, 
that they were forced to put them- 
ſelves under the Protection of the . 

Duke of Mzlan, after which though 


they recovered to an Ability of © © | 


conteſting with the Venerians, and 
beat them in 1401.yet the Turks and 
their own Divitzons, at laſt reduced 
them to fo low an Ebb, that they 
were not able to ſet out a Fleet. Be. 


tween the Years 1174. and 1339. 


they had four dreadful Civil Wars, 
or Broyls in the City, which contri- 
buted very much to their ruin. In 
1452. Sfortia Duke of Milan poſe 
ſeſſed himſelf of this City. In 
1563. this City was cited to An- . 
{wer for the Expulſfion or Baniſh- 
ment of the Marqueſs of Final by 
Ferdinandol. Emperor of Germa- 
ny. Selim the Grand Seipnior, 
Emperor of the Turks, beat this 
Republick out of the Iſle of Chzos, 
in the Year 1571. Beſides all theſe 
Mutations, the French pretend that 
1n 1396. this Republick made over 
by a formal Grant to Charles VI. of 
France, all the Sovereign Lord- 
ſhip 'of that Republick, and the' 
States depending on it, which wag 
Executed and Confirmed again to 
Charles VIL in the Year 1458. 
and from this laſt Date the French 


had the Sovereignty of the Crty till 


1528, when Andreas Doria taking 
advantage of the Imprifonment of 
Francs 1. who was taken by the 
Forces of Charles V. at the Battel of - 
Pavia ; reſtored his Country to its 
former Liberty. Since which time, 
this State has had a very great depen # 
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dence on the Crown of Spain, by 
reaſon of his States in Italy ; and 
 _ have at all times preferred the In- 
tereſts of that Kingdom before all 
others. This ſo far exaſperated 
Lewy XIV. the now French King, 
that in the Year 1674. he ſent a 
Fleet, and Bomb'd this City, 'in 
which Action the Ducal Palace was 
burnt, and many other of the no- 
bleſt Palaces in the City, and an in- 
credible miſchief done. And in 


the end he forced them to ſend their. 


Duke and fourSenators to his Court 
to make their humble Submitlions 
to him. Not that they parted with 
their Liberty to him, for they are 

till a Free State, nor that they had 
done him any Injury, which they 
were to acknowledge ; but either 
becauſe their Anceſtors had Revolt- 
ed above an hundred years agone, 
or becauſe his molt Chriſtian Ma- 
jelty would have it ſo. 

The State of Genowa, 1s a part of 
Italy, anciently called Leguria, 
lying upon the Tyrrhenzan Sea, 
which bounds it upon the South 
and Welt, on the Eaſt it has the 
Dukedoms of Florence, and on the 
North the Dukedoms of Parma in 
part, and: Montrferat in part. Its 
length from Eatt to Weſt is one 
hundred and forty miles ; its 
breadth 1s nevertheleſs. very- little. 
Yet that part of it which lies next 
the Sea, is wonderfully fruitful by 

Nature, and made much more fo 

by the Induſtry of the Inhabitants, 

and has ſo many Villages and tine 

Buildings, eſpecially towards Ge- 

noua, that 1t -may ſeem to be one 

continued City. It 1s Governed as a 

Common: Wealth under a Duke, 

who 1 to contume but two years,

and two Senates or Councils. This 
Republick has under 1t Cor/ica, and 
Caprata, two Iſlands in the Meds- 
terranean Sea, and had anciently 
many other. 

Genſus, Mclas,a River of the Lef- 
fer Armenia, which riſeth from the 
Mountains of Argew, and running 
Eawward, falls into the Euphrates, 
when 1t has paſſed the whole Pro- 
vince of Armenza Minor.

Georgeto, Morgontiacum, a Town 
of the turther Calabria. 

Georgia, a great Country in 
Aſia, called by the Inhabitants Gur- 
gaiſtan, lying between the Caſpian 
Sea to the Eaſt, and the Euxine to 
the Welt; and being bounded on 
the North by Cercaſſia, Comana, 
and the Dominions of the Duke of 
Muſcovy, and on the South by 
Schirvan a Province of the King- 
dom of Perſia, containing under 
this Name a part of Armenia the 
Greater, and Armenia the Lefler, 
This Kingdom was heretofore 
much greater than now 1t is, and 
had Monarchs who- were Sove- 
retgnsof it, whoſe Royal Seat was 
the City of Cotats ; but lying be- 


tween the Turks and the Perſians, 


two powerful Neighbours, both of 


them have diminiſhed the extent of. 


1, Thus the Turks diſpoſſefied the 


Georgian Kings of Erzerum, a Ci- 


ty oft Armenia, and the Perſians 
ot ſome others; and beſides the 
Kings of it have ſome time fnce 


divided it into ſeveral (mall Principa- 


lities, whereby it is become much leſs 
able than otherwiſe it would have 
been to defend it ſelf againſt thoſe 
potent Princes who ſurround it : 
the Eaſtern Parts of it are accord- 


ingly 
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ingly Tributary to the King of Per- 
fia, the Northern to the Great 
Dake of M»ſcovy, and the Weſtern 
to the Turk : The parts of this 
Kingdom are Mengrelia, Gurzel, 
and Þnreta, to the Weſt where the 
ancient Colchis was: to the North 
is Abaca, and Carthne! ( now a 
Province of Periz ) aid Gaghers 


( Gagueſa ) to the Faſt, formerly 


called Iberia; and Samſche [ Same- 
ſa ] to the South towards Arme- 
nia. The principal Cities are Co- 
taty and Teflis, The Georgians are 
Chriſtians by Protefſton, but b 
PraCtice the worſt in the World, 
eſpecially their Princes, and great 
Men, who will: ſell their Subjects 
for Slaves to the Turks, and Perſi- 
ans, or exchange them far Mer- 
chandize, otherwiſe their Faith is 
very tolerable, they are of the 
Greek Church, and till of late never 
heard of the Church of Rome. 
Georgia, more properly ſo cal- 
led, borders to the Eaſt upon 
Cireaſſia and Muſcovy, to the Weſt 
upon Armenia, the Leſs, to the 
South upon Armenza the Greater, 
and to the North upon the Eu- 


xine Sea, and that part of Colchzs, 


which is called Imirecta, ( which I 
believe ( faith Sir F. Chararn ) to 


"| be all that Country which the An- 


cients call Iberza ).- It is a Coun- 
try very full of Woods, and very 
Mountainous, which yet his in it 
a great number of pleaſant Plains, 
only the middle of Georgia is more 


even and level than the reſt : aid. 
Kur {Cc ywus ) runs * 


the River 
through the middle of it. This 
Country is very fruitful in Corn, 
Herbs, a:zd Fruits, and produces a 


vaſt quantity of excellent Wines, 
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but thew miſt Staple Commodity * 
1s Silk, of which they. have a-great 
quantity, but not half what 1s re- 
ported ; the Air is very dry, and 
cold in the Winter, and hot in the 
Summer. 

Gerawer, Gerav:a, a Territory 
in, the Upper Circle of the Rhzne, 
towards the confluence or meeti 
of the Mayn [ —_— and Rhine, 
between the County of Erpach on 
the Eaſt, and Mentz on the North 
and South, and the Palatinate of 
the Rhine on the Welt. Theprin- 
Ccipal places of which are Gerarw, 
and Darmſtad, from which latter 
place, this is ſometimes by Fo- 
reigners called the Lantgraviat de 
Darmſtad. The Town of Geraw, 
which gives this Territory its other 
Name, lies not above two German 
miles from the Rbine, and Oppen- 
heim to the Eaſt upon the River 
Nozr. | 

Gergents, Agrigentum, an ancl- 
ent, and once a moſt Potent and 
Magnificent City of Sicily, men=- 
tioned in the old Greekand Latin 
Hiſtorians very frequently. This 
City was built by the Inhabitants of 
Gela, fix hundred Years before the 
Birth of our Saviour, as Thucydides 
affirms, L:b. 6. and was called by 
the Greeks "Axpazas ; and by the 
Latins Agragas, and Acr.gas, as 
well as Agrigentum, It became in 
time ſo great, as to have ten mules 
in compaſs, and to contain Two 


hundred thouſand Inhabitants ; and », *? 
others ſay ſo many more, as 18 n- 


credible, if not. umpofiible. See ©? 
Laer. Lib. 8. When this City had +7 
not ſtood above forty years it fell. 

into the hands of Phalaris a Creti- 
an; who being Biniſhed his Coun 2! 
- S 2 ay, 
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& jog a private Man became Lord 
of all Sicily, and is one of the moſt 
noted of all the ancient Tyrants, 
and enjoyed this Power {ixteen 
years; after this the hens 21s 
became Maſters of it, and after 
'them the Romans. It was not leſs 
Celebrated upon the account of 
Empedocles the famous Pythagore- 
an Philoſopher, who lived in the 
'LXXXIV. Olympiad, one hundred 
and fixty years after the Foundati- 
on of this City. The Horſes bred 
here were of great repute in Greece, 
and much uſed in their Games, on 
which occaſion it is mentioned by 
Virgil. An. 3. It is now called by 
the Inhabitants Gergent: , and by 
the Spaniards Girgents ; and 1s a 
Biſhops See, under the Archbiſhop 
of Palermo ; it 1s ſeated between 
the Rivers of Arraga, and Naro, 
upon an Hill, almoſt in the middle 


of the Southern Shoar of that Iſland, 


in Long. 37. 38. Lat. 36. 10. 
Germany, Germania, one of 
the greateſt Countries in Europe, 
and the. Mother of thoſe Nations 
which in the fall of the Roman Em- 
pire, Conquered all the reſt. This 
Country at preſent is bounded on 
the North by the Balt:ich Sea, and 
Futland ; on the Eaſt by Hunz ary, 
Pruſſia Superiar, and Poland ; on 
the South by the A/pes, which part 
it from [ra/y, on the Welt by 
France, the Netherlands, and the 
German Ocean, and Switzerland : 
 Weſt-Friſeland, Guelderland , Os 
wer-NYJel, and Groningen, were 
heretofore parts of Germ.1ny which 
belong now to the United Provin- 
ces. Andon the other fide, C/eves, 
Fuliers, Liege, the Biſhopricks of 
Colorn, Treves, and great part of 
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the Palatinate of the Rhime, and 
Switzerland of old belonged to 
Gaul, and now to France, yet are 
now of right parts of Germany, 
The French have taken from it Al- 
ſatia: and Switzer/and ſome Apes 
ſince 1s Cantoned into ſmall Com- 
mon wealths, which do not ac- 
knowledge the Emperor of Ger- 
many for their Sovereign. And as 
for Denmark,, Poland, and Hun- 
gary, they have their diſtinct Kings, 
and are by no means parts of Ger- 
many. It 1s in length from the 
Borders of the Dukedom of Lo- 
rain, to thoſe of Hungary, one 
hundred and twenty German miles; 
in breadth from the Baltickh Sea to 
the 41pes, which incloſe Frzuls, one 
hundred and twenty ſix. This vaſt 
Tract of Land is uſually divided into 
Ten Circles, which are called Fran. 
conia, Bavaria, Auſtria, Schwa-. 
ben,. ( ſometimes called Suabia ) 
the Upper and Lower Circle of the 
Rhine, Weſtpha'ia, the Upper and 
Lower Saxony, and the Circle of 
Burgundy ; but this laſt has no Vote 
in the Diet, nor contributes any 
thing to the Charges of the Em- 
ire. The Emyeror of Germany 
15 not only the Head of Germany, 
but the firſt Prince in Chriſtendom, 
in Rapk and Order, though not 
the molt Powerful. This Country 
is called by the Inhabitants 
Teutlchlandt or Tettſchlandt ; 
by the French Allemagne ; and by 
the Spaniards Alemaſia ; by the 
Italians La Germanta, or Þ Alle- 
magnia ; by the Dutch Duplt- 
landt ; by the Poles Nicmieczka ; 
by the Hwngarians Nemes 3 an 
by the Greeks Elmagi. In anct- 
ent times this Country was extream- 
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ly overgrown with Woods, and full 
of + uncultivated Marſhes : there 
were then no Cities, no Arts, no 


Tillage, but the Inhabitants were 


much like the Northern Americans, 
Immanes Animy atque Corpors- 
bus ; of great growth as to thew 
Bodies, and very barbarous as to 


their Minds. But preat Warriers, 


and the tavincible Enemies of the 


Roman Empire, which never could 


ſubdue them, but on the contrary, 
they at laſt deſtroyed that vaſt 
Empire in the time appointed. 
Fulms Ceſar was the firit of all 
the Romans who (building a Bridge 
hine ) entred this Coun- 
try but with no great ſucceſs. Au- 
guſtus and Tiberius, Conquered 
thoſe Nations of Germany which 
lay between the Rhzre and Italy ; 
but then about the_Year of Chri/t 
200. they too ſhook off the Roman 
Yoak, the re{t were always free 
from it. The Rhine and the Da- 
nube, were the ſtanding Bounds of 
this Empire, beyond which it could 
rarely keep any thing long. That 
which the Romans could never ef- 
fect, the Francks under Charles the 
Grext brought to paſs, and ſubdu- 
ed Germany. This Prince about 
the Year $801. was made Emperor 
of France and Germany. Itcon- 
tinued in his Poſterity till the Year 


929. when Henry I. a Saxon, was. 


Elected by the Germans, and this 
Family laſted till the Year 1002. 
when it fell into the Houſe of Ba- 
varia, in the Perſon of Henry II, 
In 1139. Conrade III. Duke of 
Schwaben Sugceeded, and all the 
Emperors that followed were of 
that , Family, till the Year 1274. 
After which the Empire tor ſome 
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time had no Head, and changed Fa- 
miles at others very frequently, till 
Albert II. Duke of Auſtria, 1n the 
Year 1439. fixed it in the Houſe of 
Auſtria, And all the Emperors 
ever ſince have been of that Fami- 
ly, Leopold the preſent Emperor, 


being the Eleventh from Albere IT. 
which have ſucceſſively ſwayed this 


Scepter ; this Prince S 


Ferdinand III. in the Year 1657. 


Under theſe Princes Germany is be- 
come one of the moſt- Civilized, 
cul:ated, Learned, Countries in 
the World, full of Noble and po- 
pulous Citics, and moſt flouriſhin 

Churches. As no Country had 
ſuffered more than this in the-days 
of Ignorance, ſo when Learni 

had once diſcuſſed thoſe Miſts in 
the beginning of the XV. Ceatu- 


ry, this was one of the firſt” that 


threw oft the ſecond Yoak, and 
made way for other Nations to do 
the ſame.

Gevals, Gevalia, a Town in the 
laſt mentioned Province of Ge- 
ſtrick, at the Mouth of a River of 
the ſame Name, about four miles 
from the Confines of Upland to 
the North, twenty ſeven German 
miles from Stockholm to the 
North. 

Gewer, favarinum, called by 
the Inhabitants Raab; by the Ger- 
 , mans Favarm, Giavarino ; 1s a 
| fmmall, but very ſtrong City , the 
Cypital of a County# in the Lower 
Hungary, and a Biſhops See, under 
the Archbiſhop of Gran. It ſtands 
five miles from Comora to the 
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Weſt , where the Raab and the 
Rabnitz fall into the Danube. 
This City is called Gewer by the 
ages, nn It was fortifi by 
Ferdinand King of Hungary, in the 
Year 1550. It was taken by the 
Turks 1n 1591. after a long ſiege ; 
retaken by Surprize in the Night, 
by Courit Swartzenburg, and Count 
Palfi, in 1606.

the Severn, and where it is not 
ſecured by that River, has in ſome 
places a very ſtrong Wall, and 1s 
a neat and populous City ; on the 
S. fide it had a fine Caſtle built of 
ſquare ſtone, which 1s now ruined. 
Ceaulin, King of the Weſt Saxons, 
about the year 570. was the firlt 
that Conquered this City from the 
Britans. About 873. 1t fell into 
the Hands of the Danes, who 
miſerably defaced it. Soon after 
this Aldred, Archbiſhop of Tork, 
built the Cathedral, to which be- 
longs now a Dean, and fix Pre- 
bends.

Geof/y 
of Monmouth, hid been Biiſktop of 
the See before, but it was ſuppreſ= 
ſed in after-times, and was now 
again revived. Thus City falling at 
firſt into the Hands of the Rebels 
in our late Troubles, was beſieged 
Auguſt 10. 1643. by the Kings 
Forces, the 18. the King came in 
perſon to tliis Leager, but Eſſex 
coming up Sept. 10. the Siege was 
raiſed : and fo for onght I can 
find if continued in their Hands 
till the Reſtitution of Charles II.

Gneſna, Limoſaleum, Gneſna, 

a City in the Kingdom of Poland, 
Which by the Germans 1s called 
Gniſen ; 1t is an Archbiſhops See, 
in the Palitinate of Kalrſh, to- 
Wards the Confines of Germany, 
and was anciently called L imirſa- 
leum, this wzs the Royal City of 
Poland, ant-is now the Seat of the

Gnido, Cnidus, Gmnidus, a 
ruined! old City of Carza in the 
Leſſer Afia , ſeventy Miles from 
Halicarnaſſus to the Eaſt , be- 
tween Rhodes and Cyprus , upon 
the Mediterranean Sea. There 
are here many ruins- of ancient 
Structures, as a Theatre, a Temple, 
and the like, which ſhew the an- 
tiquity of it, though 1t is now 
deſolate, and its two Havens, 
which made it once ſo famous, 
are totally decayed. 


Goa, Barygaſa, Goa, a City of 


the Hither Eaſt-Inazes, called thus 


- by the Portugueſe, but Goemoat 


by the. Natives, that is che Fruit- 
ful well watered Land. It lies in 
a ſmall Iſland towards the Mouth 


of the River Mandova , offi the

Gothardsbers, Adula, Summe 
Alpes, a conſiderable Branch of the 
Saſs Alpes, between the Duchy of 
Mslan and Switzars , where the 
Pennine Alpes begin; and it lies 
in part in the Canton of Urs, and 
in part in the Upper League of the 
Griſons, between Altorff to the 
North, and the Town of Belimz0- 
na ( once a Town of the Duchy of 
Milan, now belonging to the

Gotland, Gothia, the South part 
of the Kingdom of Sweden, called

Gotlandt. lt lies between Swe- 


den properly ſo called, and Norway 


to the North, and the Ba/tick Sea, 
and from Nerway it is again divi- 


ded by the vaſt Lake Werner, and 


the River that ifſueth out of it. 
Thus great ſpace of Land is dwided 
into three great parts or Provinces, 
IPeſt Gota, Olt Gota, and Dod 
Gota ; each of theſe is again ſub- 
divided into lefſer Provinces. In 
Oſtrogothia, is Oft Gota, Smaland, 
Oeland, and an 1fland in the Bal- 
tick Sea, called Gotland. In Sod 
( or South) Gota which lies next 
Denmark, being ſeparated from it 
only by the Sound, are Shone, Ha- 
land, and Bleking ; which three: 
laſt mentioned, belonged hereto-' 
fore to the Danes, but in the Year 
1658. by the Treaty of ge 
were yielded to the Swedes. In 
Weſtrog»thia are Daal, and Wer- 
meland, the principal Cities in theſe 
Provinces are, Ca/mar, Gottenbourg, 
Bahuys, and Landskroon. This 
was the Country of that Nation of 
the Goths, which contributed fo 
very much to the ruin of the We- 
ſtern Roman Empire. They began 
firſt to be taken notice of under. 
Decius the Emperor, in the Year 
of Chriſt 25 1. Theodoſius Conquer- 
ed them after this, when they had 
but alittle before ruined Valens his 
Predeceflor, A/aricus took Rome,

For ( faith he) An- 
tibe u aSea-Port, but LaGraces 
a ftrong Caſtle, and more remote 
From the Sea. Which reaſon ſhew- 
eth the weakneſs of the French Na- 
tion at Sea in thoſe times. 

Grado, Gradus,' a City and Iſland 
belonging to Fr:ul;, on the Shoars 
of the Adriatich Sea, or Gulph of 
Venice, built by the Inhabitants of 
Aqueleja, eighty miles from Vemice 
to the Eaſt, and twelve from Aqui- 
leja to the South, which 1s under 
the Venetians, The Patriarchs of 
Agquileja long fince removed from 
thence and fetled here ; as they 
went afterwards from hence to Ve 
nice, about two. hundred years 
fince, Eltas one of theſe Patriarchs 
in the Year 602. Celebrated a Coun- 
cil in this place. 

Grafignana, Caferoniana, a Coun- 
ty within the Apennne, the grea- 
telt part of which i under the Duke 
of Modena, the relt belongs to the 
Republick of Luca. 

Grafschaftt Mansfeld, Mansfel- 


dienſis Comitatus, the County of 


Manfield. The word Gzafgchatt, 
in the German Tongue ſignitying a 
County. 

Grambuſia, Crambuſa, a mall 
Ifland on the Coaſt of Czl5c:4. 

Gran, Strigonum, a City of the 
Lower Hungary, feated on the 
South-Welt tide of the River Da- 
nube, where the River Gran falls in- 
to the Danube. Its Caſtle is a ve- 


ry fine Pile, built upon the Banks 
of the Danube, upon a Rock, which 
1s very {teep. The City is of a Tri- 
angular form, 


It has two great 
"Towers, 
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Towers, one toward omar 
and the other towards the Danube, 
over againſt Barkan, between theſe 
Towers there 1s a Wall, which has 
ſmall Flanks and Redoubts, and a 
Dike flanked with hewen Stone ; at 
the foot of the Dike there runs a 
Terraſſe, which has ftrong Palls- 
ſadoes, and four great Points which 
ſerve inſtead of Ravelns; the other 
fide towards the Danube has no- 
thing but Walls and Pall:ſadoes ; 
but then it 1s very ſteep on that 
fide, and ſecured by the River. 
The Caſtle ftands very high, but 
there are two Mountains from which 
it may be battered. This City is 
divided into two parts, the High 
and the Low Town, the laſt Com- 
manding the Danube, and they are 
both very ſtrong, and have good 
Walls. S. Thomas's Hill isalſo well 
fortified, becauſe being very near 
the: Town, it would otherwiſe have 
Commanded it. There are in it 
excellent temperate Baths. This 
City was heretofore the Capital of 


Hungary, and has many Magnifi- 


cent Buildings in it, S. Stephens 


Church, the Archbiſhops Palace, 


&c. The Country about it affords 
excellent Wines, and there is a 
plenty of Hot Springs, ſo that the 
plealantneſs of its ſituation, and the 
tertility of the Soil eafily induced 
the ancient Kings of Hungary to 
ſettle here. The importance of 
this Place has brought upon it maa» 
ny bloody Sieges. Fohn King of 
Hungary beſieged it without any 
ſucceſs ; about the Year 1529. Soly- 
man the Magnificent took it in the 
Year 1544» The Count of Mans- 
field retook' it - for the Arch-Duke 
Matthias, in the Year 1595. but it 
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was loſt again by the Cowardiz®© 
of the Garriſon in 1605. the Go” 
vernour being accidentally killed- 
Juſt over againſt it ſtands Barkan, 
to which thereis a Bridge of Boats 
over the Danube, which together 
with Barkan, was burnt by the Chrt- 
ſtians in 1664. In 1683. there 


' was under the Walls of this City, a 


ſharp Engagemerit between the 
Turks and Germans, the latter pre- 
vailing, and taking the City of 
Gran alſo, Ofober 23. after they 
had beat the Turks from Vienna. 
Fuly 3o. 1685. the Turks again 
belieged this City, but were forced 
to retire, Auauſt 16, with the loſs 
of all their Cannon and Baggage. 
It ftands fix German miles 
Alba Regal to the Eaſt, and the 
ſame diltance from Buda to the 
North, and from Comora to 
South, in a moſt fruitful and plea- 
fant Plain, and is called by the In- 
habitants Stegran; by the Germans 
Gan ; by the Italzans Strigona. 
S. Stephen King of Hungary was 
born here. This City is alſo an 
Archbiſhops See, and the Archbi- 
ſhop of this See, is perpetual Char 
cellor of the Kingdom of Hungary, 
and ought by his place to have the 
Honour of Crowning the King af- 
ter he is Choſen, he being the Prt- 
mate of that whole Kingdom. The 
River Gzan riſcth in the Carpaths- 
an Hills, and pafling by Lzpeſch, 
Newſol, Koniſperg, and Sozdigin 
at Barkan, over again(t Gran, falls 
into the Danube. Long. 41. 25. 
Lat. 47. 45- ERS 
Grana, a {mall River in Itaſy, 
which falls into the Po, againſt the 
Mauth of the Tanaro. 
T 3 
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Granada, Granatum, Tlhiberss, a 
Kingdom and a City in Spain. 
The Kingdom of Granada hes-in 
the South of Spain, upon the Me- 


diterranean Sea, which was hereto- 


fore the Eaſtern part of Hiſpania 
Betica. It is boundedon the Eaft 
with the Kingdom of Mzmurcia, on 
the North and Weſt with that of 
Andaluſia, and on the South with 
the Mediterranean Sea. It 1s full 
of Mountains, the greateſt of which 
is Apulaxara. The Soil was once 
very fruitful, but it is now deſolate, 
and conſequently in many parts 
barren. This Kingdom was one of 
the firſt the Moors Pollefled them- 
ſelves of, and of the laſt they loſt ; 
the Spaniards not recovering It 
out of their Hands before the Year 
1492. Thovgh Peter Son of Al- 
phonſus King of Caſtile, furpriſed 
one of their Kings, and flew him 
in 1350. But Ferdinands in the 
firſt mentioned year was the Prince 
which God had appointed to put a 
final period to the Kingdom of the 
M-ors in Spazn, by the expulſion of 
Mahomet Boabdelin, the laſt King 
of Granada, Son' of Muley Aſſin. 
As this raiſed Spain to that 
tneſs our Fathers ſaw and 
eared, fo the expulſion of the Po- 
fterity of theſe Moors by Philip II. 
inthe Year 1571. occationed by a 
Rebellion here and in Andaluſia, 
upon the ſcore of the Inquiſition, 
io the ruin of Spary, the loſs 
of ſo vait a number of its Snbjects 
( many of which though baniſhed 


_ as Mahometans, did yet profeſs 

Chriſtianity in 4fr«ca amongtt the 
Moors) having rendered it ( toge- 
ther with the American Plantati- 
ons) Weak and unable to defend

it ſelf, or to maintain its very di- 
{tant Dominions abroad. 
principal Cities of this Kingdom 
are, Granada, Guadrx, Baza, Ron- 
da, and Almeria. This Kingdom 
is twenty five miles in breadth, 
and twenty three in length, and ſixty 
in circumference. : 
Granada, Nova Illiberss, the Ca- 
prital City of the laſt mentianed 
Kingdom,and from whence it hadits 
Name ; 1s a great and moſt delight- 
ful City as any-in Spain; the Ar 
is healthful, *and it has great plenty 
of excellent Springs, ſo that the 
Moors were of opinion , Paradiſe 
was at leaſt in that Clihmate. This 
on was built out of the Ruins of 
1/liberis an old Roman City, in an 
extended form upon ſeveral Hills, 
two of which are higher than any 
of the reſt, upon the River Del 0- 
ro | Darrum |the River Xenil[ Sm- 
gilis ] flowing alſo not far from it 
on the South, and receiving the 
former a little lower to the Welt, 


_ conveys it and many others by Loxa 


and Ecija into the Guadalquivrr, 


beneath Cordova, about eight miles. 


This City 1s divided into four parts, 
the firſt of which is Granada, mn 
which is the Cathedral, the ſecond 
is Alhambra beautified with the Pa- 
lace of the Moors/h Kings, which is 
extreamly Magmticent, and has 
delighttul Proſpect, the third A{- 
veſia, and the fourth Antiquerula, 
which for the multitude of Inhabi- 
tants, and beauty of the Buildings, 
is not inferior to any of the other 
three; the whole is twelve miles in 
compaſs, mhabited by manyexcellent 
Artificers, but eſpecially Silk-Wex 
vers It has alſo a Biſhops See, 


and an Univerſity, opened by Fer- 
| dinanas, 


The , 
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dinando, and a Parliament or Chan- 
cellary. This City was built by the 
Moors, who were expelled out of 
it, after theyhad Poſſefſed it ſeven 
hundred ſeventy eight years, in the 
Year 1462. It has twelve Gates, and 
one thouſand and thirty Towers. 
In it lie buried Ferdinando and 
en Philip 1. and Foanna his 

neen. On the Eaft there is a 
Caftle built on a Hill of hewen 
Stone. This City ſtands thirty fix 
Leagues from Sevil to the Eaſt, 
nineteen from Cordova to the 
South-Eaſt, and twelve from Faen 
to the South. Long. 17. 10. Lat. 
37. 30- 

Grane, Grana, an Iſland belong- 
ing to France, in the Bay of Aqus- 
tame. 

Granea, Echedorus, a River of 
Macedonia, which falls into the 
Gulph of Theſſalonica, and is faid 
to haye been drunk dry by the 
Army of Xerxes. It is now called 
Calico by ſome, and by others Ve- 
rataſer, and runneth near the City 
of Theſſalonzca. 

Granico, Granicus, a River of 
the Leſſer Aſia, placed by Srrabo in 
the Leſſer Myſia, it ſpringeth from 
Mount Ida, and bending North- 
ward falls into the Proponts be- 
tween Cyzicum to the Eaſt, and 
Lampſacus to the Weſt ; its Foun- 
tains are twenty ſtadias from the 
Springs of Scamander [ now Sca- 
mandro. | It is alſo at this day 
called Granzco by ſome, and by o- 
thers Laz7ara. Upon the Banks of 
this River near Cyzzcum, was the 
firſt Battel between Alexander the 
Great, and the Perſians, in which 
to0000 Perſians were lain, See 
Plutarch and Juſtin. 
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Granſon, Granſonzum, a ſaalf 
Village in Switzerland, near the 
Lake of Newenburg, which has a 
ſmall diſtrict belonging to it, which 
1s Subject to the Cantonsof Bears, 
and Friburg ; it lies at the equal . 
diſtance © miles from Newen- 
burg to the South, and Fryburg to 
the Weſt. Near this place the Ar- 
my of Charles the Hardy Duke of 
Burgundy, confitti 7 fifty thou- 

men, was deteated by five 
thouſand Swiſs, in the Year 1476. 
and his Camp taken with all his 
Baggage and Cannon. This un- 
fortunate Prince had but a little be- 
fore taken this Town from the 
Swiſs, and came now too late to 
relieve it, the Town being already 
taken by the Swiſs, who upon this 
defeat of his Army, have ever fince 
enjoyed it. 

Granville, Magna vill, a ſtrong 
Sea-Port Town in Normandy, ſc- 
ven Leagues from Farſey to the 
South, and five from S. Michael to 
the North. 

Graro, Maſta, a Mountain of 

Ethiopia, upon the South-Eaſt of 
en, 
Gras de Paſſon, Maſſalioticum, 
the Mouth or Haven at the Out- 
let of the River Rhoſne, mto the 
Mediterranean Sea. This French 
word GR AS, like the Latm Gras 
dus, from whence it is derived, be- 
ing imployed by them, as the other 
was by the Romans, to Ggnifie a 
Wharf, Key, or Stairs for the Ship- 
ing and Landing Merchandize ; and 
conſequently for an Harbour, Ha- 
ven, or Sea-Port, or the Mouth of a 
River, it frequently occurs in the 
Names of ſuch places.

Gratti, Crathts, a River of the 
hither Calabria, which ariſeth out 
. of the Apennine Hills, and running 
Northward, takes in Buſentium 
near Coſenza, afterwards alſo being 
ſwelled by the Cothy/e, and the Tur- 
bido, wad ſome athers of leſs note, 
it falls into the Gulph of Taranto 
at Thurit, an ancient but ruined 
City, now called La torre di Bro- 
dogneto.

Gravma, a City in Puglia, in 
the Kingdom of Naples, which 1s 
a Biſhops See, under the Archbi- 
ſhop of Aceren;a, and has the ho- 
nour to give the Title of a Duke 
to the Family of Ur/vza. It ſtands 
at the foot of the Apennine, 1n the 
Borders of the Baſilicate, nine miles 
from Matera to the North, twenty 
four from Cirenza to the Eaſt, 
and thirty four from Barz to the 
Weſt. 


Gray, Greim, Graium, Gretum, 


a City in the County of Burgundy, 
or the Franche Comte, which Is 
ſmall, but well Peopled, ſeated on 
an Hill, upon the River Saone 
[ Arar ] which watering Lon, falls 
beneath 1t into the 
Borders of the Dukedom of Bur- 
gundy, nine miles from Dzjon to 
the Eaſt, and ſix from Dole to the 
North ; [t was well fortified, and 
had heretofore a ſtrong Caſtle, 
but being taken by the French in 
1668, and retaken again in 1674. 


The French diſmantled it, and 


threw down the Caſtle, after w_ 
} 
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by the Treaty of Nimeguen; it was 


in theyear 1E78. reſigned to them, 


and they ſtill have 1t. 
GREECE, Gracia, Hellas, 
a yery large Country in Europe, 
which being taken in its greateſt 
extent, was bounded on the Eaſt 
by the Propontrs, and the Agean 
Sea, or Archipelago, on the South 
by the Mediterranean Sea, on the 
Welt by the Ionian Sea, or the 
Gulph of Venice, and on the 
North by Bulgaria, Servia, and 
Ilyricum, Mount Hemus running 
between Greece and theſ& Coun- 
tries, and ending at the Euxine 
Sea, which there begins to be a 
part of its Northern Border , fo 
that it is a kind of Peninſula, fſur- 
rounded on three ſides by the Sea, 
and only united to the reſt of 
Europe by the fourth, which 1s 
now almoſt intirely in the Hands 
of the Turks, who by the ruin of 


- the Grecian Empire have pollefled 


themſelves of this vaſt, fruitful, 
populous, and once moit Learned 
and Civil Country, and by their 
Tyranny, Barbarity, and ill Go- 
verament, they have in about two 
hundred years, almott inticely 


ruined what was the Work of 
'two thouſand to effect. 


It is cal- 
led Greece by the Enzliſk, Das 
Grtecheniand by the Germans, 
and Romelia by the Turks ; and 
it contains Thrace, now Romania, 
Macedoma, Achaia, now Liva- 
dia, the Morea, Peloponneſus, and 
the greateſt part of the Iſlands in 
the Archipelago; Conſtantineple 
being the head of this vaſt Coun- 
try. This people (faith Cicero) 
which hath flouriſhed in Fame, 
Glory, Learning, Arts, Empare, 
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and Military Exerciſes, poſſefſeth 
but a ſmall: part of Europe, but 
then having by their Arms pre- 
vailed over the Afiaticks, they 
ſurrounded the Shoars of that 
Country, with their Citzes and 
Colonies, He might have added 
they did the like by Italy, and 
reduced almoſt all that which is 
now the Kingdom of Naples, un- 


_ der their Power, which was then 
called Magna Grecia, and the beſt 


part of S:cz/y too;; and running 
down beyond Italy, Marſeilles in 
Provence, was one of their Colo- 
nies. And in 4/ia the Leſs they 
poliefled Myſia, Phrygia, ola, 
lonta, Doris, Lydia, and Caria. 
They poſlefled alſo moſt. of the 
Itlands of the Mediterranean Sea 
and this before the Riſe of the Ma- 
cedomian Empire, which put the 
belt par: of 4/ia, and Egypt into 
their Hands ; \nor were they ever 
Conquered by any Forein Power 
(though Xerxes attempted it with 
an Army of three hundred thouſand 
men) till the Romans ſubdued 
them. But Conſtantine the Great 
tixing the Seat of the Empire 
amonglt them at Conſtantinople, 
they regained their Sovereignty as 
gain, and kept it when Rome, 
anc] all the Weſtern Empire fell 


into the Hands of the Barbarous - - : 


Nations. But at laſt Conſtantie 
nople being taken by Mahomer II. 
in the year 1453. they fell un- 
der the molt deplorable ſlavery 
that is poſlible to be conceived. 
Gzeenwich, a delicate Village, 
ſeated upon the Thames in Kent, 


famous of old times for the Mur- . 
ther of Eaipheg, Archbiſhop of 
nN the year 1012. but

Canterbury, 11 
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more for a Royal Palace, began 
by Humfry Duke of Glouceſter, 
enlarged by Henry VII. to which 
his Son Henry VIII. added a Ca- 
ftle. And Queen Elizabeth be- 
ig born here in the year 1533. 
have given it a Title to the ut- 
moſt love and eſteem of all Eng- 
liſhmen. 

Grenoble, Gratianopolis, Acuſin, 
Cularo, a City of Dauphine in 
France , Which belonged to the 
Allobroges, which is a Biſhops See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Vienne, 
and the Capital of the Dauphi- 
nate ; 1t ſtands on the North fide 
of the Tſere, where it takes in the 
Drac, Draus, from the South, at 
the foot of an Hill upon a fruitful 
Plain, thirteen Leagues from Vz-i 
enne to the Eaſt, and fixteen from. 


Lion to the South-Eaſt, and ſeven; 


- from Mometian to the South- 
Weſt. This City has its name from 
Gratianus the Emperor, who re- 
built and adorned it. An ancient 
Inſcription here extant, ſaith Dzo- 
cleſian and Maximilian repaired 
two of its Gates, and gave them 
new names. This City 1s now alſo 
the Seat of the Parliament of this

Gripſwald, Viritium , Gripiſ- 
#aldia, a ſtrong City in Pomera-

Groeningen, Groeninga, one of 
the Cities belonging to the United 
Provinces, which 1s great, popu- 
lous, rich, and very ftrong, and 
the Capital of a Province of the 
ſame name; having heen hereto- 
fore the Capital of Frze//and. It 
ſtands upon the ſmall River Hoo- 
renſter, where it receives the Dam- 
fter, and was honored with a Bi- 
ſhops See, by Pope Paul IV. and 
with an Unwerſity , opened here 


A. D. 1615. It has a ſtrong Ca- 


{tle, which was in vain Attacked 
by the Biſhop of Mwnfer in 1672. 


it ſtands three French Leagues from 
Dam to the Weſt, towards Leu- 


waerden , from which it ſtands 
eight Miles to the Eaft, and the 
ſame diſtance from Coevorden to 
the North; it was heretofore a 
Free Imperial City, but 1s now 
exempted, and is one of the States 
united in the Dutch League.

Charles V. in 1536. and under 
that Family it continued till the 
year 1594. When it was taken by 
the Forces of the United Pro- 
vinces, irom the Spaniards. 
Groen-Land, or Green-Land, 
Gronia, called by the French, 
Terre-verte, 1s a conſiderable part 
of the Artick Continent, which 
lies more North than Iſland. It 
was firſt diſcovered by Ericus 
Rufus, an Iſlander, in the year 
982. After this 1t was {: 
and Inhabited towards the Shoars 
by the Danes and eans. 
But after the year 1379. all Na- 
vigation thither was intermitted, 
and the Inhabitants were heard 
The more Southern 
parts were again diſcovered about 
the end of the laſt Century, and 
the beginning of this, by Martin 
Forbiſher, an Engliſhman, George 
Monk, a Dane, and others; yet 
there can very little be ſaid of it, 
there being no Inhabitants, nor 
ww. wy any gy _ its Har- 
urs irequent Eurape go 
ans for Fiſhing : by ſeveral advan- 
ces in ſucceeding times, . the Land - 
is diſcovered to deg.

Groſſeto, Ro{etum, a (mall City 
in the State of Siena in [taly, up- 
on the Sea Shoar, which 1s a Bi- 
ſhops See, under the Archbiſhop 
of Siena, ard has a Caſtle that 1s 
very ſtrong. It ſtands about three 
Miles from the River Ombrone to 
'the North-Weft, near the Lake of 
Prils, now di Caitiolione, or as 
Burtano, and thirty Miles from Pz- 
_ ombino to the South-Eait, and 

four from Siena South. - This City 
ſprung up out of the ruins of R«- 
ſeile, which {tood about two Miles 
trom 1t. 


Groſſo, Ticarius , a River of 
Corſica, on the South fide of the 
Iſland. 

Groſwerder, an Ifland of Pruf- 
ſia, at the mouth of the Vis 
ſtula. 

Groſverner, or le Grand Bren-

Grothaw, Grothavia, a ſmall 
City of Bohemia in Sileſia , the 
Capital of a Dukedom of the ſame 
Name; it lies between Nezſs to the 


South, and Brzeg to the North, 


and 1s under the Dominion of the 
Biſhop of Bre/law, from which it 
1s diſtant ſeven Miles to the South, 
and three from the Oder Welt, 
and thirty from Prague to the 
Eaſt. | 

The Dukedom of Grothaw, 1s 
a part of the Upper S:leſia in Bo- 
hemia, which belongs to the Bi- 
ſhoprick of Bre/law , from the 
times of Priteſlaus Pogarellus, Bi- 
ſhop of that Dioceſs, who bought 
it of Boleſlaus, Duke of Lignztez, 
and Brzeg, and annexed it for ever 
to this See. It lies between the 
Dukedom of Oppelen to the Eaſt, 
and Monſterberg to the Welt, 
Brieg to the North, and Nieſſa 
to the South.

Grubenhagen, a Caſtle and Ter- 
ritoy in the Lower Saxony, in the 
Dukedom of Brunſwick, towards

Weſt, twenty ſeven from Bremen 
to the South-Eaft.

Guadajox, Salſum, a River of

Flandrians in 1479. by which Vi- 
cory Maximilian the Emperor, 
then Married to Mary the Daughter 
of Charles the Hardy, the laſt Duke 
of Burgundy, recovered Tournay 
out of the Hands of the French, 
and (ettled the Low Countries in 
_ the Houſe of Auſtria. It lies three 
French Miles from St. Omar to the 
South, and the ſame diſtance from 
Renty to the Eaſt, and two from 
Ayre to the Weſt, and leſs than a 
Mile from Teroane, and the River 
Lis to the South. 

Guipuſcoa, ipuſcoa, now a Pro- 
vince, but once a Kingdom in 
Spain. In the micdle times it was 
annexed to the Kingdom of Navar, 
but is now ſeparated from it, and 
united to Bzſcay , by which it is 
bounded on the Weſt; on the 
South it has A/ava, on the North 
the Bay of Bz{cay, and the King- 
'dom of Navar on the Eaſt. The 
principal Cities in it are_ Toloſa,

Guiſe, Guiſa, Guiſia, a Town in 
Picardy in France, in the Terri 
ritory of Tzerache , which has a 
Caſtle, and 1s ſeated upon the Ri- 
ver O:/e, in the Confines of Bai- 
nault, nine Miles from Cambray 
to the South, five from 1a Fere to 
the North-Eaſt, and about ſeven- 
teen from Amiens to the Eaſt. 
This Town was Befieged by the 


Spaniards, without any ſucceſs in | 
But that which made it 


1650. 
molt remarkable was the Dukes -of 
Guiſe, who in former times had 
a very great Hand in all the affairs 
of France, from the Reign of 
Francs T. to that of Henry IV. 
This Family was a Branch of the 


Houſe of Loram, advanced by 


Francs I. in the yezr 1528. from 
Counts or Earls of Guzſe, (which 
was their Inheritance} to Dukes of 
the ſame place. The firſt that was 
thus raiſed was Claude, the Son of 


Renate II. he had eight Sons; of 


which were Francis Duke of Guiſe, 
Claudius Duke of Aumale , and 
Renatus Marqueſs of Ellebove. 
Francis became very famous by 
his defence of Mets, againſt 


Charles V. and his furprizing Ca: * 


lax from the Engliſh, and was 
Ailaffinated in the year 1593. 
He was the Father of Henry Duke 
of Guiſe, and of Charles Duke of 


Mayne, &c. Henry making him- 


ſelf 
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ſelf Head of the Holy Leapue againſt 
Henry III. of Fraxce,was lain in the 
States of Blas by the order of that 
Prince, in the Year 1588. Charles 
the other Brather took up Arms 
againſt his Prince, and continued 
them againſt Henry IV. till at laft 
in the Year 1594. he was forced to 
ſubmit to that ViCtorious Prince.

Saxony, in the Dukedom of Ho/- 
ſtein, upon the River E:be ; which 
is yet an Imperial and Free City, 
and not ſubject to any Prince, and 
oneof the principal Yanſe Towns 
in Germany.  Heretotore 1t was 


_ dignified with 2n Archbiſhops See, 
| but the Chair was removed to Bre- 
men 1n the Year > 30, by Anſgarins 
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Lews the Emperor. This City is 
placed in the Territory of Storma- 
ren, eighteen German miles from 
the German Ocean, which yet 
Tides up to this City, fifteen from 
Bremen to the North, ten from 
Lubeck to the South, and ſeven 
from Stade to the Eaſt. It is ve- 
ry {trongly fortified, rich, and po- 
pulous, anc in a growing condition. 
It has 1ts Name trom one Hammon 
a great Man who built it. It was 
built firſt by Charles the Great, a- 
gain(t the Danes, in the Year 809, 


Heridagus was the firlt, and Anſ- 


garius the ſeconi] and laſt Archbi- 
ſhop of it. It was firſt ſubject to 
Aibion Prince of the North Elbin- 
gers, and afterwards to Herman 
Billingen, Son of Otto the Firlt, 
Duke of the Lower Saxony, and 
to his Son Bennus after him, in 
whom this Line ended. Adolphus 
Count of Dchawenburg, in the 
Year 1137. Governed this City and 
Holſtern for Lotharius Duke of 


Saxony. Adolphus the Third' grant» 


ed it many ahd great Privileges for 
a conlider.ble fum of Money, which: 
were Confirmed by Frederick Bar- 
baroſſa the Emperor. In his ab- 
ſence in the -Ealt, Henry the Lson 


ruined this City, but Adolphus up-. 


on his return recovered and rebuilt 
it, but he did not long ſurvive, be- 
ing ſlain in Battel m 1203. by Wat- 
demarus Duke of Sleſwick , Bro- 


therof Canutus. King'of Denmark. © 
This King of Denmark gave this 


City to one Albertus Duke of Or- 
lamand, who fold his Right to the 
Seat of the City, which Sale was 
Confirmed by Ado/phus the third 
Duke of Hoiſtein, and ever _ 
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the City has been a Free State; 
jet the Dukes of Ho!ſtezn do till 
cetend a Right and Title to it. 
Frederick II. im 1579. had a Con- 
troverlie with this City, which was 
ended by the payment of a cone 
fiderable fum of mony. It em- 
braced the Lutheran Confetiion, 
at the firſt Publication: of: it, and 
yet it tolerates the Catoinſts, and 
it gave ſhelter to the Engliſh in 
the Reign of Queen Mary, who 
in 1554 fled hither. In the year 
1686. the preſent King of Den- 
mark ſuddenly fat down before this 
City with an Army of. thirty 
thouſand men, but the Winter 
coming on, and: the Neighbour 
Princes eſpoufing their Cauſe, and 
ſending them Forces into the City, 
he was forced to retire, thoſe with= 
in the City, on whom he relied, 
being diſcovered , and afterwards 
Tryed, and Executed. There is hard- 
ly in the Worlda finer City, nor 
a larger and ſafer Port than this. 
This City is ſaid to have done 
Homage to Chr:/t:an ITT, as Duke 
of Holſtetn, in 1604. 

Hamel,, a Town near Corbie, 
upon a River that falls into the 
Some in Picardy. 

Hamelen, Hamala, Hamelia, a 
City of Germany, -in the Lower 
B Saxony, in the Duktdom of Brun/- 

wick, between Hildeſheim to the 
Eaſt, and Paderborne to the Weſt, 
upon the (V:/urgs) Weſer , 
winch -parts this Dukedom from 


Weſtphalia, and beneath Bremen 


falls into the German Ocean. It 
ltands twenty Miles from Bremen 
to the South-Eaſt, fourteen from 
Brunſwick to the South-Weſt, 
twenty fix from Hamburgh to the 
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three from 
Fuld to the North.” This City bee 
longs now to the Biſhop 'of Hel- 
dfinien and the Earl of Lippe,and 
was heretofore under the Abbat 
of Fulid, before Albert# Duke of - 
Brunſwick received-it into his Pro- 
tection, which in time turned from 
a-Protectory to a Sovereign Jurif= 
diction , as is uſnal. And it is 
now- under the Duke of Brunſ< - 
wich Hannouer. Near this place 
the Auſtrians received a fatal 
overthrow from the Swedes, and 
Lunenburgers , at the Caſtle of 
Ottendorp, in the year 1633. 

Batmiitown, a Caſtle in the 
County of Cluyd/dale, in Scotland, 
upon ' the Cluyd or Glotta, above © 
Bothwel, ten Engliſh Miles from 
Glaſcow to the Fonts and thurty 
tive' from Edenburgh to the 
Weſt , which gives the Title of 
a Duke to one of the belt Fami- 
lies in Scotland, in whoſe poſſeſs 
ſion 1t 1s. | 

Hammeren, Hammaria, a City 
of Norway, Which is a Biſhops See 
under the Archbiſhop of Drone 
theim, in the Province of Agger- 
hux, in the Confines of Dalecarlsa, 
a Province of Sweden, which is 
ſmall. Jt ftands thirty Sweds| 
Miles from Bergen to the Eaſt, 
and twenty from Anfſlo, Anſlopa, 
to the North. This Biſhoprick is 
united to that of Anflo. 

Hampton Court, a Noble 
Country Houſe, belonging to the 
Ring of England, in Middleſex, 
ten Miles from London on the 
Toames, which was built by Car- 
dinal TPoolſty, in the Reign of 
Henry VITI. who alſo. built

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dence of our | Kings ever fince. 

Hamſa, Emiſa, a City of Syria 
upon the Orontes. 

Hamſhire, or Hampſhire. See 
Danthhire. | 

Hanaw , Hanovia , a ſtrong 
Town in Franconia in Germany, 
upon the River: Kinzz , which a 
little lower falls into the Mayve, 
between Franchfort to the Welt, 
and Aſchaffenburs to the Ealit, 
three Miles from either of them, 
and ten from Marpurg to the 
South. This City has ſuffered, 


_ very much in the late Swediſh 


and German Wars. 

- Hani, Ecbatana, a great City in 
the Kingdom of Perſia, the Ca- 
pital of the Medes, and a Regal 
eu þ mentioned by Pl:ny, Strabo, 
and Ptolemy. Said to be built by 
Arphaxad, now ſuppoſed to be 
Taurs. See Tauris. 

Hannonia. See Haimault. 

Hannover, Hannower, Hanno- 
vera, Hanouer, a German City in 
the Dukedom of Brunſwick, mn 
the Territory of Calemberg, upon 
the River (Leina) Leine, which 
falls into the Wejer, beneath Fer- 
den , four Miles above Bremen, 
from which lait Hannover ttands 
fixteen Miles to the South-Welt, 
five from H:/deſkezm to the North- 


Weſt, and fix trom Brunſwick to 


the Welt. This was once an Im- 
perial and Free City, but was at- 
terwards . exempted. Its Prince, 
who is of the Houſe of Brunſwick, 
poſſefleth one half of the Duke- 
dom of Brunſwick , with the Ter- 
ritory of Calemberg , and Gru- 
benhagen, and has under him, 
Hannover, Hamelen, Gottingen, 
Newſtad, and Lembeck, This City 
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1s very well fortified. The preſent 
Duke, Fohn ' Frederick, is a Re- 
man Catholick, and is younger 
Brother to the Duke of Zel. But 
the City of Hannover, was one of 
thoſe which entered the Smalcal- 
dick, League, as appeareth in Slei- 
dan. And therefore I ſuppoſe the 
people. of it are generally of the 
Reformed Religion. 

Dantſhtre, Hantonia, a Coun- 
ty in the Welt of England, y 
bounded on the South by the 
Britiſh Sea, and the Ifle of Wight, 
on the Weſt by Dorſerſhire, on 
the North by Berkſhire, and on 
the Eaſt by : Surry and Suſſex. It 
1s a large and a fruifal County, 
ard the Capital of it is the City of 
Wincheſter ; beſides which it has 
alſo Sourhampron, Por:ſmouth, and 
Rimſey, very confiderable Towns. 
I donot know of any Noble Man 
that has any Title trom this County 
in general, and as to tholſe'taken 
from the, Cities and.

Harcourt, a fmall Town and 
Caſtle in Normandy, in the Ter- 
ritory of Eureux, ſcarce five Miles 
from this place to the Welt, and 
two from Belmont to the North.

Red this into an Earldom, which 
was beſtowed upon the Princes of 
Lorain, ſome of which Family 
have of late times been famous 
Commanders in the Wars.

to the Land, upon a ſmall Brook 
on the South fide of 'it, five 
Miles Weſt of Winchelſey, and 
near the Eaſtern borders of this 
County. It hath had a great Ca- 
ftle upon the Hill which com- 
manded it, but this is now ruined, 
and inſtead of it ftands a Light- 
Houſe to guide the Sea-men. 
This and the other Cinque Ports, 
which are its Members, was to 
ſend the King twenty one Ships, 
each of which was to have twenty 
one tall Men in it, and they were 
bound to appear- upon forty days 
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the King defired them longer, he 
was to pay to the Maſter and 
Conſtable fix pence the day, and 
to each Mariner three 

The Harbour here' was made by 
a Pere of Timber, which being 
deltroyed by the raging Seas in the 
year 1578. Queen Elizabeth grant- 
ed a Contribution for the repair« 
ing of it, which mony was mifl- 
4% 55" , and the Work neg- 
lected, ſo that the Trade and 
Fiſhery of this place is ſince that 
time much decayed. The Honor.

This Title being given to Sir Wil

one of the moſt frequented Ports 
in the Weſt-Indies.

Archbiſhop of 
Maegdeburgh ; it ſtands in Prig- 
nitZ, a Territory in the Marquiſate 
of Brandenburgh,, upon the Ri- 
ver Havel, which one Mile lower 
falls into the Elbe, ten Miles from 
Maegdeburgh to the North, and 
twelve from Berlin to the Welt. 
The Biſhops of this Dioceſs have 
imbraced the Auguſtane Confel- 
fon ever fince the year 1556.

It 4s ſeated at the 
Mouth of the Seyne, in the Pats 
de Caux, eighteen Leagues beneath 
Raan tothe Welt, and fifteen from 
Caudebec, ten from Liczeux to 


the North; and almoſt twenty 
from Dieppe to the South, upon 
the Shoars of the Br:2:ſhSeas, . over 
againſt Shorham in Suſſex. This 
Town was in the year 1563. put 
into the Hands of Queen E!:7a- 
beth, by the Proteſtants of F rance, 
who were then ingaged in War 
againſt their King, as a Cautionary 
place ; and a Peace was ſoon after 
concluded , without any regard 
taken of that Princeſs, or her In- 
tereſt, by thoſe ſhe had ſuccoured 
in their greateſt diſtreſs. And not 
contented with this both parties 
joyned againſt the Engliſþ , and 
beſieged the Town, which being 


ſurrounded with Enemies without, 


and waſted by the Plague within, 
was forced in a ſhort time to ſur- 
render to the French.

Helſing landt, Helſinga, a Province 
of Sweden, between Dalecarl to

Hemia, Amiſus, a City of Paph- 
lagonia, in the Leſſer Afia, which 
1s called 4mid, and Hemzid by the 
Turks ; and Simiſo by the Greeks ; 
it 18 an Archbiſhops See, built on 
the Shoars of the Euxzne Sea, one 
hundred miles from Sinope to the 
Eaſt, upon the Outlet of the River 
Caſalmach, which comes from A- 
maſia, twenty German miles South 
of Hemid, or Simiſo, as it is called 
in the Maps. 

Hemid, or Cara-Hemid, Amida. 
a City of Meſopotamia, which now 
gives Name to that Country, it be- 
Ing the Capital of it, and 1s called 
NDiarbeckh trom this City. It is a 
great and populous City, and the 
Seat of the Turk:ſþ Governour, 

and of a Chriſtian Archbiſhop. It 
ſtands from Arzzr:, a City of the 
Lefſer Armenza to the South-Eaſt, 
one hundred and twenty miles, 
from Aleppo to the Eaſt fixty. See 
Caraemit. Long. 78. 15. Lat. 39.30. 


Hemz, Emiſa, EmeſJa, a City of 
Syria, Sled ge ip Turks ; 
Chemps by Peſtellus, which is an 
Archbiſhops See, under the Patri- 
arch of Antioch, upon the River 
Orontes, which paſſeth by Antzoch 
forty three miles from Damaſcus 
to the North, eighty from Antzoch 
to the Eaſt, and about ſixty from 
Palmyria to the Welt. It is apret- 
ty Town walled with black and 
white Stone half a Pike height, 
and it had formerly a Dike, now fil. 
led with Rubbiſh, it has twenty 
five Towers, ſix Gates, and five 
Churches, The chief Church was 
built by S. Helen, and was in the 
Hands of the Chriſtians, till about 
one hundred and fixty years agone ; 


. on the South it hasa Caſtle, which 


was not taken from the Chriſtians 
without much bloodſhed, and 1s 
therefore left to be ruined.

Hepou, Heropo'w, a City of E- 
gypr, near the bottom of the Rzd 
Sea, ninety miles from Damzata 
to the South Eaſt, about thirty five 
Englifs miles from Sues to the 
Weii, and fixty from the next 
Shoar of the Mediterranean Sea to 
the South. This City is mentioned 
by P/iry and Ptolemy. Its Long. 
63. 3o. Lat. 29 50. 

Hertfo2d, Durocobriva, a Town 
in a County of the fame Naine, in 
the South of Erzlind. It ſtands 
upon the River Lea or Ligean, as 
the Szrons called' it, which runs 
through it. In the Year 607. here 
was a Synod, but now faith Mr. 
Cambden, it 18 not very populous, 
and perhaps excepting 1ts Antiqui- 
ty, deferves no great regard, yet it 
has given Name to this County, 
and 1s reputed the Shire Town. 
It has a Caltle built as (ome think 
by Eaward the Elder, and enlarg- 
ed by the Family De Clare, to 
whom 1t belonged as Earls of 
Hertford, mn the times of Hen- 
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ry IN. and King Srzephen. . Aﬀeer- 
wards 1t belonged to the Crown, 
and Edward II. Granted it to 
Fohn of Gaunt his Son, then Earl 
of Richmond, and after this Duke 
of Lancaſter. 

'Dertfozdſhire, Herfordie Comi- 
tartus, Cattieuchlani, hath on the 
North Cambridgeſhire, on the 
Welt Bedferdſhire, and Buckeng- 
hamſhire, on the South Middleſex, 
and on the Eaſt Eſſex ;- it is very 
fruitful as to Corn and Paſture, and 
has plenty of Woods, and Groves, 
and for great Towns, and Rivers, 
it may vie with moſt Counties in 
England, confidering its bigneſs. 
This County had firſt for Earls or 
Marqueſles the . Family De Clare, 
who for ſeven deſcents between the 
Years 1139. and 1314. enjoyed 
this Honour. This Family being 
extinguiſhed, Henry VIII. in 1537. 
created Edmard Seymour Viſcount 
Beauchamp, Earl of Hertford, who 
afterward viz. in1$51. was made 
Duke of Sommerſer , being the 
XIV. Earl and VII. of his Family, 
who hath horn this amongſt other 
Tities of Honour.

1t was taken by 
the Duke of Brandenburg as 
Count of Ravensberg, of which 
this was pretended to be a Mem- 
ber.. In 1673, it was retaken by 
the French, and ſoon after deſert- 
ed, and reſtored to that Duke. It 
ſtands ten German miles from 
Munſter tothe Eaſt, and five from 
Minden. There 1s1n it a Nunnery, 
the Abbeſs of which 1s a Princeſs 
of the Empire.

Heſdin , Hedena, a fortified 


Town in Artos, upon the River

the Borders of Artors, was built by 
the Spaniards in the Year 1554. in 
the place where the Village of Meſ- 
nil tormerly ſtood, as a Fort againſt 
the French, who have ſeveral times 
ſince taken it; till in the Year 
1659. by the Pyrenean Treaty it 
was yielded to them. It 1s ſeated in 
a Moraſs eightmiles from Abbev:ll

It 1s ſeated in the 
Bay of Mexzco, and has Cuba and 
Famaica to the Welt, Porto Rico, 
and the Carzbbe Iſles to the Eaſt, 
the At/antich Ocean on the North, 
and "the Bay of Mexico on the 
South. . It extends from 299 to 
307 deg. of Long. being one hun- 
dred and forty Spaniſh Leagues 
from Eaſt to Welt, and fixty in 
breadth, and four hundred in com- 
paſs, and lies between 18 and. 20 
deg. of Northern Lat. The Spa- 
niards have ſome Colonies at the 
Eaſt end, and the French others at 
the North-Welt end towards Cu- 
ba. The Air 1s extream hot in 
the Morning, but cooler in the Af- 
ternoon, by reaſon of a conſtant 
Sea Brize which then riſeth. The 
Country is always Green, and  at- 
fords molt excellent Paſture, fo that 
the Cattle grow wild for want of 
Owners, they encreaſe ſo prodigi- 
ouſly, 
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fixteen days become fit to Eat. 
It affords Ginger, and Sugar Canes 
in vaſt abundance, and Corn an 
hundred-fold. It has alſo Mines 
of Braſs, and Iron, but no Silver or 
Gold. It was when firſt Difco- 
vered, extreamly populous ; but the 
Spa:uards m a tew years deſtroyed 


three Milhons of the Inhabitants, 


ſo that now there are very few left. 
The principal Town 1s St. Dom:ngo, 
built by Bartholomew Columbus,in 
the year 1494. and removed in the 
year 1502. to the oppolite Shoar

H[tria, Hyſiereich, Iſtria, is a 
Country in Izaly, which on the 
Eaſt, Welt, and South, has the 
Adriatich Sea, and on the North 
Friuls. It is full of Woods and 
Quarries, and aftords Venice (un- 
der which it is) Materials, both for 
Ships 'and Houſes, but otherwiſe 
not comparable to the reſt of Italy, 
in. point of Fertility, and the Air 
1s beſides tickly- and unwholeſom. 
The Compaſs of it 1s about 'two 
hundred Miles. This Country was

It 1s 
great too, well Watered, and very 
Fruitful ; having on the North the 
Fuiader Sea, on the Welt the Ger- 
man Ocean, on the South Yea- 
land and Brabant, and on the Faſt 
Utrecht and Gueiderland, and a 
part of the Xuder Sea, In for- 
mer times it was more extended 
towards the Eaft of Nimeguen, 
its Diftrict being then a part 
of Helland. The Batavi a War- 
"like Nation, poſſeſſed the preateſt 
part of this Country, 1n the times 
of the Roman Empire, who were 
Conquered by Fu/rus Ceſar, with 
the rett of the Galls, of whom 
this was then thought a part. After 
the Roman Empire was overthrown 
in the Weft, this Province being al- 
molt diſpcopled by the 1nrotes of 
the Norman Pyrats, was given by

It was 
anciently a part of the Cherſone- 
ſus Crmbrica, and is bounded on 
the North by the Dukedom of 
Sleſwick or South-Futland, on the 
Weft with the German Ocean, on 
the Eaſt with the Ba!rzck Sea, and 
on the South with the Dukedoms 
of Bremen and Lunenburgh, (e- 


' parated from it by the Elbe. Tt 


1s divided into four parts, Dith- 
marſen, Holſtein, Stormaren, and 
Wageren. The principal Cities in 
it are Lubeck, and Hamburgh, 
which are Hanfe-Towns, or Im- 
perial Free Cities; beſides which 
there are Kze/, and Rensburg in 
Holſtein; Krempend,and Gluckftad, 
in S:ormaren.Part of this Dukedom 
is under the King of Denmark, and 
part of it is under the Duke of 
Holſtezn. The ancient Inhabitants 
of this Country were the Saxons, 
our Anceſtors, who about the year

tain, which perhaps were but ſome 


Tribes of the Cimbrians. The reit. 


which remained in Germany, were 
Conquered with the Saxons, by 
Charles the Great, and continu-

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with Xantum. The Capital City-1s 
Caifung, the other are Qrezte, 
Changte, Gueihei, Hoaichins, Na- 
#yang, and Funging. This Pro- 
vince contains eght great Cities, 
an hundred ſmaller Cities, or great 
Towns, and five hundred eighty 
nine thouſand two hundred ninety 
ſix Families. There is a City of 
the ſame name with this Province, 
ſeated in the North-Weſt part of 
It, near the River Crcceus, which 
cuts through the North part of this 
Province. 

Hondura, a Provitce of New 
Spam, which 1s of great extent ; 
it 1s bounded on the North and 
Eaft with the Mar del 
Bay of Horndura, on the South 
with Nicaragua, and on the Weſt 
Guatimala. Tt lies two hundred 
Miles m length from Eaſt to Weſt, 
and an bundred in breadth from 
North to South, and 1s under the 
_ Government of the Prefect of 
Guatimala. The Principal Cities 
and Towns in it, are Valadolid, 
Commazagua, which was made a 
Biſhops See in the year 1558. Gra- 
cias 4 Dios, and Trug1lho. 

Honfleur, Fulichona, Honflori- 
um, a City of Normandy, upon 
the Shoars of the Brzriſh Sea, up- 
on the Mouth of the Seyne, over 
againſt Harfleu,three Leagues from 
Hiwvre de Grace to the South.

Their gainful Fiſheries on the 
Coaſt of Iſeland, had its ſhare in 
this growth. Being grown Rich 
they Walled the Town, and Paved 
their Streets, and raiſed their chief 
Magiſtrates from a Warden to Bai- 
lifts, and at laſt in the Reign of 
Henry VI. got the honor of a 
Mayor, and that the Town ſhould 
be a County. This Town however 
was not only indebted to our ar 
cient Kings, but Charles the Mar- 
tyr Treaſared up here a goodly 
Magazine for the benefit of his 
Subjects ; but when he came to 
uſe it Apri/ 23. 1642. he was un- 
worthily, and undutifully excluded 
by Sir Foby Horcham, whiah the 
twenty fifth of the ſame month 
was by the Parliament juſtified : 
ſo that this was upon the matter 
the firſt act of Hoſtility againſt that 
Holy Prince. Hotham the Son, 
was after this routed April 11. 
1643. * at Ancaſter, by Collonel 
Cavendiſh. And both Father and 
Son, were Beheaded by ther -y 
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low Rebels, the firſt in 1644. and 
the other 1n 45. for intending ito 
return to their Allegiance.

Hyrach, Hyrcanza, a Province 
of the Kingdom of Perſia, which 
heretofore was bounded on the 
North by the Hyrcanzian Sea, on 
the Eaſt by Margiana, on the Weſt 
by Media, and on the South by 
Parthia, properly fo called ; this 


Province is now divided into two - 


Provinces, called Taberifax, and 
Mazenderan. 

The Hyrcanian Sea, Mare Hyr- 
canium , takes this ancient well 
known name from this Province, 
but it is no- leſs frequeatly called, 
both in Ancient, and Modern Geo- 
graphers, and Hiſtorians, the Caſpt- 
an Sea, This Sea is called by va- 

rious 
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rious Names according to the Coun- 
tries which do Border upon it. It 
was anciently called the Sea of Cho- 


ſar, from the Eldeſt Son of Thogar- 


ma, a Great Grand-Child of Noah, 


Faphet. Nubius in his Geogra- 
phy, calls it the Sea of Tavi/than ; 
the Arabians Boharcorſum ; the 
Perſians Kulſum; as they do alſo 
the Perſian Gulph. The Greek and 
Latin Authors call it Mare Hyrca- 
mum, or Mare Caſpianum ; the 
Perſians call it alſo the Sea of Ba- 
ku ; and the Myuſcovites Gualen- 
ſkot-More, The Ancients general- 
ly thought it had a communicati- 
on with the Indian Ocean, which 
is not true; for it has no commu- 
nication with any other Sea in the 
World, as far as is known, and 
therefore may moſt properly be 
called the Mediterranean Sea; and 
this was known to Ariſtotle, and 
Herodotus of old. Its greateſt ex- 
tent is from North to South, which 
is from Aſftrachan, to Ferabath, 
eight deg. of the Equator, or one 
hundred and twenty German miles, 
or four hundred and eighty Eng/:ſh 
miles, and its breadth from the 
Province of Chuareſm, to the 
Mountains of Circaſſia, or Shzr- 
wan, is fix deg. or ninety German 
miles, or three hundred and fixty 
Engliſh miles. The Waters of 
this Sea are in the middle as Salt as 
"thoſe of any other Sca whatſoever ; 
but it neither Ebbs nor Flows, as 
all the reſt do, which have any 1n- 
tercourſe with the Ocean.

After this it lay deſolate five hun- 
dred and thirty one years, and was 
rebuilt in the Reign of Abab King 
of Iſrael, by Hie! the Bethelite, 
with the loſs of his Eldeſt and 
Youngeſt Sons, according to the 
PrediCtion of Fo/Þua, in the Year 
of the World 3025. It ſtood not 
above three hundred thirty five 
years, before it was again ruined b 
the Chaldeans, under Nabuchad- 


nezzar. After the Captivity it re- 


covered again, and our Saviour 
honoured 1t with his Preſence and 
Miracles.

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"This City was again taken by 
Pharaoh Necho, King of Egpt, 
1n the Year 3339. And by Nebu- 
chadnezzar the firſt time in 3350. 
and the ſecond, time in 3 360. when 
the Temple was burnt, and the Ci- 
ty totally Razed, and deſtroyed. 
It lay defolate after this, till the 
fixſt year of Cyrus, when the Fews 
returned, and began to rebuild it in 
the Year 3420. about the Year 
3500. Nehemiah came up and fi- 
niſhed this Work- In the Year 
3619. Alexander the Great came 
up againſt Feruſalem, and it was 
delivered to him without reſiſtance, 
by Faddus the High Prielt. In the 
Year 3629. Pro/emeus Lagus took 


&  Feruſalem by ſutprize, and carried 


many of the Fews into Expt. In 
the Year of the World 3780. An- 
 tiochus King of Syria, took Jeru- 

alem, (lew vaſt numbers of the In- 

bitants, prophaned the Temple, 
and endeavoured to extirpate the 
Fewiſh Religion , by a Perſecu- 
tion. In the Year 3805. the 
Fews under Fonathan, totally ex- 
pelled the Syrians, and regained 
the intire Potlefſion of Feruſalem. 
880. Pompey the 
Great, entered feru/alem, and ſaw 
the Temple, and made Ferufalem 
. Tributary. In the Year 3896, Cra/- 
ſus entered and Plundred the Tem» 
ple contrary td his Faith given. In 
the Year 3909. Pacorus King of 
Parthia, took and Plundred Feru- 
ſalem. The next year after Hcrod 
began his Reign over the Fews, 
by the appointment of Antonius ; 
in the latter endof his Reign, and 
in the Year 3950. our Saviour was 
Born; in the Year of the World 
3983. he ſuffered Death for us, 
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Year of our Lord 69. Titus after a 
dreadful fiege, put an end to the 
Fewiſh Government, deſtroyed Fe- 
ruſalem and the Temple, which lay 
deſolate till the Year 132, when 
Adrian rebuilt it, and called it 
Elia, permitting the Chriſtians to 
live here, and Prohibiting the Fews. 
In this interval of time, the Biſhop 
of Ceſarea, got the Superiority 0+ 
ver the Biſhop of Feruſalem. In

Saladine the Saracen, recovered it -

rick, the Emperor, again recovered 
Feruſalem by. a Treaty , without 
blows, and was Crowned at Feru- 
ſalem. But in 1234. the Templars 
having perfidioully broken the 
Peace, the Saracens retook Feru- 
ſalem, *and defaced it, abuſing the 
Sepulchre, which till then had 
reverenced by all men but the Fews. 
Ever fince this time, it has been 1h 
the Pofleflion of.the Mahomerans, 
as they at times prevaited one upon 
another. It continued under *the 
Sultans of Egypt, till the Year 
1517. when Se/im Emperor of the 
Tir Ks, 
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der this Family it is at this day. 
This City 1s called by the Turks 
Elkodz ; that is, the Holy Coty : 
and is at this day the principal 
place in Paleſtine, ſeated { faith

The Peninſula of Ma- 
labar. And 3. the ſndia extra. 
Gangem. 'In the India extra 
Gangem, are four more canfidera- 
ble Kingdoms, Pegu to the Welt, 
Ava to the North, S:zam to the 
South, and Cochinchina to the 
Eaſt ; each of which contains ma- 
ny particular or lefler Kingdoms 1n 
it. The principal of the Iſlands 
are Borneo, Ceylan, Fava, Suma=- 
tra, Celebes, Mindano, Lucona, 
Hamman, Pakan, Gilolo, and the 


| Moluccaes , and Philippine Iſles. 


Many of thefe are fo great, as to 
be divided in many Kingdoms, and 
ſome of them have never been 
throughly diſcovered by the Eu- 
ropean Nations. This Country 
extendeth in l:ngth from dez. 106. 
to 159. of Long. and from deg. 
Io, of Mins Latitude, M4, 
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Of Northern. . It abounds with 
Gold and Silver Mines, and all other 
forts of Metals, except Copper and 
Lead : with all ſorts of Cattle but 
Horſes : with all forts of Corn but 
Wheat. So that theſe and Wines, 
are almoſt the only things they 
need from other Nations, towards 
the convenience, or indeed Luxury 
of human life, for this is the Store- 
Houſe of Spice, and Jewels, to the 
whole World. Alexander the 
Great was the firſt of the Greczans 
who Diſcovered, and Conquered a 
art of this vaſt Region, -which 
oon after revolted from his Suc- 
cefſors. The Romans never went 
fo far , but were honoured with 
ſome Ambaſlies from them. when 
they had potent Princes, ſuch as 
Auguſtus, Antoninus, and Conſt an- 
rine the Great. After-times 
wrapped them up in the Clouds 
again, though there was a Trade 
driven by the way of the Red Sea, 
and between the Perſian, Turkiſh, 
and Indian Merchants for Spice, 
yet there was little known of 
them , till the Porrugueſe diſco- 
vered the way hither, by the 
Cape of good Hope, in the year 
1499. and the firſt Voyages were 
made hither by them in 1500. 
- and 1502. : 
'_ Iido#tan, or the Empire of the 
Great Mogul, is bounded on the 
North by the 4/ian Tartary, and 
the Kingdom of Thibet, on the 
Weſt by the Kingdom of Perfia, 
on the Eaſt by the River Coſmin, 
or Coſmite, by which it is divided 
from the reſt of India, and on the 
South with the Bay of Bengala, 
and the Promontory of Malabar: 
But then there are, beſides what 
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lies withirr theſe bounds, ſome 
Kingdoms, under this Prince, which 
lie beyond the Ganges towards 
China, in all he has under him 
thirty five Kingdoms. His Capital 
City is Agra. This Prince is of the 
Race of Tamerlane, the great Scy- 
thian Conqueror, and has been 
pollefled of this Country ever fince 
the {year 1473. 

India extra Ganzgem, 1s bound- 
ed on the Weſt by the furtheſt, or 
moſt Eaſtern Branch of the River 
Ganges, Which 1s called Antibols 
from its ſpring unto its -fall into 
the Ocean, on the North it 1s 
boundecl| with unknown Countries, 
on the Eaſt with the Kingdom of 
China, and the Eaſtern Ocean, and 
on the South with the ſame Ocean.

*crols the Alpes in the dead of the 
nignt by Torch light, many of the 
Nobility not having ſo much as an 
Horſe to ride on; and the next 
- day theſe Confederate Princes took 
the Town, and Plundered all they 
found belonging to the Emperor, 
and Spaniards; but ſpared the 
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10 
Towns mens Goods and Houſes. 
This Action put an end to all 
the Projects of that Prince in 
Germany, and has eſtabliſhed the 
German Liberty, which was the: 
in great danger of rutn.

' Ipſwich, Gzppo-vicus, the 
County Town of Syuffulk, hereto- 
jore c led Gippmch, is ſeated on 
the North {ide of the River Stour, 
upon the foot of a lteep Hill, in 
tomewhat a low Grour.d ; it has a 
commmodious H.ven, and w.s$ here- 
totore a place of gre t Trade, 
which had mary wealthy Merchants 
In 1t, and a vait number of other 
pecple, but now much GJecayed 
as to its Trade and People, It 
was alſo formerly fortitied with 
Trer ches and Rampires, the loſs 
ot which is not to be lamented, the 
Town being fo ſeated, that it can 
never he madea plice of Defei ce, 
the Hills on all f1des but the South, 
and South-Eatft, commanding it. 
It has {ourteen Pariſh Churches, and 
a great many goodly Houſes, the 
tokens of 1ts former Wealth. In 
991. the Danes lacked this Town, 
and nine ye rs aſter repe:ted their 
tormer cruclty upon it. In the

Reign of St. Edward it had eight 
hundred Burgeſſes, who paid Cu» 
{tom to the King. There was allo 
a Caſtle built here by the Nor- 
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mans, Winch Hugh Bigod, Earl 


of Norfolk, defended againſt the 
Ulurper K. Srephen, but was forced 
to ſurrender it at laſt, of which even 
the ruins are now lolt. Mr. Camb- 
den (uppoſeth it to have been de- 
moliſhed by Henry TI. when he 
did the ſame by Waleton Cattle not 
far oft. Here Landed the three 
thouſand Flemings which the Noe 
bility called in again{t Henry IL. 


when his Son rebelled againſt him. 


In the late Rebellien, this Town 
{tood cicar of all thoſe Calamities 
which involved the re{t of the Na- 
tion. The Biſhop of Norwich 
hath a Houle here and the Viſcount 
ot Hereford another, befitting his 
degree an: quality. The Honor- 


able Henry Fit;-Roy, Duke of 


Graftcn, was Created Viſcount 
Ipſwich, Ariguſt 16. 1572. and is

IRELAND, Hibernia, Ivernia, 
is a Great, fruitful, and Noble 
Iiland on the Welt of Great Bri- 
tain. It wis accounted in ancient 
time for greatneſs and glory, the 


third Ifland of the World , - and 


Was 
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was Called then the Lefler Br:tazn. 
Orpheus, Ariſtotle, and Claudian, 
call it IJerna. Fuvenal, Mela, 
Fuverna, and Diodorus Siculus, 
Iris. Others Fovernia, Overnia, 
and Bernia. The Natives Erin. 
The Welſþ Puerdon. And the 
Engliſh Jreland: 'It 1s three 
| hundred Miles long, and two hun- 
dred broad ; on the Eaft it has the 
tempeſtuous Ir:ſÞþ Sea, between 1t 
and Great Brzitain, on the Welt 
the Vergivean Ocean, on the North 
the Deucalidonian Sea, and on the 
South the Briesſþ Ocean. The 
Country is full of Woods, Hull:, 
and Bogs, and the Air neither 
pleaſant nor wholeſome ; yet the 
Soil is Rich and Fruitful, eſpecially 
as to Graſs, and therefore it has 
ever abounded in Cattle, which 1s 
its moſt Staple Commodity. The 
Air 1s at all times temperate, but 
too moiſt. The Romans 1n all 
probability never had any footing 
in this Iſland. This Nation was 
Converted to Chriitianity in the 
fifth Century, by Palladius, and 
St. Patrick, eſpecially the latter, 
who Planted not only Religion, 
- but ſo much Learning too amongſt 
them, that in the next Age the 
Monks of Ire/and excelled all 
others for Holineſs and Learning. 
In the year 694. Egfrid King of 
Northumberland, firit entered, and 
deſtroyed this Nation with Fire and 
Sword, having no other provoca- 
tion to it, than his own 1ll Nature, 
and Ambition. After this the Danes 
for thirty years. together, walted 
and deſtroyed this Nation. After 
theſe the Germans. And after 
them Edgar, the moſt powerful 
King of England, Conquered a 
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great part of Ireland. And when 
by Maſlacres, and other Accidents, 
the Ir:/h were freed from all theſe 
Calannties , there enſued Dome- 
itick Broils amongſt themſelves. 
50 that 1n the year 1155. Henry IL 
being called in by the Natives, re- 
ſolved on the Conqueſt of this 
Iſland, whereupon Richard Strong- 
bow, Earl of Pembroke, began the 
Conquett of it; and in 1172 Hen.IT. 
n perfon entered Tre/and, and took 
upon him the Stile of Sovereign 
Lord of Ireland, and the States of 
Ireland, and all the petty Kings, 
{ubmitted to him, and pafſed over 
to him all their Rule and Power, 
which was alſo confirmed by Pope 
Hadrian. The Kings of England 
continued the Title of Lords of 
Ireland till the Reign of Hen- 
ry VIIL and he took firſt n 
him the Stile and Title of King of 
Ireland, 1n the year 1541. which 
was confirmed to Mary lis Daugh- 
ter, by Pope Paul IV. in 1555. 
The Ir:ſþ have ever looked upon 
the Conqueſt of their — by 
the: Ergiiſh as a Wrong, and an 
Ulſurpation, which no ACt of theirs, 
nor Time it felt could] make valid. 
Hence when ever Eng/and has - 
been imbroiled, they have ever 
taken the opportunity of Revolt- 
ing. In the Reign of Edward TI. 
when that Prince was engaged 
againlt the Scozs, one Devenril O- 
Neal itiled himſelf Kg of Uliter, 
and in Right of Inheritance the 
undoubted Heir of all Ireland, 
But when in the Reign of Hen- 
xy VIIL. the pretence of Religion 
was added, firlt the Earl of K/- 
dare Rebelled in 1537- and was 
preſently ſuppretled, taken and Be- 
Z 4 headed 
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headed, with his five Uncles. Yet 
in 1539. O-Neal began another 
Rebellion ; but ſo ſoon as Thomas 
Earl of Suſſex, Lord Lieuten:nt, 
came againit hum with an Army, 
the Gentleman grew humble, and 
ſubmutted; and was Pardoned, 
but after this lew out again in 
1563. and burnt the Cathedral of 
Armagh, and befieged Dundalk , 
but with no ſucceſs. In 1565. 
Sir Henry Sidn'y, Lord Lieute- 
nant went againſt him, and in a 
Fight broke his Forces; fo that 
fleeing to the Scores, (whom he had 
hkewilſe injured) in 1567. he was 
Afafiinated in cold blood, and 
preſently after Attainted in Par- 
hament, and the Title of O-Nea! 
aboliſhed. The Earl of Deſmond 
was the next of this Nation, who 
in 1579, called in the Spaniards, 
and began another Rebellion, which 
ended 111 for him, the Spantards 
being driven out the next year, and 
this Earl himſelf taken an {liin in 
1383, Yctin the year 1595. 'Trr- 
Oen, who had done great ſcrvice 
againlt the Earl of De/mond, and 
was highly favoured by Queen 
Elizabeth, moſt ingratetully began 
a Reb:lion. This was the moſt 
dangerous of all the other, this 
Earl haviig been- bred in the 
' Queens ſervice, and learned Mil 
tary Diſcipline from the Engbſh, 
winch he now made uſe of againſt 
them And in 1598. he defeated 
the Erg/iſh at Blackwater. In 
1599. brought the Earl of Eſſex 
to condeſcend to a Treaty with 
him. In 16otr. he brought the 
Spaniards over to his Afiltance, 
who took and Garriſoned K:nſale, 
whuch yet wasretaken by Sir Charles 


Blunt, afterwards Lord Monty, 
and the Spaniards totally driven 
out ; whereupon Tir-Oen fubmit. 
ted, and was brought over by the 
Lord Lieutenant to King Fames I. 
in 1603. This War laſted eight 
years, and might have proved fa- 
tal to the Enz/:ſh, if God had not 
prevented it. After this I find no 
general Infurreftion of the Tri 
till the year 1641. when ſeeing 
Charles 1. engaged in War with 
the Scots at Home, they on a fud- 
den roſe up in Rebellion, and Af- 
ſa:iinated twenty thouſand Eu. 
in a few days, when 10 y 


ſuſpected any ſuch thing. This In- 


.furrection was begun Sepr. 3. The 


Troubles of England, gave them 
ſome reſpit, but in 1649. and 50. 
Oliver Cromwell begin their Cha» 
{tiſement fo effectually, that Ireron, 
and thoſe he left to carry 1t on, 
erected mournful Trophies of the 
Divine Vengeance againit Rebels, 
and Pertidious Traytors, With no 
great expence of Time, Blood, or 
Treaſure : and it miſſed but a lit- 
tle that the Iriſh Name and Na- 


tio, had been totally extirpated, 


Charles II. upon his Rettitution 1n 
1660, ſhewed them more Mercy, 
re{tored ſuch as had any pretences 
of Loyalty to plead for themſelves, 
to their Eftates, and Governed 


them all his time with fo munch. 


Clemency, and Mercy , that this 
Nation never was in a better ſtate 
ſince they fell under. the Engls/h, 


thart at the time of the death 


of that Merciful and Good Prince.

Toe Iſle of France, Inſula Fran- 
cie, is a very great Province, and 
the moſt celebrated, rich, and] po- 
pulous of any in that nn es 
It is bounded on the North by P:z- 
cardy, on the Eait by Champagne, 
on the Welt by Normandy, and on 
the South by La Bearvſſe; it con: 
tains in it twelve Counties, an] 
the principal City of it is Pars, the 
Royal City of this Kingdom.

to the South ; this was made an Im- 
perial Free Town by Charles IV. 
Emperor of Germany. 

Iſmch, Aſcania, Palus , Nicea, 
Antigonia, a City in Bithynia, ta- 
mous for the firit General Coun- 
cil here held in the Year 325.. See 
Nzecea. 
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Iſnizimid, Nicomedia, a ruined 
City of Bithynia. | 

Ifola, Inſula, Eſula, Aſyla, a Ci- 
ty in the Province of Calabria, in 
the Kingdom of Naples. 

Ionzo, Iſontins, Natiſco, Sonti- 
1s, a River of Friuls, 1t ariſethout 
of the Carinthian Alpes in Carnio- 
[a, a Province of G-rmany, and en- 
tering Friult, a Province of Ttaty , 
it watereth the County and City of 
Goritia, and alſo Gradrha, where 
taking in Frizsdo, Turre, and 
ſome other Rivers, it leaveth 4= 
quiicja, and falls into the Gulph of 
Tricſte, five miles South-Ealt of 
Aquileja ; near this River Odacer, 
wie had made himfelt Kihg of 
Italy, was flain by Theodorick King 
of the Goths, in the Year 489.

Italia, Latium, Anuſfonia, He- 
ſperia, Oenorria, Saturna, 1s the 
molt celebrated Country 1n all 
Europe, the Mittris, and Civilizer 
of all the relt: as She had ancient- 
ly all thoſe Names I -have already 
exprefied ; fo of liter times the 
Germans call it Weiſchlandt, or 
WDailiſchlandt ; the Danes Ual-= 
land ; the Turks Talia; the Poles 
and Sclavonians UWoſra. Its an- 
_ cient bounds extended no further 
to the North, than the Rivers of Ar- 
#205, now Arno ; and /E/is, Efino ; 
afterwards it was enlarged by the 
Conquelt of the Senones, to the Ri- 
ver Rubicon, now called 1/ P:{ate!- 
lo. Allthit lies between theſe Ri- 
vers and the Alpes, being then cal- 
led Galia C:i{alpina : But at this 
day itis extended to the A/pes, and 
the River Varus, which part 1t 
from France, and Germany to the 
Welt and North, on which fide 
allo the Adrriatich Sea divides it 
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from Dalmatia, on the South the 
Tyrrhentan, Sicilian, and Ligurs- 
an Sea, divides it from Africa, on 
the Weſt the fame Sea waſheth it, 
ahd on the Eaſt the lower part of 
the Adrzarick Sea, and the Tonzan, 
which divide it from Greece. This 
Country lies in the form of a vaſt 
Penznſula, and reſembles very 
much the Leg of a Man. It con- 
taineth in length from Auguſta 
Pretoria, now Aouſt, at the foot of 
the . 4/pes, unto Ocranto, in the 
moſt Eaſtern Point of the King- 
dom of Naples , one thouſand and 
twenty miles in breadth trom the 
River Varo, which parts it from 
Provence, to the Mouth of the Ri- 
ver Arſa in Frauls, where it 1s 
broadett four hundred and ten 
miles ; about Otranto where 1t is 
narroweit, 1t has not above twenty 
five miles, and in the middle, from 
the Mouth of Peſcara on the A- 
driatich Sea,to that of the Tiber, on 
the oppoſite Shoar, is one hundred 
and twenty fix miles ; and its whole 
Circuit may be about three thou- 
ſand four hundred and forty eight 
miles.

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Kempten , Druſomagus, Cam- 
podunum, Campidona *; City of 
Schwaben in Germany, in the Ter- 
ritory of -Alzow. It is one of the 
molt ancient Cities of Germany, 
being mentioned by Ptolemy, and 
had heretofore a Caſtle called the 
Burghald , which is now pulled 
down and ruined. This was the 
Seat of the old Dukes of Schwa- 
ben ; amongſt which H:/debrand 
was of great fame, whoſe Daugh- 
ter Hildegard, Marrying to Charles 
the Great, Founded here a Moni- 
ſtery, the Abbot 'of which, as a 
Prince of the Empire, was Lord of 
this City, till the Inhabitants Pur- 
chaſed their Liberty of one of 
them, with a vaſt ſum of mony, 
after which it was annexed to the 
Empire ; and in 1625. obtained a 
Charter from Frederick III. who 
gave them an Eagle for their Arms, 
one half of which was Gold, with 
a: Crown. Maximilian I. and 
Charles V. had both determined 
their Controverfies between them 
and their Abbot. It is now Go- 
verned by a mixture of an Ar:i/to- 
cracy, and a Democracy, and it 
. Imbraced the Reformation in the 
year 1530.

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The Town is not great but 
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rt on the 
North, and on the Weſtit has Su/- 
ſex and Surrey. It 1s in length 
from Eaſt to Weſt fifty Miles, and 
from South to North twenty fix. 
That part which lieth towards the 
Thames is healthful, but not fruit- 
ful, the middle parts are both, 
and the Southern are very fruitful, 
but not healthful. This County 
was firſt Conquered by Fulis Ce- 


ſar, though not without great. 


reſiſtance, in the year of Rome 
696. and 698. fifty three years 
before the Birth of our Saviour, 
being forced to a double Expedi- 
tion againſt almoſt this  fingle 
County. And as he began the 


Conqueſt of Britain here, ſo did 


the Saxons too, Hengiſt erecting 
here the Kingdom of Kent, 1n the 
year of Chriit 456. ſeven years at- 
ter the firſt arrival of the Saxons. 
Againſt the Danes the Kentiſh 
men did alſo great things, and with 
much Courage and Patience, re- 
pelled thoſe Barbarous People. 
And when Willam the Conqueror 
had ſubdued all the reſt of the 
Nation, he was glad to come to a 
Compoſition with the Inhabitants 
of this County, and to grant them 
their ancient Liberties and Cuſtoms. 
This County was alſo the firſt that 
imbraced the Chriſtian Religion, 
from Auguſtin the Monk, 1n the 


year 568. And accordingly Can- 


terbury is/juſtly the Metropolis of 
the whole Kingdom of England, 
as having been the firſt Fountain 
from whence the Chriſtian Religt- 
on ſpread it ſelf amongſt the Sax- 
ons; for as for the BritzſÞ or Welſh, 

had imbraced - Chriſtianity 
long before. William the Con- 
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queror in the year 1067, Created 
Odo, Biſhop of Bajeux, his half 
Brother, Lord Chief Juſtice, and 
Lord Treaſurer of England, Earl 
of Kent. In the year 1465. Ed- 
ward IV. Created Edmond Grey, 
Lord Ruthyn, Lord Treaſurer of 
England, which Family till in- 
joys this Honour, Anthony II. the 
preſent Earl of Kent, being the 
eleventh 1n this Succeſſion. Beſides 
the Sea of Canterbury, this County 
injoys a ſecond Biſhoprick, which 
is Rocheſter , and a gre many 
populous rich Towns, ſafe Roads, 
large and ſecure Harbours for 
Ships, and whatever elſe is defira- 
ble in human life, except a clear 
and ſerene Air.

bove Segedin. One of thele is 
called by the Germans, Fekykeres, 
which goes to Gyula, the other 
Sebeskeres, Feky Ggnifying White, 
and Sebes Black. 

'Kexholm, Kexholmia, a Pro- 
vince of the Kingdom of Sweden 
in Finland, which was heretofore 
under the Ruſs, but was Conquer- 
ed by the Swedes in 1617. It 1s 
the moſt South-Eafſtern part : of 
Finland. The Capitalof this Pro- 
vince is Kexholm, ſeated upon the 
Banks of the River Voxen, near to 
the Weſtern Shoar of the Lake of 
L adoga, which together with the 
Caſtle, (which is very ſtrong) was 
taken by Monſieur Pont de la Gar- 
die, a French Gentleman, from the 
Ruſs in 1580.

Kzel, Chilonzum, a City in the 
Dukedom of Holftern, under the 
Duke of Holſtein , ſeated upon 
the mouth of the River Swentin, 
and having a convenient Port up- 
on the Baltich Sea, and which 
1s much frequented by Merchants 
Ships, there belongs to it a Caſtle 
ſeated on a Hill ; and an Univerfi- 
ty opened here in the JEW 1665, 
And the Convention of the States 
of Holſtein, are uſually held here, 
This City ſtands nine German

South, and though very well for- 
tified , has of late ſuffered very 
much from the Swedes. .

the Capital of the County in which 
it ftands. It is a great and a ſtrong 
City, and is placed upon the Banks 
of the River Neor, or Nure, ten 
Miles from Caſhe/ to the North- 
Eaſt, fifty five from Dub/in to the 
South-Weſt, and twenty eight from 
Waterford to the North. It is the 
moſt Populous, Rich, and well 
Traded Inland Town, 1n the whole

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*here, yet kept in great quiet by 
the Officers that were appointed 
for it. IT might from hmm alſo

Lawvaur, Vaurum, or Vaurium, a 
ſmall City in Languedec in France, 
which by Pope Foebn XX. in the 
year 1317. was made a Biſhops See, 
under the Archbiſhop of Tolouſe, 
out of which Dioceſs 1t was taken. 
It ftands upon the River Agour, 
in the Upper Languedoc, in the 
Confines of Alb:geors, five Leagues 
from Tolovyſe to the Eaft, and fix 
from Caſtres to the Weſt.

Laubenburgnh, Lawenburgh, Ce- 
ncenum, a Town in' the Lower

914. Edeilfled, a Noble Saxon 
Lady, rebuilt, and ſtrongly Walled 
this Town.

77 II. it was beſieged, and taken, 
and diſmantled upon the Rebel- 
hon of Robert Crouch its Earl. 
Richard III. was buried obſcurely 
here, and Cardinal Woolſcy. That 
great , though not good States- 
man, Robert Dudley, was by 
Queen El:zabeth Created Earl of 
Leacefter, in 1564. To him in the 
year 1618.ſucceeded by a new Cre- 
ation, Robert Sidney, Deſcended 
from a Siſter of his, and Phill: 
the preſent Earl, is the Grand- 
Child of the laſt Robers, and ſuc- 
ceeded Robert his Father in the 
year 1677. 

Leinſter, Lagenza, one of the 
four Provinces of Ireland, is cal-

Houſes. The Port is not great, but 
very handſome and beautiful, and 
may be ſecured by a Chain, the 
Mouth of it is fo {treight ; but then 
It will hold but a few Ships, and 
thoſe cannot go out and in at any 
time for want of Water. It is 
ſeated in a pleaſant Country filled 
with delightful Gardens, and has 
on the Eaſt fide a fine River, which 
ſerves their Mills firſt, and then 
thew Gardens, and afterward all 
the City and Seamen. In the year 
1408. it was under the Emperor of 
Greece, but heing too- remote {as 
things then ſtood) for him to fe- 
cure 1t, Emanuel the Emperor, 
aligned 1t to the Venet:ans, and 
they took care to fortifie it, as now 
it ſtands. In the year 1475. Mas, 
homer the Great , having pained 
Cormth, beſieged it with an Army 
of thirty thouſand Men, but after 
four months ſpent before it, was 
forced to retire with ſhame and 
loſs. The Turks having found by 
this coſtly experiment the ſtrength 
of this important place, in 1499. 
made uſe of another method, and 
beſides a Victorious Army, and a 
Potent Fleet to terrifie them, he. 
imployed Bribes, - corrupted Hiero- 
nmo Tropo , the Venetian Go- 
vernor, and by a Treachery altoge- 
ther unworthy of Bajazer II. who. 
was here in perſon, polieſied him- 
ſelf of it. But in the year 1687. 
the Venetians having in the three 

pre- 
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preceding years almoſt beat the 
Turks out of the reſt of the Morea, 
ar.d reſolving to begin this Cam- 
pagne with the fiege of Patras ; 


 Fuly 22, thew General More/inz, 


Landed in the Morea near Patras, 
notwithitanding all the oppolition 
the Seraſquier could make, the 
24. he tought, aud defeated the

Lu- 
ther Diſputed here with Eccus a- 
gaiaſt the Popes Supremacy, ſoon 
after which the City tmbraced the 
Reformation. In the Year 1547. 
this City which then b-longed to 
Maurice Duke of Saxony; was be- 
fieged by Fobn the Elector of that 
H.-uſe, in the Month of Fanuaxsy, 
Maurice {though a Proteltant ) 
having joined with the Emperor a- 
gain{t the reſt of the Augn/tane 
Princes, who had taken Arms for 
the defence of their Religion and 
Liberty, againtt Char/es V. andal- 
though the City was not then taken 
yet it was much defaced by the Bat- 
tery, :znd 1's Suburbs burnt. In the 
Year 1630. Guſtavus Adolphus 


gave the Forces of Ferdinand II. 
a great defeat near this place. And

I2d Dwina as Biſhop here, to in- 
itruct them 1n the Chrittian Faith ; .

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"' Leddefvale, a ſmall Connty in 
the South of Scoelard, in the Bor- 
ders of England, which takes its 
Name from a River that runs 
through it. It is bounded on the 
North with Tzveda/e, on the Weſt 
with Annadale, on the South with 
Cumberland, and on the Eaſt with 
Northumberland. 

L idkioping, Lidkopinga, a ſmall 
City in Weſtrogothia, a Province in 
Sweden, upon the Lake of Wener, 
and the River Lid, three miles 
tron®.Mary/tad to the Welt, forty 
five from D=/eburg, and thirty from 
Faikop to the North. 

Liege, Leodium, a City of Ger- 
many, Which Lripſius calls Leodi- 
cum ; the Writers of the middle 
Ages Legia ; the Inhabitants 
Luypck ; the Germans Luttypck; 
and the French Liege. It is a Bb 
ſhops See, under the Archbiſhop of 
Colozne ; a great and populous CF 
ty, built upon the Maes, and ar- 
nexed to the Low Countries, yet 


it is a German City in -the Circle of 


Weſtphalia, and under the Prote- 


_Ction of its own Biſhop. It ſtands 


fifteen miles from Cologn to the 
Weit, five from Aquiſgrane, ten 
from Louvain,and three from Mae- 
ſtricht to the South. It had a very 
itrong Caſtle, which was ruined by 
the French. Though it is 1n the 
Protection of its own Biſhop, yet it 
is a Free Imperial City. It was 
heretofore -a pleaſant Village ſituate 
in the Woods and Hills, amongſt 
ſweet Springs, which fell down 
from thoſe Hills, and was frequent- 


ly viſited 'by Landebert Biſhop of 


Tongres, and where he was after- 


wards ſlain by Dodon a Servant of 


Pepm King of France. The Sec 
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was firſt ſetled at Thorn , from 
thence removed to Maeeſtriche, 


and at laſt by S. Kuchartus one of 


theſe Biſhops , was ſetled here at 
Liege. It takes this Name from a 
ſmall River which there falls into 
the Maes; a valt. part of the 
ground within its Walls 8 not 
built, but is imployedin Vineyards, 
and Orchards, and 1s withal fo very 
fruitful, that it may contend with 
Sicily. In this City Charles the 
Great, kept his Chriſtmas 1n the 
Year 769. Henry IV. died here of 
Grief in 1107. Henry VI. redu- 
ced this City, being then 1n Rebel- 
lion, in the Year 1191. It 1sſup- 
poſed by ſome to be built by Am- 
borsx a German Prince, mentioned 
by Zulius Ceſar. It ſuffered much 
from the Normans; much alſo 
from one of the Dukes of Brabaxe, 
who in 1212. took this City, and 
ſuffered it to be Plundred fix days 
together: in the NV. Century, 
Charles Duke of Burgundy, taking 
advantage of their diſagreement in 
the Election of a Biſhop, grievoully 
afflicted it, in the Year 1468. and 
deſtroyed a part of it : and in this 
laſt Ageit has been ll treated by its 
Biſhops; and the French taking it by 
ſurprize in the year 1675. the next 
year after ruined the Caſtle ; fo that 
it is no great wonder, if after all 
theſe Calamities, the number of its 
Inhabitants are diminiſhed. | 

The Biſhoprick, of Liege, or 
Luych, is a part of the Circle © 
Weſtphalia, though annexed to the 
Spaniſh Netherlands 3 its old In- 


habitants were the Eburones, of old 
called Twzgrs alſo. It is bounded 
on the Eaſt and South by the 
Dukedoms of Limburg, and Lux-

Lieuwm, a Diſtrict belonging to 
the City of Liſieux in Normanay, 
whici2 lies between Ange to the 
Welt; the Mouth of the Sezne to 
the North, the Territory of Roan to 
the Ealt, and the Territory d* Ouche 
to the South. This was the Seat 


of the Lexovii,a Gau!iſh Tribe,and 


is now called Lexovienſts Ager, 
from them. 

Lignitz, Lienitia, Lignataum, 
He:pgetmaria, a City of Silefa in Bo- 
bemia, upen the River Karzbach, 
Catus, which falls into the Oder, 
not two miles ſrom Farwer to the 
North, five from Glogarw, and fe- 
ven from H7atzlaw. It was here- 
tolore under a Duke of its own, to- 
gether with a ſinall Territory be- 
longing to it, and has a noble Caltle 
at this day. : 
 Lizor, Ligorium, a City of the 
Kingdom ot Sram, in the Eaſt In- 
dies, upon the Promontory of Ma- 
laca, near the By of Sram, inthe 
middle between the City. of Fudia, 
Udia, or Odida, the Capital of 


'that Kingdom, and to the North, 


and Malaca to the South, three 
hu dred a::d cighty miles irom 'et- 
ther, it hasa good Harbour. 
Ligorne,Livorno, Ligurnus, Li- 
burnus Eezhorn,an ancient and Cele- 
brated Sea-Port, mentioned by Po- 
Iybius, Antouinus and Cicero. It is 


" called by the Iralians Liverno ; by 


the Eng/:ſh Legorne; by the French 
Ligourne 3 and is ſeated in the Ter- 
rjw.ry of Piſa, on the Welt ot Ira- 
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ly, under the Dominion of the 
Duke of Florence, in a Plain fifteen 
miles trom. Pſa to the South, and 
ten from the Mouth of the Arno, 


and fixty from Florence to the 
South Weſt. There belongs to it 
a large and a ſafe Haven, which 
very much frequented by Mer- 
chants ; and the Great Dake to ſe- 
cure the Wealth and Trade of i, 
has built three ſtrong Forts upon 
1:. This City belonged heretofore 
to the States of Genoua. But Cof- 
mus de Medices Duke of Fl.rence, 
had it from them in exchange for 
Serezana, being then a poor deſpi- 
cable Village, and not much it» 
habited, by reafon of the'unhealth- 
fulneſs of the Air, co:rupted by the 
Marſhes near it. Francis and Fer- 
dinando , two of his Succeflors 
having improved its condition, by 
making it a free Port, at a time 
when the Genoueſe had exceflively 
inhanced their Impoſts upon the 
Merchants, built the three Forts, 
and Walled the Town, and built 
in it alſo a Noble Palace for the Go- 
vernour, and for the reception of 
foreign Ambatladors, with a large 
Arſenal, or Magazin. It has two 
Havens, the greater which 1s ex- 
treamly large,ſafe,and convenientfor 
Ships of any Burthen, and the leſſer 
called Darſe,is of ſome uſe for ſmal- 
ler Ships. See Du Val Voyage d' Ital. 

Litfiandt. See Livonia. 

Lilers, Lilerium, a Townin Are 
tois, upon the River Navez, ſeven 
Leagues trom Arras to the North. 

_ Lille, Iiſuia, a City in Flanders, 
called by the Inhabitants Lyfſlel ; 
by the Ergl:fÞþ Lifle ; by the Tta- 
lians Lida ; which is the w_ of 
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Flandria Gallica; and is a great, 
ſtrong, populous place, and well 
Traded ; Lemwss XIV. the preſent 
King of France, took this from the 
Spaniards 1n the Year 1667. It 
lies five Leagues from Tpre to the 
South, fix from Doway, tour from 
the Borders of Artois, and five 
from Tournay. It was built by 
Baldwin Count of Flanders, in the 
Year 1007. Baldwin the Pious his 
Son, being born here, favoured it 
very much, and on that account 
Walled it in the Year 1066. and 
built alſo init a Magnificent Church 
and a delicate Monattery thereis(faith 
L. Guicciardin } a good Caltle in 
it, and the Rui:.s of the old Caſtle 
called Buck, in which the Gover- 
nours for the ancient French Kings 
relided, which were then called the 
Fozeſters of Flanders. This City 
was taken and burnt by Phil:p If. 
King of France, about the Year 
1185. being rebuilt, it was again 
taken and hirralied by Ph:ip IV. 
about the Year 1304. Since then 
it is much increaſed, faith the fame 
Author, by the induſtry of the In- 
habitants, who imploy themſelves 
moſtly in weaving Silks, ſo that it 
is raiſed to be the third City 1n the 
Low Countries after Antwerp and 
Amſterdam.

It lies between the 
Duchy of Fulers to the Eatt and 
North, and the Biſhoprick of Liege 
to the Weſt and South. It hall 
heretofore Dukes of its own, but 
upon the Death Walrame the third 
{ by Dr. Heyln called Henry ) in the 
Year 1285. Adolph the next Heir 
fold it to Fobn Duke of Brabant, 
who pretended at the ſame time. a 
Right to it, as deſcende(] from Mar- 


garet a Daughter of Henry Duke of 
Limburg, which in the Year 1172. 
was Married to Godfrey II. Duke 
of Brabant. In 1293. Reinold Earl 
of Gelders, ſet up another title in 
the Right of Ermingrade his Wife, 


the Daughter of Herman late 
Duke of Limburg, but his Forces 
being deteated, and he taken Pri- 
foner in the Battle of Horancan, 
be was forced to refign his Right 
to Febn Duke of Brabant, to re- 
gain his liberty, and from that 
tme the Dukes of Brabont peace- 
ably enjoyed it. The Earth 1s very 
'fruntful as to Wheat, and Fewel, 
and 1t has excellent Mines of Iron, 
and one of Copperas. It contains 
but one hundred and twenty fiveVil- 
lages, whereof only five are Walled. 

Limburz, Limburgum, the prin- 


"" 1 F 
cipal City of the laſt mentioned 
Dukedom, is pleaſantly ſeated up- 
on a Hill by the River Weſer, x 
mongſt ſhady Woods, im the Con- 
fines of the Biſhoprick, of Lige, 
fix Leagues from that City to tt 
Eaft, ſeven from Maeſtricht, and 
four from Aquzſgrane to the South. 
It had a very ftrong Caſtle, monnt- 
ed upon a ſteep Hill, and of a 
difficult Acceſs. The Hollangers 
took this City in the Year 1632. 
but theSparzards recovered it. again. 
In 1675. the French ſurprized it, 
and being forced to leave it in 1677, 
they dettroyed the Caſtle, which 
now lies in Rubbiſh. 

Lime, is a ſmall Town ſeated 
in the Weſtern Borders of the 
County of Dorſet, next Devonſhire, 
upon a ſteep Hill, and a River of 
the ſame Name, which hardly de- 
ſerves the name of a Sea-Port, 
though it is frequented by Fifher- 
men. It hath a Road ſufficiently 
ſecured from the violence of the 
Winds by Rocks and high Trees. 
Yet is this Place a Corporation, Go- 
verned by a Major, and ſends two 
Burgelles to the Parliament : this 
ſmall Town was defended by Blake 
againſt the Kings Forces inthe late 
Parliamentarian Rebellion to a 
wonder, though it has no other 
Fortifications than what Nature 
bettowed u;on it. To this place 
alſo Charles II. after the Battle of 
Worceſter retired, and was promi- 
ſed Paſſage for France, but de- 
luded by the Maſter, and forced to 
ſeek it elſewhere. The ſame place 
proved more unfortunate to the 
late Duke of Monmouth, who on 
Fune 11.1685.with about one hun- 


dred and twenty men ſurprized this 
| Town, 
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Town,and began aRebellion againſt 
Zames II. our preſent Sovereign, 
which was of ſhort duration, unfor- 
tunate in all its events, and ended 
1m the ruin of that Duke, being be- 
headed Fuly 15. following, on 
Tower-Hill, in London. 

Limen, Palus Me&otis, a Branch 
or Bay of the Enxzne Sea, onthe 
Ealt of the Crem Tartary, called 
alſo Mar de Zabacce, and de Tana, 
from the River Tanats, which falls 
into 1t. 

Limerick . Limericum, a ſtrong 
City in the Province of Mounſter, 
but in the Confines of Conanght, 
ſeated upon the RiverShannon, torty 
five miles from Kz/kenny to the 
Welt, and thirty five from Gall- 
way to the South. This City 1s the 
Capital of a County of the ſame 
Name, and a Biſhops See, under 
the Archbiſhop of Cas/he/. The 
Triſh called this place Loumeagh. 
It was firſt Conquered from the 
friſh by one Raimond de Groſſe, an 
man, after which one Dune- 
naid an Iriſh Royolet of Thomond, 
burnt it. King Fohn built the Ca- 
{tle, and the Engliſ+ in after times 
built an additional Town, and Wal- 
led it, fecuring it by Draw-Bridges, 
and whatever might contribute to 
the ſtrength of it : what became of 
this Place in the beginning of the 
late 1r:ſÞ Rebellion I do not find, 
but when Irerzon came before it in 
the Year 1651. to take it for the 
Parliamentarians, one Hugh O-Neal, 
a Valiant Jr:/Þ man, and a good 
Eommander, being intruſted with 
the Government of it by the Lord 
Lieutenant, 1t made the beit de- 
fence, and flew more of the Parli- 
amentarians, than any place in Iree 
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Months yielded upon Articles, when 
all their Victuals were ſpent. 
Thus that elegant, rich, populous 
City, which had thriven by her 
vicintty to the Ocean, an that 
Noble River, and which had fuch 
excellent Fortificaticns 5 preſu- 
mirg upm her Wealth, and not 
agreeing with her Garriſon, nor 


dutifully complymg with the Com. + I 


mands of her Governours, fell in 
leſs trme, and with leſs expence of 


Blood into the hands of her' Ene- . 2 


mites, than might otherwiſe 
have done. = hon ſhe 4 
the conſolation of ſeeing her Con- 
queror ſoon' ſwept away by the 
Plague, which he found here when 
he torced the Town.

It 1s a great 
and a populous Province, and 1s 
divided into two parts, called the 
Upper and the Lower; on the 
North tis bounded by /a Marche, 
on the Faſt by Auvergne, on the 
South by Cahors, and on the Welt 
. by. Perigore, and Angoumors : 
' Forelizers do ſometimes include 
la Marche in th:s Province. The 
principal Cities are Limoges, Tulle, 
Brive, and Uſerche. 

Limoux, Limoſium, a City of 
Languedoc, upon the River Aude, 
[A4tax}j one League beneath Alet 
to the North, three from Car- 
 caſſene to the South, and tix from 
Mirepoix to the Faſt. It 1s 
built amonlt the Hills, well peopled 
and belongs to the Dioce's of 

Narbone. 
\- Linceo, and Lincen, Linceſtis, a 
River of Macedonza. 

Linchaang, a City of the King- 
dom of China, in the Province of 
Q4amſi, upon the River Car, at the 
foot of the Mounta'ns, which is 
eſteemed the eighth City of that 
Province. 

Linck, or Lincken, a Fort in 
Flanders, in the Dittrict of Bour- 
 bourg, upon the River Co:me, one 
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League from Bourbourg to the 
North-Eaſt, and two from Au- 
domar to the North, which was 
tiken by the French in the 
year 1676. and 1s ſtill in their 
Hands. 

Lincoln, Linco/nia, Lindum, 
a City ſeated on the North fide of 
the River Witham, almoſt in the 
Centre of the County to whici 1t 
gives Name, is a large, well built, 
populous City, ſtanding on the fide 
of an Hill ; near the River, where- 
as LINDUM, the old Roman 
Town, ſtood on the very top of 
this Hill, where the Ditches, and 
Rawpier are till viſible. In this 
Town the Valiant Br:tan, Vorti- 
mer, died in the year 456. being 
Poyſoned by Rowena, the Daughter 
of Hengiſt, and Wite of Vorti- 
ger. The Saxons, having after this 
ruin:d Lindum, and built Lincoln 
nearer the River, about the times 
when Paulinus firlt Preached the 
Chrittian Faith to them. After this 
the Danes deltroyed it twice. In 
the time of Edward the Confeflor 
here was one thouſand and fe- 
venty Manſions. Ard then in the 
Norman times no City in England 
was more Rich ot Populous, as 
Hl. of Matlmsbury acquaints us. 
And W:/l. the Conqueror thought 
fit to build here a very ftrong Ca- 
{tle to awe the Inhabitants, and Re- 
mizius, Biſhop of Dorcheſter, at 
the ſame time removed the See ht- 
ther, and built the Cathedral. In 
the Reign of Edward IL. it was 
made a Mart or Staple. King Ste- 
phen was overcome and taken 
Priſoner near this City, in the year 
1140. But Henry JI. had better 
ſucces here, and took the City, 
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when it was defended by the Barons 
againſt him, under Prince Lews, 
in the year 1217. and forced Lews 
to flee to London, and ſoon after 
into France, Though this City 


had never felt any conſiderable Ca- 


lamity of many Ages,yet Mr.Camb- 
den obſerves that of fifty Churches 
ſtanding within an hundred years 
of his time, there were only eigh- 
teen left. Its Long. 22. 52. Lat.53- 
12. The Learned Dr Thomas 
Barlow, is the preſent Biſhop of 
this Dioceſs, and is the fixty eighth 
Biſhop : he was Conſecrated Fune 
27. 1673.

The beginning 
of this City was a Monaſtery, built 
here by Adelbert Rorbuck, a Kinſ- 
man of Charles the Great, in the 
year $10. This occaſioned the

a City. It was at firit ſubject to 
the Abbzſs: after that to the 
Dukes of Schwaben, and obtain- 
ed its Privileges from Rudolphus T.

Iſaacſon placeth the beginning” of 
this Kingdom in the Year 393. with 
whom Helvicus agrees, Agelmond 
being their firit King ; it continu- 
cd- under eleven Princes, -but in 
Pannoma, or Hungary, and not in 
Italy. They came into Italy in the 
Year 568. And their Kingdom 
continued there under twenty one 
Princes till the Year 774. in all two 
hundred and fix years. 

L ombez, Lombaria, a ſmall C'- 
ty 11 Aquitain in Fraxce,.in the 
County of Cominges,. upon the Ri- 
ver Sava, whwh falls into the Ga- 
ronxe, four miles beneath Toloſe. 
Lombes ſtands five Leagues from 
the-Garonne to the North, eight 
from Aux to the South-E ft, and 
ten from Toloſe to the South-Weſt 
It was made a B:ſhops See by Pope 
Fobn XXll. under the Archbiſhop 
of To/oſe.

Lombura, the Indus, or great Ri- 
ver in the Eaſt-Idtes. 

Lomond, and Langh Los 
mond, Lomandus, is a great Lake 
in the South of Scotland, im the 
County of Lenox, beztween Men - 
teith to the Ealt, and Argzle to 
the Weſt.

It 15 
firſt mentioned by Tacstus, after- 
wards by Ammianns Marce!lins, 
who calis it Auguſta ; Stephanus 
de Urbibus: Lindonium ; Bede ard 
Szgebert call it Lindona ; the En- 
gliſh London ; the Saxons Lun= 
dain ; the French Londres ; the 
Germans Londen ; and the Tral:- 


ans Londra. It isa Biſhops See, un- 


der the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
ſeated inthe County of Middleſex, 
upon the Thames ' a noble Navi- 
gable River ) over which it has a 
'Bridge of nineteen Arches, built 


with Houſes 'on both fides, and of 


late enlarged as to the Paflage. 
This 15 alſo the Royal City, the 
Seat of the Kings of England, and 
has been fo for many years. Which 1s 
therefore called theKing of Sn= 
lands Chamber. Tt 1s fituate in a 
rich and plentiful Soil, abounding 
with plenty of all things, and on 
the gentle aſcent of an Hill, on the 
North fide of the Thames.

In the Year of 
Chriſt 292. it was again 'in Uan- 
ger of being Sack'd by the Franks, 
if an unexpected Arrival of 
ſome Roman Forces had not acci- 
dentally preſerved 'it, even when 
the Franks were actually in Poſſef- 
fion of it. Soon after this Con- 
ſtantine the Great, is ſatd to have 
Walled it. In the Year CCCXMI. 
we find Reſtiturus Biſhop of Lot» 
don, in the Council of Arles m 
France, ſabſcribing after Eborius 
Biſhop of 7ork.

River Ouſe, where it falls into the 
Waſhes, called by Peolemy Eftu- 
aruum Metaris. It 18 a large 
Town, incompaſſed with a deep 
Trench, and for the moſt - part 
Walled, divided by two ſmall Ri- 
vers, Which have about fifteen 
Bridges oyer them. This 18.0f no 
great antiquity, being built out of 
the ruinsof another old Town, cal 
led Lin too, bat Rtanding in' Marſh 
Land, on the oppolite ſide of the Ri- 
ver, chiefly preterred on the account 
of the Haven, which is fafe and cafe 
of acceſs. It was at firit called 
B:iſhaps Lyn, becauſe the groundit 
ſtands upon belonged to the Bi 
ſhop of Norwich, till the Reignd 
Henry VIII. It has great Pry 
ledges, which 1t- obtained from

years before the Birth of our Savi- 
our, thirty three years after the 
ſlaughter of Fulius Ceſar. An lun- 
dred years after its Founding, in 


tho twelfth year of the Reign of 


Nero, in the year of Chrilt 65. it 
was miſerably ruined by Fire, and 


Nero contributed very freely to the 


rebuilding of it, as Tacitus tells 
us in his Annals. In after times 


of no City in the Empire flouriſhed . 


more than this, both as to Learning, 
and as to Commerce. Severus the 
Emperor treated it about the year 
199. with great ſeverity, for ad- 
hering to the Party of Aibinus a- 
gainſt him, burning a great part of 
the City. Gratianu the Emperor 
was perfidiouſly Murthered in this 


City, in the year 384. Majorans, © 


General to Leo the Emperor, at 


the requeſt of Sidonius Apollinarus, 
repaired and beautified this City : 


very much, about the year 460« 
But this was no long-lived ſplen- 


dor, the Goths and Almains foon *: 
after prevailing againſt the,Romans © © 


in France. In the Reign of Cle- 


thaire King of France, about the 


year 532. an end was put to the 
Kingdom of Burgundy , erected 
here by the Goths, and this City 


fell into the Hands of the Erench. 
In the Reign of Gunthram, King 
of Metz, between the year 565. © 
and 596. this City was again burnt: 7 
nor did it ſuffer leſs from” the * 

| Moors * 
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Moors about the year 730. who 
were called by the remainder of 
the Goths, againſt the Franks. 
About the year 935. it was given 
to Conrade 1. King of Burgundy. 
After this it was for ſome time 
ſubject to the Counts of the Foreſt, 
till the year 1173. This See was 
founded by St. Potinus, and Ire- 
neus, the firit of which ſuffered 
Martyrdom here, about the year 
177. About the year 1079. Pope 
Gregory VII. is faid to have made 
this an Archbiſhops See ; doubtleſs 
it was ſo long before. Pope Cle- 
ment V. was Crowned here in the 
pre'ence of Philip the Fair, King 
of France, Edward 1. of Eng- 
land, and Fames King of Ar- 
ragon, in the year 1305. There 
have been many Councils held here, 
the molt Celebrated of which was 
that in the year 1245. under [1- 
nocent IV. aganit Frederick II. 
where that Prince was Depoſed as 
an Heretick, for intelligence with 
the Sultan, and Famiharity with 
his Women. which produced a de- 
ftructive War in Germany&and 
Traly. There was another held 
here in 1274. againſt the Greek 
Church, in, which were five hun- 
dred Biſhops.

Macaſcar, Macaſaria, a great 
Hand in the Indzan Sea, which is 
ſqmetimes. called Ce/ebes. It 1s 
extended from North to South 
two hundred French Leagues, and 
is an hundred broad ; therearein it 
fix Kingdoms, Macaſar , Cion, 
Sanguim, Cauripana, Getigan, and 
Supara: the two principal Cities 
are Macaſar ani] Bantachia. The 
South parts of this I{land are much 
frequented by the -Eng/iſh and 
Dutch , which latter of late 1n 
1659. has ſeverely treated the King 
of Macaſar, whoſe Dominions lie 
in the South part of ' the Iſland, 
and comprehends the far greatelt 
part of it. This Ifland hes be- 
tween the Molucco's to the Ealt,and 
Borneo to the Weſt, and 1s ſome- 
times aſcribed to the former. The 
Line cutteth the Northern part of 
it. The Inhabitants of it hereto- 
fore went Naked, and ate Mans 
Fleſh, and had all the Criminals of 
the M2lucco's ſent over to them 
for that purpoſe, but they are now 
much Civilized. 

Macedonia, is a Kingdom of 
great antiquity and fame in Greece, 
It was anciently bounded by the 


Adriatich Sea to the Welt, the 


Egean Seato the Ealt, now called 
the Archipelago, the Upper Moe- 
ſia, a part of Illyricum, now called 
Servia, cut off by Mount Sandus, 
[now Karoponitze] to the North, 
and on the South it had Epirus, 
Theſſalia, and Achaia, now L:- 
vadiaz it was then divided into 
tour parts, as Livy ſaith, under 
which were twenty ſix Provinces :

the Per/ian Sea, Red Sea, and 
the Cataracts of Nile to the 
South, and the Deſarts of Libya,

donia was the leait.. Philip of Ma- 
ceden who was the twenty ſecond 
King of the firit Race, began mn 
the year of the World 3155- and 
which ended in Alexanaer the 
Great, in 3642. or thereabouts, 
Caſſander extirpated the firlt Fa- 
mily, and began a fecond 1n the 
year 3548. and ended in Perſeus XI. 


11 that Succeilion, fubdued by the - 


Romans in the year 3789. but it 
became not intirely ſubject till the 
Turks firſt entered this Province 
under Bajazet their fourth King, 
who took Nicopolrs, a Town upon

Madagaſcar, Cerne, Menuthias, 
Madagafcaria, and Delphina, a 
valt Ifland on the Eaſtern Coaſt 
of Africa'; calkd by the Inha- 
bitants, Madecaſe, by the French, 
Ile de Dauphine, by the Pr- 
tugueſe, St. Lorenzo, by the Eng- 
lift, Madagaſcar, and St. Lau- 
renoe, and by the dypabians, Saran- 
dib, Prolemy calls it Menuthias ; 
Plemy, Cerne, It is near an hun- 
dred Miles from the Coaſt of A- 
frica to the Eaſt, and is one of 
the greateſt Iflands in the World, 
extending 'from 1. to 25. deg. 
of Southern Latitude , but its 
breadth is much lefs, as not ex- 
ceeding an hundred and thirty Eng- 
ſb Miles. This Ifland was difco- 
by the Portugueſe in the 
year'1506. on St. Lanurence's day. 
There are no Cities in 1t, but the 
French have of late ſettled fome 
Colonies on the Southern Shoar. 
Stephen Flacourt, a Frenchman, 


_ has given a large account of this 
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Iſland. The Inhabitants are large 
ot Stature, exceeding black, War- 
like,much addicted to Fiſhing,great , 
Eaters, and Nature has accordingly 
provided them plenty of Cattle, 
Fiſh, Fowl, Fruits, and what ever 1s 
neceſſary for the life of Man, which 
they wie without Labour or Care, 
regarding neither Silver nor Gold, 
nor any thing elſe, but Beads and 
Bracelets for Ornament, and Mu- 
ſick and Dancing for their Recrea- 
tion. And the utmoſt Number 
they can tell is Ten. : Herbert. 
Maday, Media, a Province of 
Perſia, tm Aſia. See Media. 
Madera an Ifland on the Weſtern 
Shoar of Africa, called Maderr& 
by the Portugueſe, of old Cene 
Atlatitica. It was diſcovered by 
the Poreugueſe in the year 1419/ 
and called by this Name from its 
plenty of Wood. Its length is 
twenty five Leagues, its Circuit 
ſixty. The principal Town is 
Funchal. It lies in 32. deg. Lat: 
and Long. 360. It is prodigiouſly 
fruitful, but eſpecially in Sugar, 
and Mather, a Dying tuff, and 
Wines, the ſlipes whereof were 
brought from Candy. The Birds 
were at firſt ſo ignorant, as to ſuf- 
fer themſelves to be taken up; but 
have fince learned to fear Mane 
kind. It has plenty of Water, 
and of all other things needful for 
the hte of Man. Though an Eng- 
liſhman is ſaid to have firſt lande 
here in the year 1344. Yet the, 
Portugueſe were the firlit that 
pled this Iſland, and ſtill poſſefs - = 
it. When they firſt found it, it = 
was one great Wood, and toclkar 2 
it they put fire to it, which raged 7 
{@s horribly at firſt, that they were .

Madure, a City in the Ea

own, whois yet a kind of Subject 
to the King of Biſnagar. It lies 
between Malabar to the Welt, 
and the Gulph of Manar, which 
parts Malabar from Ceyton to the 
Eat, and he is Sovereign of this 
Coaſt, and draws a conhliderable 
Revenue from it. 

Meander, a great River 1n the 
Leſſee Afia, in the ' Greater PiTy- 
gta., It is now commonly called 
Madre Mindre, and Bojouuc Min- 
are, that 1s the Great Mynare, 
in oppoſition to that at Epheſus, 
which is called the little Mznder. 
It ſpringeth fragp a Fountain, - cal- 
led by the Ancient Greeks, Alocre- 
ne, and runs with ſo Oblique a 
Current, as it often ſeems to be re- 
turning back again into it ſelf, 
making in its paſſage 1ix hundred 
Turns, though it 1s no very long 
Courſe it pertorms at laſt. Hence 
it was that oe,of the Ancients ob 
ſerves, that zr was the only River 
in the World which returned a= 
moſt back to its Fountain» And 
many of the Poets alluded to- it 
in their Poems. Our Country-Man, 
Mr. Wyteler, who crolled it, faith, 
it was there fixteen Fathoms over, 
and they pretended it was as deep 
it was broad, the Current of 1t 
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was exceeding ſwift, and he pives 
a Figure of it, which I fear is too 
nſually placed pag.

Malta, Melita.an Ifland belong- 
ins to Africa, in the Mediterrane- 
an Sea, by ſome taken for the place 
where S. Paul {uftered Shipwrack in 
the year of Chriſt 58, Its length 1s 
twenty miles, and breadth twelve, 
andits circuit about fixty, which 1s 
its Diſtance too, from Pac/yno the 
moſt South-Fattern Cape of Szcz!y, 
and one hundred and ninety from 
the neare{t Coaſt of Africa. It 
was taken from the Saracens by 
Roger the Norman Earl of Scily, 
In the year 1089. and was under 
the Kings of S:cz!y, till Charles V. 

ranted it to the Knights of Saint 
0 of Feru/a!cem, after they were 
beaten out of Rhodes, inthe year 
1530. that he might the eaſier pro» 
tect $:ci/y from the incurtions of 
the Moors, In theyear 1566. they 
begari to build the Borrrg, or princt- 
pal City, after So/yman the Magnt- 
ficent, had in the year 1565. redu- 
ced the preatelt part of the old 
Town mito Duft, by a ftege of five 
Months, managed by Drazut his 
General, with the loſs of twenty 
four thouſand men, ſpent to no 
purpoſe on this ſmall Ifland. 
There are fixty Villages in it, and 
_ three Cities, all ſeated at the Eaft 
End of the Ifland, within the di- 
ſtance of eight miles; which have 
two large Havens, divided by a 
Rock, on the Point of which ſtands 
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the Caſtle of S. Hermes to defend 
the entrance , againit which the 
Turks ſpent twenty thouſand Can- 
non Shot, and at laſt took it to 
their no great advantage. In the 
middle of the Eattern Haven ftands 
the Caſtle of S. Angelo upon a 
Rock, this and Burgo quelled the 
fury of the Turks, and prevented 
thetr Triumph over Malta. 
Though the Inhabitants of this 1- 
fland exceed not itwenty thouſand, 
yet 1t isnot able to ſupply them with 
Neceſſaries ; but that the fertil $:- 
cily is fo near, from which they 
have much of their Proviſions. 
They have fome treſh-water Foun- 
tains, and they reſerve the Rain that 
falls in Ciſterns, and have always 
three years Provitions beforehand, 
kept under ground. This Ifland 
lies in Long.

Malvaſia, Epidaurns, a City of 
the Mzrea, on the Eaſtern Shoar, 
near the molt South-Eaſtern Cape 
cilled Cape Maleo, built upon a 
Rock, which advanced poſition 
zives it an agreeable Proſpect both 
by Sea and Land.

Mancheſter, Mandueſſedum, a 
Town in the County of Warwick , 
mentioned by Antoninus, but is 
now a poor Village, of about four- 
teen Houſes, one Mile from 4- 
therſtone to the South, and eight 
from Coventry to the North. 

Wancheſter, Mancunzium, Ma- 
nucium, a very Rich , Populous, 


and Beautiful Market-Town, upon 


the Eaſt fide of the River Spo/den, 
near the borders of C heſhrre , af 
the South end of the County of 
Lancaſter, 1n which there was a 
College, Founded by Thomas Lord 
de la Ware. This was an anci- 
cnt Roman City, aid being ruined 
in tne Saxon and Daniſh Wars, 
was rebuilt by Edward the Elder, 
about the year 920. The College 
of this place has been ſince Re- 
founded, and Confirmed by Queen 


Elizabeth, and is till in being, 


Charles IT. added another Honor 
to this place, by Creating Henry 
Montague Karl of Mancheſter, in 
the year 1625. whichi Honor 1s 
now poſſeſſed by Edward Mon- 
tazue, his Grandchild, the third 
Earl of this Family. 

La Mancha, a Province in the 
South of New Caſtile in Spain, 
the Seat of the Orerani, an ans 
cient people of Spain, mentioned 
by Pliny, and Strabs.:

vum, Manfredonia, a City in the 
Province called the Capitanato, in 
the Kingdom of Naples, which is 
an Archbiſhops See, and has this 
Name from Manfredus, King of 
Naples, Son of Frederick II. Em- 
peror of Germany, who built it a- 
bout the year 1256. Not above two 
Miles from hence, at the foot of 
Mount Gargano, are ſhewn the 


ruins of Sepontum, an old ruined 
Roman Town, the See of which 
was Tranſlated to Manfredonza. 
It has a large Haven, and a ſtrong 
Caſtle, and it 1s ſeated twenty five 
Miles from Necera to the Eaſt, and 


here in Baniſhment. 
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twenty two from the Mouth of 
the River Of mto, (Aufidus) to the 
North.

Marſan, Marſianus Apger, a 
ſmall TraCt in Gaſcogne, the prin- 
cipal Town of which has the ſame 
Name, which lies ſixteen Miles 
from Dax to the North-Eaſt, and 
from Bourdeaux to the South. 
This Territory is watered by the 
River M:doux. 

Marſala, Lilybeum, a City in 
Sicily , ſeated upon the moſt 
Weltern Promontory of that Iſland 
which had of old its Name from 
this City, but is now called :/ Capo 
Boeo. This Town was built by 
the Romans, and is a magniticent 
and populous Town, and well 
fortified againſt the Turkiſh Pirats. 
It ſtands fifty Miles from Paler- 
mo to the South, and twelve from 
Trapano, and one hundred and 
fixty from the neareſt Coaſt of 
Africa, Near this City the KRo- 
mans , under Attilaus Regulus, 
gave the Carthaginian Fleet a very 
great defeat. There is a little Ri- 


ver that runs near this City, called 
by the ſame Name.

Long-36. 03, 
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Mar/eilies, Maſſilta; a City of 
Provence in France, \eated upon 
the Shoars of the Meditcratiean 
Sea, ſeventeen Miles to the Eatt 
of the principal Mouth of the 
KRhoſre, and fifteen Miles Welt of 
Toutoit; It 1s a Great, Rich, and 
Populous City , and is now in a 
thriving condition , the Suburbs 
having been lately added to the 
City. This City 1s fo very ancient, 
that it is ſuppoſed to have been 
built by the P/enicians. Fuſten 
faith 1t was built by the Phocrans 
in the times of Targumius King 
of the Romans, who in their way 
thither, Contracted -an Alliance 
with the Infant City of Rowe, and 
that they did great things in their 
Offtentive, and Defenlive Wars a- 
gain{t the Barbarous Gals. That 
the Soil of their Native Country 
being barren, they were forced to 
depend more upon Navigation than 
Agriculture tor their ſubſiſtence, 
and would now and then exerciſe - 
the {then thought innocent, if not 
| ' : taat 
led them round about Tzaly, to the 
Mouth of the Rhoſne; and the 
pleaſantneſs of the place allured 
them to go and ſettle there, where 
they were kindly treated by the 
Galls at firſt: the King granting 
them leave to build the City, a 
Marrying his Daughter to their Ge- 
neral And that theſe were the 
great Civilizers, and Inſtructors 
of the Gals 1n Learning , Arts, 
and Architecture. After this they 
managed fome Wars againit the 
Ligurians, and became formidable 
to all their Neighbours. They 
had great ſucceſs till they. inter- 
poſed in the Quarrel between 
Caſar 
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C.efar and Pompey being in this 
more Loyal to that State, than pru- 
dent in the eſtimation of their For- 
ces; for they pretended to tnterpoſe 
between thoſe they were not able 
to force; and conſequently fell a 
Victim to the fortunes of Ceſar, 
whoſe Army left them nothing but 
their liberty. This Calamity befel 
them about forty two years before 
the Birth of our Saviour. But 1t re- 
covered again, and was nas preat 
an eſteem as ever. Tacirns informs 
us, that in his time it was a place 
where the Grecian Aﬀability, and 
the Provencal Thrift were rarely 
mixed. In the fall of the Reman 
Empire, this City became a prey to 
the Gorhs, and Franks, but 1n what 
times I cannot affign. In the year 
1243. after the Goths were expel- 
ld, it: was put under Counts of its 
own, and continued ſo till the year 
-14$1. when 1t returned to the 
Crown of France ; but during the 
time it was under theſe Counts, a- 
bout the year 1423. 1t was taken 
by Aiphonſus King of Arragon. It 
had better ſucceſs m the year 1524. 
when it withitood the furious Al- 
faults of Charles Duke vf Bonrbone. 
But the height of all its modern 
Glory was its ſuſtaining the migh- 
ty Forces and great Valour of 
Charles V. im the year 1536. 
Since the ſetling Chriſtianity here, 
it has ever been a Biſhops Sce, under 
the Archbiſhop of Arles.

The Dukedom of Meck/eburg, is 
a Province of Germany in the Low- 
er Saxony, of conſiderable extent ; 
on the Narth it is bounded with the 
Baltick Sea, on the Eaſt by Pome- 
rania, on the Weſt by Holſtein 
and Lawenburs, and on the South 
by the Marquilate of Brandenburg. - 
It 1s now under two Princes of the 
ſame Family ; the Eaſtern under 
the Duke of Guſtrow, and the We- 
ſtern under the Duke of Smerim. 
The Vandals, Heruls, and Burgun- 
dians, were the ancient Inhabitants 
of this Country. The Dukes of 
this Country are deſcended from 
Peribi/laus the laſt King of the 
Heruls, who being Conquered by 
Henry the Lion, was forced about 
the year 1158. to take the Title of 
Dake inftead of King, asan Homa- 
ger to the Houſe of Saxony. But 
this Diviſion was made about the 
Year 1592. pan the Death of 
Fobn the laſt ſingle Duke of this 
intire Dukedom. The Reformati-

on was imbraced betimes in this 
Country. 

Medelpad, Medelpadia, a Pro- 
vince of Sweden, which is a part of 
Angerman, between Heiſmga to 
the South, and Argerman proper- 
ly ſo called, and Fempr/and to the 
North, and the Balrick Sea to the 
Eaſt, and D/e Carle to the Welt. 

Medemblick, a Town in Weſt 
Trieſland, one of the United Pro- 
vinces of the Ly Countries, ſeated 
upon the Xryder Sea, upon which 
it has a large and ſecure Haven, four 
Dutch miles from Alkmar to the 
North, two and an half from 
Hoorn tothe fame quarter, over a- 
gainſt the Iſle of Wiermergen, two 
miles Eait and above eight from 
Amſterdam to the North. It is in 
the Maps Medenvlick. 


Medina Celi, Ecelefa, a ſmall: 


Roman City in Old Caſt:le in 
Spain, built upon an Hill, near the 
River Xa/on{ Salo ] which falls into 
the Ebro, four Leagues above Sa- 
ragoza, Which gives the Title of a 
Duke to the Family de Cerda, which 
15 one of the Nobleſt Families in 
Spain, and pretends a Right to the 
Crown of that Kingdom, This Ci- 
ty ſtands two Leagues from the 
Fountains of the River Xalsn to the 
Eaſt, thirty one from Madrid to 
the North Eaſt, and thirty four 
from Sara2oza to the South- 
Welt. 

Medina Sidonia, Aſindum, a 
Town in Andaluzia, mentioned by 
Ptolemy, which 18 now made fa- 
mous by piving the Title of a Duke 
to the Family of Guſman in Spain; 
1t ſtands upon a Hill, nine miles 
from Cad:z to the Eaſt, and twenty 
five from Ma/aza to the Welt, and 


M' E 
was once a Biſhops See, as Hauber 
fus averrs. | 

Medina Talnab:, that is, che Ct- 
ty of the Prophet ; a City in Ara- 
b;a, upon the River Laak:c; thirty 
miles trom the Red Sea to the Eaft, 
two hundred from Mecca to the 
North, having a Port upon the 
Red Sea, called Fambi, at the 
Mouth of the River. Long. 70. Io. 
Lat. 26. oo. according to our laſt 
Maps. This City was of old called 
Fatrib, and by Stephanus Fatrip- 
fa; by Prolemy Latrippa; and at 
preſent Metina, Medina, It is 
feited in a Plain, between Mount 
Ohod tothe North, and Mount Ar 
to the South. Mahometr the grand 
Impoltor, who was born here m 
the Year 560. finding his Country- 
men not over-muchinclined to im» 
brace his new Dottrines, fled from 
hence to Mecca in the Year 617. 
And having there by his Impoſtures 
gathered a great Rabble, and pre- 
tending a quarrel againſt the Fews, 
who had a Synagogue in this City, 
He attempted toreduce it by force 
of Arms unproſperouſly at firſt, 
but with better ſucceſs the ſecond 
time, and thereupon he turned the 
Fewiſh Synagogue into the firlt 
Moſque for the Exerciſe of his new 
Religion. But they of Mecca be- 
ing Alarmed. with this Conquelſt, 
11 the next place took up Arms a- 
gainlt him, and prevailed too at 
htr{t, but i the ſecond Battel were 
defeated and ſubdued, and thereup- 
on he tixed his chiet Seat at Mecca, 
where he died in the Year 631. 
at ſixty three years of Age, accord- 
ing to ſome at ſeventy ; twenty 
three years of which he ſpent in pro- 
pagating his abomiinable aha 

t - 
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thirteeti at Medina, and ten at 
Mecca ,, five of which ten years 
followed his Conquering Mecca. 
The Mediterranean Sea, called 
by the Romans, Mare Internum, 
by the French, Italtans, and Spa- 
mards, with little difference tl 
Mare Meviterraneo, by the 
Germans, die Mittellendiſh 
Meer, by the Duzch, het Metd- 
lanſchezee, by the Poles, Mozze 
Modketemie idoce, by the Turks, 
Ic Denghtz. This is the moſt 
Celebrated Sea in the whole World, 
firſt diſcovered, and moſt ufed by 
mankind. It breaks in from the 
Atlantick Ocean, between Spain 
and Africa, by a Streight of ſeven 
Miles broad, as the Ancients re- 
port it ; on the North it has Eu- 
rope, on the Eaſt A/ia, and on the 
South Africa. This 18 called by 
various Names, as to its parts, 
that Branch of it which hes between 
Spain, France, and Italy, is cal- 
led the Tyrrhenztan Sea; that 
which lies between Italy to the 


' Weſt, Greece and Dalmatia to the 


Eaſt, the Adriatick, now the Gulph 
of Venice, and the Tonzan Sea ; that 
which parts Greece from Aſia to 
the Dardanells, formerly called the 
gean Sea, is now called the 
gg that which expands 
it felt between Greece and Afia, 
as far as Conſtantinople, is called 
the Propont#, or Sea Of Conſtants. 
nople:and that much more extended 
Sea, North of Conſtantineple, ly- 
ing between Europe to the North 
and Weſt, Aſia to the Eaſt, and 
Anatolia to the South, is called 
the Euxime or Black Sea, To 
give an exact account of all 
the finaller parts of it, would 
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too much exceed my narrow 
bounds. 

Medniky, Mednicia , a (mall 
City of Poland, in Samopitia, 
ſometimes called Womie , ſeated 
near the Fountains of the River 
Wirwitz. It is the See of the Bi- 
ſhop of Samogitia, Founded by 
Wenceſlaus King of Poland, in © 
the year 1413. and ftands fifteen 
Pol:ſh Miles from Memel, and the 
Shoars of the Baltick Sea to the 
Eaſt, and thirty, from Riga to 
the South-Weſt. 

Medoc, Medulanus, a ſimall 
Tract in Aquitain, - between the 
Mouth of the Garonne to the 
North, and the Bay of Aquitain 
to. the Weſt, and Bourdeaux to 
the Eaſt. There is not above 
three or four ſmall Towns in it. 
dwayp, Vaga, a River of 
Kent, which riſeth in the Weald 
or Wild, in the South-Weſt part 
of that County ; at Penhurſt it re- 
ceives the Eten out of Surrey, and 
ſo dividing it felf into five ms 
it ſurrounds Tunbridge, from 
thence paſſing North-Eait it goes to | 
Maiddon, and from thence to Ro- 
cheſter, by which time it is beconge 
exceeding great, by the concourſe 
of many Rivers it takes in its ſhort 
Courſe ; yet here he is covered by 
a Stone Bridge, beneath which he 
becomes capable of the greateſt 
Ships, and in his Bed the Royal 
Fleet of England Rides in time of 
Peace ; below this Town he forms 
the Ifle of Shepey, one of his 
Mouths entering the Ocean at 
Sherneſs, and the other at Shell- 
neſs, above eight Miles from each 
other. In the year 1667. the 
Dutch Fleet entered this River 
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Fune 22. having with their Can- 
non battered down the Paper Fort 
at Sherns{s, where they carried off 
the Royal Charles, and burnt and 
| ſpoiled tour or five other Ships. 
Megara , a City of Arhaza, 
which in ancient times was called 
N:/a, or Niſſea ; it ſtands at the 
North-Weit Point of the Bay of 
Corinth, near the Hexamuilia, 
or Iſtkmus, two Miles from the 
Sex Shoar, and twenty fix from 
Athens to the Welt, and the fame 
diftance from Corinth to the 
North Eaſt. This was the Birth- 
place of Euci:td, the Maſter of 
the Mathematicks. This City lies 
in Lat. 38. -05. which is the true 
height of Athens. Mr.Wheeler,wbo 
{aw this place, thus deſcribes it. -It 
1s ſituate in a Valley, between the 
Mountain Kerata North , which 
has a Ridge running Northward, 
to joyn with Mount C:theron at 


. the bottom of the Bay of Co- 


rinth, now called Livadrſtro, 
the Mountain called Macr:pala! 
to the Welt towards Corinth, 
the Mountain of 'Palazo Bount 
South-Ealt, and the Bay of Lr- 
wgdoſtro North-Weſt. This Plain 
xs realonably fruitful, and 1s twenty 
Miles: 1n Compaſs. The City was 
ariciently: built upon two Rocks, 
now one of the Rocks is deſolate, 
the other has about three -or four 
hundred pitiful Cottages, built 
one Story: high, and clole together, 
the Walls of which are 'the ruins 


of the former Houſes, or a few- 


Faggots covered with Clay : Chim- 
nies they have none, except it be 
a holein the top of the Houſe, or 
the Door. There live no Turks 
here ; and the Chnitians are 1: 
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that perpetual fear of the Pirats, 
that they flee upon the fight of a 


Boat, or the barking of their.

Meuſſen, M:ſnia, a Territory and 
City of Germany, in the Upper 
Saxony,which 1s a Biſhops See, under 
the Archbiſhop of Magdeburgh,and 
1s under the Dominion of its own 


Biſhop, but is now in the Hands 


of the Ele&tor of Saxony, as Ad- 
miniſ{trator of the Biſhoprick of 
Miſnias It ſtands three German 
Miles from Dreſden to the Eaſt, 
nine from Leypſick to the ſame 
Quarter, and twelve from Wit- 
tenberg to the South, upon the 
Weſtern Shoar of the River Elbe. 
This City was built by Herry the 
Faulkoner, who Conlitituted the 
Marqueſs of Mz:/1:a in the year 
928. Sigiſmond the Emperor, in 


the year 1423. granted to its 


Marqueſs, within the Dukedom 
of Saxony, the Eletoral Dig- 
nity. Its Biſhop was one of them

Mentz, Meintz, Moguntia, Ma- 
gontiacum, a City of Germany, 
of great antiquity , called by the 
Inhabitants, Mapntz, by the 
French, Mayence, by the Spani- 
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ards and Italians, Magonza. It 
ſtands in the Lhe of the 
Rh#ne, upon the Rhine, fix Ger- 
man Mules from Franckfort on 
the Mayne to the Weſt, eighteen 
from Treves, and fifteen from 
Sp:re to the North. This City 1s 
mentioned by Ptolemy and Tact- 
tus- It has its Name from the 
River Main or Motn, which falls 
into the Rhine over againlt it, and 
1s the ancienteſt City im that part of 

Germany, as having been 


built before the Birth of our Sa> © © 


viour, 1t being a City in the times 
of Druſus, General to Auguſtus. 
Florws, lib. 4. In the year 745. it 
was made an Archbiſhops See, in- 
ftead of MWormes, to which it was 
a Suffragan See before. It was 
very ſeverely treated by Frederick 
Enobarbus, the Emperor, in 1158. 
But was rebuilt and reſtored by 
Ortho IV. In the year 1462. it 
was taken Ofober 27. by Adol- 
phus Naſſaw, its Biſhop; and 
whereas before it was Imperial 
and Free, it has been ever fince 
ſubject to its own Archbiſhops: 
There was an Univerſity opened 


here in the year 1482. others ſay _ J 


in 1461. Guſtavus Adolphus en- 
tered this place in Tramph, De- 
cember 14» 1631. In 1635. this 
City was retaken from the Swedes, 
but the next year they again re- 
took it, and kept it till the Peace 
of Munſter.

River Tigrs, 1n 
the Contines of Mezſ»potamaa , 
which 15 now an Archbiſhops See 
in the Province of Diarbeck, in 
the Confines of the Greater Ar- 
menia, thirty German Miles from 
Maitdferquen to the South, twenty 
from Caraemit to the Eait, and 
thirty from N3/ibin to the North, 
Long.

Mergetheim, a Town in Fran- 
conta m Germany, which was 
made famons by a defeat of Tu- 
ren 10 the year 1645. It ſtands 
upon the River Gollach , in the 
County of Werthatm, four Ger- 
man Miles from Wurtzburgh to 
the South-Weſt, and nine from 
Hailbrun to the North-Eatt.

upon the River Aa, which a little 


lower falls into the Old Iſſel, ſeven 
German miles from Oſnaburg to 
the South, twenty two from Bre- 
men towards Cologne, from which 
it ſtands eighteen, and twelve from 
Paderborne to the Welt. - It hasa 
ſtrong Caſtle, and was once an Im- 
perial and Free City, but is fince 
exempted. This is particularly re- 
markable for the great Calamittes 
it ſuſtained in the year 1533- when 
it was ſeized by the Anabapriſts, 
who ſet up here Fohn of Lexden tor 
their King, and perpetrated horrid 
Villanies, under the pretence of 
Enthufiaſtick Zeal, and could not 
be ſuppreſſed till this City had en- 
dured a years cloſe fiege.

Nanquim, a great City in the 
Ringdom of China, upon a Bay, 
and. in a Province of the ſame 
Name, which was once the Ca- 
pital of this Kingdom, and is now 
yaſtly great and populous, -and one 
of the moſt Celebrated Ports in 
the Eaſt. 

The Province of Nanguin, which 
was once the preatelt in this King- 
dom, 1s hounded on the North by 
Xantum, on the Welt by Honan 
and Huquam, on the South by 
Chekiam, and on the Eaſt by th 
Chinian Ocean. It contains four- 
teen great, and an hundred and 
ten ſmall Cities, one hundred nine- 
ty fix thouſand eight hundred and 
fixteen Famihes. 

Nanſa, Neſna, a River in Biſ- 
cay 1n Spain. 

Nantes, Corbilum, Nannetes, 
2 City ini Bretagne ir. France, 
which 1s a:Biſhops See, under the 
Archbiſhap of Tours, and the Ca- 
pital of the County of Nanzes, 
© feated upon the Low, twelve 
Leagues from its Mouth to the 
Ealt, ſeventeen from Angers, and 
twenty from Rennes to the South. 

The County of Nantes, 1s di- 
vided by the Loir into two parts, 
and is bounded on the Falt by 4n- 
ou, on the South by Poiftou, and 
on the Weſt and North by the 
Britiſh Sea. This retains the 
Name of its moſt ancient Inhabi- 
tants, who were called Nannetes 
by the Romans. : 

SE Naples, Neapols, an Ancient, 
= Great, Rich, Populous Cry, which 
” » the Capital of a Kingdom in 
-ealy, called by the Timks, TJna- 
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bolu. It is ſeated in the Terra di 
Lavoro , on the Tyrrbenian Sea, 
an hundred and twenty five Miles 
from Rome to the South-Eaſt, in 


a fruitful pleaſant Plain, being v 


well watered, and has a large ſafe 
Harbour, which is much frequented 
by the Merchant Ships of all Na- 
tions. The Viceroy of this King- 
oes always reſide in this 
City, and has a noble Palace, 
which belonged to the Kings of Na- 
ples. Itis alſo a Biſhops See, in- 
ttituted by Gregory I. and is a- 
dorned with an hundred and . ten 
magnificent Churches, and a vaſt 
number of publick and private 
Buildings, of great beauty and 
expence; ſo that all this conſider 
ed, It 1s one of the Greateſt, 
Richeſt, and moſt populous Cities 
of all Italy, containing-no leſs than 
ſeven Miles in Compaſs, and be- 
ſides the -ſecurity the Sea gives it, 
and the Neighbouring Mountains, 
which ſerve in ſtead of Ramparts, 
it has four ſtrong Caſtles or Ct- 
tadels, for its ſecurity. This City 
is ſo very ancient, it is reported to 
be built by- Hercutes about the 
year *of the World 2725. in the 
times of Thola, Judge 'of Iſrael. 
The Chalcidians rebuilt , or 1n- 
larged it, and inſtead of Parthe- 
nope, its old Name, called it Nee- 
Fong, that 1s the New Town, 
The Romans took this City from 
the Samnztes about the year of 
Rome 463. after three or four 
bloody Wars. Being thus ſub- 
jected to that State, the Inhab- 
tants of this City are much Cele- 
brated for their Fidelity to Rome, 
and ever after the Battel of Canne 
would not ſubmit to Hannzbal, till 

he 
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he made uſe of force againſt them. 
In the year of Rome 537. toge- 
ther with Rome, and the reſt of 
Traly, in the fifth Century , this 
City became a- prey to the Gorhs, 
and other Barbarous Nations, and 
amongſt them to the Lombards ; 
from whom it paſſed. to Charles 
the Great. After this it fell under 
the Saracens. In 1008. the Nor- 
mans began under Tancred to en- 
ter upon this Stage, whoſe Chil- 
dren drove out both the Greeks 
and Saracens, and poſlefled this 
City and Kingdom under the Title 
of Earls of Calabria. In the year 
1216. there was an Unverlity 
opened here by Frederick II. 
Emperor of Germany. The reit 
of the Fate of this City depends 
more on the Changes in the King- 
dom, except that prodigious Re- 
volution in the year 1647. when 
one Maſanelſo, a poor Fiſher-Boy, 
appearing againſt the Spanzards, 
who had over-much opprefled this 
populous City by their Impoſiti- 
ons, raiſed ſuch a ftorm againſt 
them, as bid fair for the exclud- 
ing them for ever out of that 
Kingdom. 

- The Kingdom of Naples, (Nea- 
polit anum Regnum) has its Name 
from its principal City, but was at 
firſt called the Kingdom of S:czly, 
as it is {till in all the Publick Acts 
of the Kingdom. It is bounded 
on the Weſt with the Lands of the 
Church, and on all other fides 1t 
1s ſurrounded with the Medz:terra- 
nean Sea, Under the firſt Kings 
it was divided into four parts, but 
at preſent it is divided into twelve 
Provinces or Counties, and it has 
about thirty Cities, great and ſmall. 
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Its length from North to South is +

Great. The Normans drove out 
firit the Saracens , and then the 
Gresks. In 1125. Pope Anacle- 
tus II. gave this Kingdom to Royer 
Earl of S:cz:ly, excluding the Chil 
dren of William, his Elder Bro- 
ther. In 1196. another Uſurper - © 
diſpoſſeſſed this Line, and called m © 3 
Henry VI. Emperor of Germany « 
his - Poſterity injoyed it tif 'the © 
year 1261. when Charles Exrl of - * 
Anjou , entered and flew Man- _ : 
fred IV. and laſt of the German © 
Line, and his Poſterity injoyed! © 
it four Deſcents more, when ©: 
Charles IV. in the year 1371. en= 
tered and flew Foar Queen of _; 
Naples. In 1434. Alphonſo King © 
of Arragon, partly by Adoption, 
and partly by Conquelt, got this © 
LENO from another Foan, the * 
third of the Caroline Deſcent : his © 
Polterity injoyed 1t five Deſcents ; 
till Ferdinand 1. King of Ca- 
ftile and Arragon, dilpoſletſed them 
in the year 1503. and in this Fa- 
mily it is at this day, Charles the 
preſent King of Spain, being the 
tixth from Ferdinando.

The Air 1s very 
healthful, and the Soil as fruitful, 
and before it fell into the Hands of 
the Turks, 1t was very Populous, 
Rich, Civil, and Learned, but it is 
now in a manner deſolate, and la- 
ments the ruins of four hundred 
Towns deſtroyed by Earthquakes, 
and ' the Barbarous devouring 
Tux ks. + 

Navagrot, Parepamiſus, a part 
of Imaus, a vaſt Mountain in 
Afia. 

. Navareins, Navareſiim, a City 
in the Province of Bearn in France, 
which has a ſtrong Caſtle, and is 
ſeated on the River Gave de Ole- 
ron, four Leagues below Oleron to

Navarino, Abarinus, Pylus, a 
great populous City, on the Weitern 
Shoar of the Morea , called by 
the Turks, Javarin, it ſtands ten 
Miles from Modon- to the North, 
and fifteen from Coron to the 
Weſt.

The year 
1572.brought great and unparalle['d 
Infamy and vg omt upon this po- 
tent City, ten thouſand Gentlemen 
being Atlaffinated within her Walls, 
who came thither upon the Publick 
Faith to the Celebration of a Mar- 
riage, in cold Blood, and in a tme 
of Peace. In 1538. the Inhabi- 
tants of this City became almoſt as 
infamous by the Baracades againft 


Henry IV. whereby the Life of 


that Prince was indangered, and he 
driven out of his Royal Palace, by a 
Seditious Subject, who had made 
himſelf the Head of a Faction, under 
the Pretence of Preſerving the Re- 


ligion of his Country. In the year | 


1590. Henry VI. was ftabbed by 
Fames Clement a Dommnican 
Monk , under the Walls of Pars, 
juſt as he was upon the point of 
Revenging the Inſolence of the 
Baracades. The year” 1990. was 
no leſs miſerable, this City being by 
a Siege reduced by Hemry IV. to fo 
dreadful a Famine, asis ſcarce any 
where elſe to be read of. They 
eſcaped with this Chaſtiſement, 
both for the Maſſacre and the Re- 


bellion, and Murder of a Prince. In 


the year 1610. the fatne Streets 
were ſtained with the Blood of

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Henry IV. ain by Rawillas ano- 
ther Enthuſiaftick Monk, on the 
ſame Pretence that his Predeceſſor 
was.

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Procurement of the Swedes, the 
Afﬀairs of Denmark requiring then 
2 Compliance with the Demands of 
that Victorious Nation ; but the 
Crown of Denmark takin 
advantage of better times, forced 
this Duke to become a Subject -of 
Denmark again, by a Treaty made 
at Flensburg, 1n the year 1675. 
which laſt Treaty is now endeavo- 
red to be reſcinded, and that of 
Reſchild confirm'd by the Swedes, 
and other of the Northern Princes.

Borders of Poleſia. Conſtantine 
Duke of Oftrog, in the Reign of 
Sigiſmond King of Poland, defeat- 
ed three great Armies of the Tar- 
tars, in a Fight of three days con- 
tinuance near this Place. 

Sluys, Sluſa, Clauſule, a ſmall 
but very ſtrong Town in Flan- 
ders, about one League from the 
Ocean , four from Midleburg to 
the South-Eaft, and three trom 
Bruges. It was taken by the Durch 
in the year 1604. from the Spa- 
ntards, and has been ever ſince in

Triolath Phileſer King of Aſſyria, 
and Beheaded in Damaſcns, about 
the year of the World 3213.

of Egypt, under whom it con- 
tinued till the year 1515. and then 
was Conquered by Se/zm, Emperor 
of the Turks, under whom it 1s at 
this day, and moſt wretchedly ha- 
rafſed and defolated. 

Syracuſa, once the Nobleit, and 
moſt Potent City in the Ifland 
of Szctly, ſeated on the Eaſt fide 
of that Ifland. It was built by 
Archias a Corinthian, m the year 
of the World 1190. above ſeven 
hundred years before the Birth of 
our Saviour, in the days of Uz- 
ziah, King of Fudan, Tn after- 
times it became the greateit, and 
the moſt Celebrated City the Gree%s 
potiefled in any part of the World. 
Strabo ſaith its Circuit mi hs time 
was an hundred and eighty Greek 
Stadia*s, that is twenty two Enz- 
iſh Miles and an half. Livy in 
his twenty fifth Book, faith the 
Spoil of jt was almoſt equal to 
that of Carthage, wherein Pi/utarch 
agrees with him. Famous 1t 15 for 
a great defeat of the Athenians 
under its Walls, wherein the Arhe- 
nan Forces were deſtroyed, in the 
year of the World 3536. in the 
year of Rome 339. It fell under 
the power of the Romans 1n the 
year of the World 3733. of R:me

haps it is much greater towards the 
North and Eaſt. This vaſt Coun- 
. try is divided into many Kingdoms, 
- Jome of which, as to the Names 
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of them, are as yet unknown ta 
us. Thie Pcople are the moſt Bar. 
barous of Mankind, Bloody, Fierce, 
and Brutiſh. The Country appears 
Barren, Deſolate, and Uncultivated, 
without Cities, ſetled Inhabitants, 
Agriculture, and fixed Limits. The 
Princes are abſolute Maſters of their 
reſpective People, which live in 
Hoards, wandring with their Wives 
and Children in covered Waggons, 
from place to place, with their Cat- 
tle, (which 1s their only Wealth) as 
neceflity, and the ſeaſon of «the 
year require. This courſe of lite 
has in a great depree fitted them 
for War ; and accordingly when 
ever they have broken in upon the 
Civilized World, - they have proved 
in every Age the Scourges of 
God. And in this laſt Age, one 
of theſe Princes broke in upan

Feſſelmeere, and to the South by 
the Ind:an Sea. The Capital City 


is of the ſame Name, and ftands 
near the Indus. Long. 102. Lat. 
26. 45. : 

Tavaſthus, Tavaſtia, a Town 
and County in the Kingdom of 
Sweden in Finmarchk , called alſo 
Tavaſtland. It is Bounded on 
the Eaſt by Savolaxia, on the 
South by Ny/and, on the Welt by 
Finmark , properly ſo called, and 
on the Nor:th by the Botner Sea. 
Tavaſthuis, the principal Town 
in it, was called Gzonenberg, 
and ſtands in a Marſh, well fortified 
againſt the Ryſs, ninety Miles from 
Aboa to the Eaft. Birger Farel 
built a Caſtle here in the year 1250. 
to awe the Inhabitants. 

Tauber, Tuberius, a River in 
Franconia, which arifeth near Ro- 
tenburgh, nine Miles from Norim- 
burgh to the Weſt, and by On ach, 
Papenheim, and Aichſtat , falls 
into the Danube below Ingo!ſtad, 
and above Regenſperg. 

Taubembeig, a Town in Hun- 
gary, at which Mahomer I. 1n the 
year 1400. beat the Hungarians. 

Tavira, or Tavila, a City of 
Algarve in Spain, upon the At- 
lantick Ocean, between the Mouth 
of the Guadiana to the Eaft, and 
Faro to the Welt, five Leagues 
from either. It is under the King 
of Portugal, and has a large Ha- 
ven at the Mouth of the River 
Xi/aon, and a Caltle for its fſe- 
Curity.

co!d, ſnowy, healthful Air, and a= 
bounding with all things needful 
for the lite of Man, and enricked 
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by great Caravans of Merchants, 
which paſs to and fro through it, 
fo Populous that it maintains two 
hundred thouſand Inhabitants, yet 
without any Walls or Baſtions, or 
the leaſt defence againft an Ene- 
my ; the Houfes are low and 
meay, but the Gardens, Fountains, 
Baſars and Moſques, magnificent 
and ſumptuous. Sw Fohn ©Char- 
din who ſaw this City agrees with 
him, and adds that a fmall River 
called Spingtcha , runs acroſs 
through 1t, and another called Azz, 
runs on the North fide. Long. 88. 
oo. Lat 41. Io. Sir Fohn Chardin 
eſtimated the Inhabitants to be 
five hundred and fifty thouſand, ſo 
much has a long peace improved it 
ſnce Minador's time. 

Taurn, Alpes Norice, a branch 
of the Alpes in Carinthia. 

Taurus, the greateſt Mountain 
in all Afia, fo called, as Eryſtaths- 
w faith, from its Magnitude ; it 
begins at the Eaſt or Chmnzan O- 
cean, and traverſeth the whole bo- 
dy of Afia, as far as the Sea of 
Pamphylia in the Leffer Aſia, di- 
viding Aſia into the Northern and 
Southern , and afluming various 
Names in different places ; yet the 
particular Name of Taurus be- 
longs moſt properly to that Branch 
of this Mountain , which divides 
Pamphylia and Cilicia from the 
lefler Armenia. Sir Fokn Char- 
din who croſ{ed that part of this 
Mountain, which1s called Caucaſus, 
faith that 1t 1s the Higheſt Moun- 
tain, and the molt Difficult to 
pa's over that ever he beheld,

But Sir 
Folm Chardin who faw it ſome 
few years ſince, aſſures us it is one 
of the faireſt though not the big- 
geſt Cities in Perſia 3 and ſtands 
at the bottom of a Mountain up- 
on the River Cur, and 1s incom- 
paſſed on all fides, but-the South 
(where the River ſecureth it} with 
a ſtrong and beautiful Wall, and 
it has abont fourteen Chriſtian 
Churches. The Biſhops See or 
Palace is near the Cathedral 
It has in the mean time 
not one Moſque , becauſe the 
Chriſtians will not -endare 1t, and 
the Perſtans are too wile to exal- 
perafe their frontier Peaple, who 
can with eaſe call in the Tirks 
to revenge the injuries of their. Re- 
Iigion. It is well Peopled and 
full of Strangers, who reſort thi- 
ther on the account of Trade. It 
was twice ' in the hands of the 
Turks, in the Reigns of Iſhmael! 
H. and So/yman his Son. The lat- 
ter took this and Taurzs about the 
year 1548.

Thocats, Duracium, a City of

and the Confines of Anjou. It 
gives the Title of a Duke, and wag 
lately beautified by a magnificent 
Caſtle, built by the Duke de Tre. 
molle. 

Thoura, Aremone, or Emmone, 
Armenia the Leſs in Aſia. 

Thrace, Thracia, Pieria, Odryſia, 
is a great Province of Greece, cal- 
led by the Italians, Romania, by 
the Greeks, Inumeliie, and by the 
Turks, Fcella, It is Bounded on 
the South by the Archzpelago, on 
on the Eaſt by the Propontzs, and 
the Black Sea, on the North by 
ane pong and on the Weſt by Ma- 
cedonia. The principal Cities init 
are Conſtantinople, Gallipols, Adri. 
anople, Philippopols, Selivree, and 
Trajanopols, two of which are the 
Royal Cities of the Turk:/h Empire; 
This Province is twenty days Journy 
in length, from Eaſt to Welt, and 
ſeven broad. Its Soil is not fruitful, 
nor its Air pleaſant, Corn and 
Fruits by reaſon of the ſharpneſs of 
the Air, ripening ſlowly, and yield- 
ing meanly. The ſtory of this 
Country is already delivered in Con- 
ſtantinople, and Adrianople. 

Thur, or Dur, Durus, a Rivet 
of Switzerland, which ariſeth in 
the Valley of St. Fohn, and water- 
ing Dwurgory, falls into the Rhine, 
two Miles above Ep/iſow , in the 
Canton of Zurich. Plantinus 
ſaith it falls into the Rhine at Schel- 
lenburgh. 

Thuringia, a Province of Ger- 
many, called by tue Natives, Thu- 
ringen, and Dardigen. It lies 
i the Upper Circle of Saxon, be-

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tween Miſa to the Eaft, Anbault 
and Brunſivick to the North, the 
Lower Haſſia to the Weſt, and 
Franconia and Henneb#g to the 
South. The Capital of which is 
Erfurt. In thetimes of the C/o- 
devean 'Kings of France, thus 
Province had Kings of its own, but 
is now divided amongſt many 
Princes. Lews, the firlt Landt- 


grave of Thuringe, Was a Deſcen- 


dent of Charles the Great, and is 
thought to be the Son of Charles 
Duke of Lorain, Brother of Lew- 
5s IV. Brother of St. Lews V. who 
died in the year 1215. In the year 
1423. it became United with the 
Dukedom of Saxony, as it now 1s. 
It is invironed round with Woody 
Mountains, but within is Plain, plea- 
fant and fruitful in Corn, and has 
ſome Mines of Gold and Silver; 
and rich Pits of Salt ; fo that it 
wants nothing but Wine. It 1s a- 
bout one hundred and twenty 
Miles ſquare, but fo populous, that 
it has twelve Earldoms, one hun- 
dred and forty four Cities, and as 
many Market Towns, one hundred 
and fifty Caſtles, and two thouſand 
Villages. 

Tzber, Tiberis, is one of the 
moſt noted Rivers of I:a/y, which 
in the moſt ancient times was Cale 
led Albula. In the times of the 
Roman Empire, it ſeparated He- 
truria from Umbria, Sabina, and 
Latium. This River at this day is 
called by the Italzans, Tevere, and 
'by the French, le Tibre. It ariſeth 
from Falterona, one of the Apen-

This City has been 
the Seat of the Emperors of Ger- 
many ever fince the year 1438. 
The Learned Dr. Edward Brown 
ia his Travels has excellently de- 
ſcribed the preſent State of 1t, and 
to him 1 remit the Reader.
